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School district 
can't get money 
from developers

Officials of School DIM. 23 have been 


unable to collect thousands of dollars of 
donations promised by major developers 
building In the southern portion of Wheel- 
ing. 


While (ho school district holds written 


agreements with two of the developers 
for a total of 111.530, Supt. Edward 
Crodsky said the district has not re- 
ceived any of the promised money. "So 
far we've never collected a penny," he 
said. 


The donations to local schools are not 


required by law In Wheeling. Local 
school districts, however, have long 
pushed for such donations to provide the 
schools with operating revenue until 
property taxes con be collected on new 
developments. It usually takes at least a 
year for new development* to appear on 
the tax rolls. 


ONE OP THE Dial. 23 agreements, 


dated May 7,1071, Is with George Manda 
and John Corso, developers of the VIP 
Apartments on Hlntz Road. The agree- 
ment states that Uie developers will do- 
nate a specified amount for each apart- 
ment "In lieu of property." 


For the VIP complex, the figure was 


$23 for each one-bedroom apartment and 
$30 for each two-bedroom apartment in 
total of four buildings, the full donation 
for the project was supposed to be $7,300. 


According to the aggrccmcnt, the de- 


velopers were supposed to make their do- 
nation "at the time the builders make 
application for occupancy permits." Oc- 
cupancy permits for two of the buildings 
were granted in 1972, while permits for 
two more buildings were issued in June. 


When asked about the donations, devel- 


oper George Manda said that his partner 
was handling the matter and was out of 
town. He sold he had no Idea of the stat- 
us of the promised donation. 


A SECOND agreement, dated Oct. 12, 


1071, is with John Glorloso and Associ- 
ates, developers of the Pleasant Run 
Condominiums, 1151 S. Elmhurst Road. 


Convenient Food Mart 
robbed by gunman 


The Convenient Food Mart, 1203 S. 


Elmhurst Rd., Prospect Heights was 
robbed of $195 yesterday by a gunman 
who entered the store shortly after noon. 


Cook County Sheriff's Pollen said the 


robbery Is apparently unconnected to 
eight other armed robberies at con- 
vonlenco grocery stores In the area. 
"Those were all with a knife .whereas 
this one had a pistol," sold Patrolman 
Fred Broun.' 


A salesgirl and shopper described the 


robber as white male, about 30 years old, 
six feet tall with short brown hair. They 
told police he fled on foot after taking all 
the money in the cash register. 


The robbery Is the ninth convenience 


grocery itore that has been robbed by an 
armed bandit in the last weck-and-a-half. 
The robber in the other cases used a 
knife and took between $3 and $140. 
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According to this agreement, Florloso 
was to pay $25 for each one-bedroom, $30 
for each two-bedroom and $35 for each 
three-bedroom unit. 


The total donation for all 10 buildings 


was to be $4,250. Once again, the dona- 
tion was to be mode at the time devel- 
opers applied for occupancy permits. 


Occupancy permits for two Pleasant 


Run buildings have been issued. Ono is 
dated December, 1972, and the other, 
February, 1973. Glorioso was unavailable 
for comment on the donations. 


The third Wheeling development In 


Dlst. 23 boundaries, Sandpebblo Walk 
Condominiums, at 500 W. Palatine Road, 
never made any donation agreement 
with the school district. Developer Ber- 
nard A. Brown said his firm bought the 
project from the original builders, and 
was never contacted by the school dis- 
trict. 


WHILE DIFFICULTIES In collecting 


builder donations are not uncommon, the 
problems seem to vary from district to 
district. John Barger, assistant superin- 
tendent of Dlst. 21, sold some of the de- 
velopers In his district have reneged on 
their donation agreements. Dlst. 21 
serves the northern portion of Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grovo and parts of other nearby 
communities. 


When-asked about the current Dlst. 23 


problems, Barger said "I'd soy our expe- 
rience Is better than that. Most of the 
developments that are being considered 
now, they have a commitment. How 
many will not pay up Is another thing. 
I'd say .offhand we're experiencing a 
good collection." 


The donation agreements negotiated 


with Dlst. 21 differ rom the Dlst. 23 
agreements in that donations ore to be 
mode at the time building permits are 
issued. Barger said the district works 
with the village building department and 
has had basic cooperation from the vil- 
lage. 


BARGER NOTED that the school dis- 


trict has very little to rely on in making 
the donation agreements. "It's a volun- 
tary contribution, and we don't have any- 
thing but their commitment," he said. 
"Some developers keep their com- 
mitments and others don't unless some- 
one pushes them." 


Grodsky recently contacted Wheeling 


Village Mgr. George Passolt about the 
problem of collecting the donation from 
the VIP Apartments. Passolt said he is 
looking Into the problem, but has been 
unable to contact the developer. 


The Wheeling manager said that while 


the village tires to cooperate with the 
school districts, it is mainly up to the 
district officials to contact developers 
about donations. He said developers In 
both school districts are handled the 
same way, and no preference Is shown 
In approving developments. 


Zoning board members also noted that 


they do not ask the developers to make 
contributions to the school districts. "I 
don't think we're ever In a position to do 
that" sold Frank Wojek, chairman 
of the zoning board. "The board merely 
questions If they had any verbal or writ- 
ten eommunicatons from the schools."

Irving and Stevenson schools 
Two new schools being readied for fall

Workers are putting the finishing 


touches on two new Dist 21 schools 
scheduled to open at the end of this 
month. 


Irving School, just off Arlington 


Heights Road near Hintz Road in Buffalo 
Grove and Stevenson School near the in- 
tersection of Palatine and Wolf roads in 
Wheeling will bring the number of 
schools In the district to 17. 


Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo 


Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prsopect. 


Assistant Supt. John Barger said yes- 


terday both buildings are on schedule 
and should be open by Aug. 23, when par- 
ents whose children will attend the 
schools arc asked to come in and pay 
book rental and other fees for the 1973-74 
school year. 


STUDENTS WHO live In the area 


south of Dundee Road, east of Arlington 
Heights Road and west of and including 
Frenchmen's Cove and Mill Creek will 
attend Irving School. These children for- 
merly attended Longfellow School. 


Attendance boundaries for Stevenson 


School are to include the area north of 
Willow Road, south of Palatine Road, 
west of Milwaukee Avenue and east of 


Wheeling Road. Students there formerly 
went to Rilcy School. 


Bargur said the biggest difference In 


the new schools Is their interior folding 
walls, making classrooms more flexible. 
A few of the newer schools in the district 
have some folding walls, Barger said, 
but Stevenson and Irving will be the first 
buildings in which all classroom walls 
are removable. 


THE PARTITIONS will allow teachers 


to conduct regular-sized classes, or re- 
move walls to provide space for larger 
groups of students. 


"One of the reasons why we haven't 


used more folding walls in our schools 
before is because they're relatively ex- 
pensive," Barger said. "With these two 
schools, we had the budget to do it." 


Each of the new buildings contains 30 


classrooms, in addition to two kindergar- 
ten rooms and facilities for educable 
mentally handicapped students. 


Mentally handicapped pupils who pre- 


viously attended Longfellow School In 
Buffalo Grove will be transferred to Ir- 
ving School. Barger sold the long-range 
plan is also to provide classes for edu- 
cable mentally handicapped at Stevenson 
when the enrollment of these students in- 
creases. 


A LARGE CARPETED library and 


learning center will be included in the 
new schools, entirely equiped with new 
books. Barger said some textbooks have 
been purchased new for the schools and 
some will come from other schools In the 
district. 


Like the other schools in the district, 


Stevenson and Irving have a multi-pur- 
pose room that will serve as both gym 
and cafeteria. 


Barger said the furniture for the 


schools has not yet been received, but he 
has been notified that it's on its way. 
He's been assured, he said, that it will 
arrive before Sept. 4, the first day of 
school. 


Workmen are laying floor tiles at the 


schools now, and beginning to put in the 
acoustical ceilings, Barger said. The 
foldings walls, chalkboards and bulletin 
boards are still to be installed. Paving is 
also being done this week. 


COMMENTING ON the design of the 


buildings, Barger said when the plans for 
the schools were developed two years 
ago, school officials tried to look ahead. 


"I think they're modern buildings that 


have the potential for meeting modern 
educational needs," he said. "We at- 
tempted to make them flexible enough to 


meet not only today's needs, but the fu- 
ture's also." 


Barger said there are no plans In the 


works for adding the 18th school to the 
district In the near future. 


"Increases in student enrollment have 


leveled off finally," Barger said. "Up un- 
til now, we've had trouble just keeping 
our head above water to provide enough 
classroom space." 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS ore concerned 


now, he said, with plans to spend $1.8 
million for additions to the three junior 
high schools in the district for a voca- 
tional arts program. 


The additions will provide more class- 


rooms as well as special areas for Indus- 
trial arts and home economics courses. 


To determine how many additional 


schools will eventually be needed In the 
district, school officials will conduct a 
special survey this fall. 


The previous projection was for 40 


schools to be built in the district, of 
which five would be junior high schools. 


School officials expect to revise that 


estimate, however, because enrollments 
have not been as high as foreseen. Bar- 
gcr feels the reduced birth rate is one 
prime reason of the decrease in pro- 
jected enrollments. 


Apathy delaying planning progress

Poor attendance by Wheeling zoning 


and planning commissioners has been 
causing developers problems recently. In 
the last week, two meetings were can- 
celed for lack of quorum, creating 
lengthy delays for village builders. 


C. T. Mullen of Mini-Warehouses of 


Chicago, Ltd., told the zoning board 
members Tuesday night that the delay in 
his hearing caused by lack of quorum 
would mean the abandonment of his 
company's project 


"If we don't have a hearing on this 


tonight, we've lost the property," he 
said. Mullen said the company had set 
its closing date for this week, and now 
had to try to get an extension on its op- 
tion to buy. 


MINI-WAREHOUSES is seeking a zon- 


ing variation for property on the west 
side of Wolf Road 450 feet south of Hintz 
Road. The variations would allow four 
buildings to be built on the property and 
allow a security officer to reside on the 
property. 


Mullen said be would try to get an ex- 


tension on the purchase contract. If he is 
successful, the zoning board will bear his 
petition on Sept 11. 


A second petitioer, William Alexander, 


also told the zoning board that delay 
would force him to seek an extension on 
his land purchase agreement Alexander 
is seeking zoning and a variation that 


would allow him to convert the aban- 
doned gas station on the northwest cor- 
ner of Jeffrey and Milwaukee avenues to 
a tire store. 


This hearing was .also continued to 


Sept. 11. 


Hearing delays caused by lack of quo- 


rum are not uncommon on the Wheeling 
Zoning Board. Often, three members of 
the seven-seat panel show up for the 
meetings and wait for a fourth member 
to appear. If the fourth member does not 
show up by 8 p.m., the hearings are con- 
tinued to a later date. 


FRANK WOJEK, chairman of the 


board, said the quorum problem is ag- 
gravated by the fact that one seat has 
been vacant for more than a year. He 
said that despite repeated requests for a 
new member, the village board has not 
yet filled the seat vacated by Douglas 
Carglll last year. 


A similar vacancy on the village plan 


commission causes quorum problems for 
that advisory board. Last week a plan 
commission meeting was cancelled for 
lack of quorum. Once again, the seat va- 
cated by Doug Cargill has not been filled 
even though Cargill left the board more 
than a year ago. 


According to Wojek, vacancies on the 


zoning board should be filled within 60 
days. "I think that's plenty of time," he 
said. "I can see no reason why the delay 
in my opinion." 


Wojek said the one vacant seat often 


causes meetings to be canceled. "I think 
it is unfair for the petitioners, the board 
members, and even the objectors," he 
said. "We're all spending our time. The 
petitioners who apply for any hearing 
are at a disadvantage because of the va- 
cancy." 


TRUSTEE AL LANG, who handles the 


commission appointments, said recently 
that all commission appointments had 
been delayed because of the April village 
election. He said he thought many people 
In the community would accuse the vil- 
lage board of packing the commissions 
with their political appointees. 


Wojek, however, said he did not think 


the election should have prevented the 
village board from making their appoint- 
ments. "I don't think the election should 
have anything to do with It," he said. 
"It's people we're looking for." 
Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


does not think the vacant seats are caus- 
ing much of a problem. "There's no 
question it's an inconvenience for several 
people," he said. "But other than being 
an inconvenience, I don't know if it's a 
real problem." 


Passolt said he did not think the zoning 


delays caused by lack of quorum really 
hurts developers. "I just think it's a nor- 
mal thing for a developer to say I've got 
to have it yesterday," he- said. "That 
plea just kind of falls on deaf ears." 
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Adman Ed Frank gearing up for a rematch with Crane

Edwin L. Frank. 43, Hoffman Estates 


advertising executive, is waiting in the 
wings for another election bout with U.S. 
Hep. Philip SI. Crane. R-12th. 


Frank told the Herald yesterday, "I 


am available," If Democratic leaders in 
the 12th Congressional District will sup- 
port him again as the party's contender 
against Crane. 


Indications arc that Frank can have 


the backing of the party leaders for the 
asking. He said that he will be making 
the rounds of Democratic picnics and 
dinner-dances in the coming weeks to 
confer with organization leaders. 


FKANK ALSO declared that he would 


welcome a primary contest for Congress 
among Democrats in order to heighten 
Interest and to emphasize the Issues, and 
to pressure Crane into spending more 
time on the campaign circuit than he de- 
voted in the 1972 election. 


Although Crane compiled the largest 


victory margin among congressional win- 
ners in Illinois last year, and placed 10th 
In the national standings, Frank pointed 
out that he will be in a stronger position 
In the 1974 election. 


Frank entered the 1972 election only af- 


ter the original Democratic candidate, 


Charles Houchins, withdrew after the 
primary. 


In addition to cutting down on his cam- 


paigning time, Frank's late entrance cut 
into Us financial support. By the time he 
became a candidate, Frank said, much 
of the political money available was al- 
ready committed to other candidates. 


FRANK estimated that he raised some 


$6,000 or $7,000 In contributions, in addi- 
tion to what he spent of his own funds. 


"I have already talked to some organi- 


zations about campaign funds," he said, 
"and I am sure that organized labor, for 
instance, will support me." 


Ed Feulner, administrative assistant to 


Crane, agreed with the assumption that 
an early start and additional funds would 
be helpful to Frank. He also pointed out 
that Crane would not have the "coattall" 
advantage of having President Nixon at 
the head of the ticket in 1974. 


Informed of the probability of Frank's 


candidacy, however, Feulner's initial re-

action was speculation about the kind of 
winning margin which Crane could com- 
pile in a return match. 


HE INDICATED that a goal of Crane 


staff members was to compile a victory 
margin of over 100,000 votes — they fell 
just a few hundred short of that in 1972.

National Committee which gave Crane 


74.2 per cent of the vote over Frank. 
(Only representatives John Erlenborn, 
R-W h e a t o n ; John B. 
Anderson, 


R-Rockford; and Edward Derwinski, 
R-Patos Hills, approached Crane's per- 
centage, with more than 70 per cent of 
the votes In their districts.) 


Frank questioned the 74 per cent fig- 


ure, indicating that he believed Crane ac- 
tually got closer to 66 per cent. 


Among those consulted about a Frank 


candidacy was William B. Rose of Elk 
Grove Village, the Democratic candidate 
for the Illinois Senate in the 3rd District 
last year, and leading contender to re- 
place Chester Chcsney, Elk Grove Town- 
ship committecman, on his approaching 
retirement 


Rose said he would be "very favor- 


able" to Frank as the congressional can- 
didate. "He would make a good candi- 
date and a fine congressman," said 
Rose, who became closely associated 
with Frank during the 1972 campaign.

Charge for the first 10- 
year period will be about $17 million a 
year. 


Aycrs said about 500,000 kilowatts 


would be used Initially from the pumped 
source early this month and 100,000 kilo- 
watts would be added when a sixth and 
final 300,000 kilowatt generator Is com- 
pleted this fall. 


The Ludlngton facility was described 


by Aycrs as a massive "battery" which 
stores up powor during the night and re- 
leases it the following day at peak use 
periods. 


IIY USING Its extra-high voltage trans- 


mission lines Unking them with utilities 
In Indiana and Michigan, Edison will 
feed power to the Ludington site at night 
to help pump water into an elevated re- 
servoir capable of holding 27 billion gal- 
lons of water. The next day the power 
would be returned to the Chicago area as 
water flows from the reservoir to turn 
electric generators, 


Aycrs said the new source, along with 


that provided by existing facilities, "sub- 
stantially improves our ability to meet 
customers' peak loads during the re- 
mainder of the summer." 


The Ludington project, under construc- 


tion since 1969, is the largest facility of 
Its type In the world. At full capacity It 
stores enough water to generate more 
than 15 million kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity in less than 10 hours.

Memo tells of help for ITT 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Documents 


produced Wednesday at the Senate Wa- 
tergate hearings suggested President 
Nixon had n direct role hi the govern- 
ment's decision to drop a multimillion 
dollar antitrust suit against International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corp. (ITT). 


The documents also indicated that 


John N. Mitchell did not tell the truth 
when he "denied under oath" that he had 
no knowledge of on ITT offer to provide 
$400,000 towards costs of the 1972 Re- 
publican National Convention if it were 
held in San Diego. 


The references to Nixon and to Mit- 


chell, the former attorney general, were 
contained in material of unknown origin 
that former White House special counsel 
Charles W. Colson attached to a memo 
he wrote March 30,1972. 


The memo was addressed to H. R. 


Haldeman, chief of staff at the White 
House at the time. Haldeman testified 
he did not recall seeing the memo. 


In producing it, Chief Committee Coun- 


sel Samuel Dash said the memo showed 
Mitchell "may have committed perjury" 
in his denial at the confirmation hearing 
for Richard G. Klclndlcnst as his succes- 
sor. 


Dash also noted Haldeman has testi- 


fied that five days after receiving the 
Colson memo he discussed "the ITT- 
Klelndlcnst matter" with Nixon. 


Colson warned Haldeman that Demo- 


crats in Congress 
would use 
the 


KIclndienst nomination as a wedge to 
draw out damaging Information about 
the White House role in the ITT settle- 
ment. 


"KIclndienst Is not the target: the Pres- 


ident is, but Klcindienst Is the best avail- 
able vehicle for tho Democrats to go to 
the President," Colson wrote. 


Tho administration has maintained 


throughout the ITT controversy that the 
Justice Department's agreement to settle 
tho antitrust case out of court had noth- 
ing to do with ITT's offer of financial aid 
for the 1972 GOP convention, which was 
shifted from San Diego to Miami Beach. 


The administration also has contended 


tho decision to drop the ITT suit was 
made entirely by the Justice Depart- 
ment's Antitrust Division without outside 
interference. 


The material that Colson attached to 


his memo said Nixon and Mitchell had 
had discussions about the "agreed upon 
ends" In resolving the ITT case and that 
another memo to Nixon not only "would 
contradict Mitchell's testimony" but also 
would "directly Involve the President." 


As to Mitchell's actions, the documents 


said details of the $400,000 ITT offer had 
been set forth In a June 30,1971 memo to 
Haldeman and that copies were sent to 
Mitchell and two White House aides — 
Jeb Strart Mogruder and William Tim- 
mons. 


"This memo put the AG (attorney gen- 


eral) on constructive notice at least of 
the ITT commitment at that time and 
before the settlement, facts which he has 
denied under oath," the documents said. 


The explosive documents came as a 


surprise to Haldeman as he was con- 
cluding his third and final day of testi- 
mony. 


Colson issued a statement Wednesday 


night saying that none of those who 
helped prepare his memo "felt there was 
any evidence" of n connection between 
the ITT financial pledge and settlement 
of the antitrust case, "but our concent 
. . . was that a different cost could be 
built on appearances." 


In his testimony before the committee 


Wednesday, Haldeman acknowledged un- 
der stern questioning ho wrote "good" 


and "great" on a high priority White 
House memo saying violence and ob- 
scene demonstrations were 
expected 


against President Nixon and evangelist 
Billy Graham at a 1971 rally in Char- 
lotte, N.C. 


He contended he used such words be- 


cause the demonstrations would reveal 
the protesters "true Intent and method of 
operation." 


Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr., R-Conn., 


produced the memo and angrily charged 
that Haldeman and the Nixon re-election 
camp often used demonstrations "to 
serve your Interests."

The intense 
air activity was so visible that residents 
stopped their cars to watch, and employ- 
es of the U.S. embassy sat on the roof to 
observe fighter-bombers passing over- 
head. 


The government claimed enemy activi- 


ty was slowed on all fronts, but two more 
embassies — the Indian and Philippines 
— made plans to get nationals out of 
the capital. 


• The Pentagon said it had cut back 


bombing in Cambodia by 10 per cent in 
June, but figures showed it was still 
twice the rate at which North Vietnam 
was bombed for years. 


• Worried over whether the adminis- 


tration will stick to the bombing cutoff on 
Aug. 15, the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee wants to hear assurances to- 
day from Secretary of State William Ro- 
gers. The committee said it wants to dis- 
cuss the bombing in an open session, and 
invited Rogers to appear. 


• Thailand's premier, looking ahead to 


Aug. 15, said discussions on pulling 45,000 
American troops off Thai soil will begin 
"in detail" with the cessation of bomb- 
ing. Most of those troops are airmen in- 
volved in the bombing runs. 


• In South Vietnam, government 


sources said Iran will succeed Canada as 
a member of the four-nation team over- 
seeing the truce. Truce policing will be 
suspended until there Is a replacement. 


• The United States sent a $50 million 


loan to South Vietnam, the first aid to 
the country for postwar reconstruction. 


• In Laos, there was doubt of any 


peace agreement being signed before 
next week. But — under American urg- 
ing — the agreement is expected to In- 
clude a provision on prisoners of war. At 
least 318 Americans are listed as missing 
in action in Laos.

"Every President needs his s.o.b., and 


I'm Nixon's," Bob Haldeman was fond of 
saying. 


His detractors, and they seemed legion, 


complained that he was too pluperfect an 
s.o.b. 


His supporters, and they often seemed 


few, said that if Haldeman didn't exist 
Nixon would have had to invent him. 


But Haldeman cared not for his de- 


tractors nor his supporters. He saw as 
his job to protect the President, to shield 
him from the favor-seekers and the pow- 
er-brokers and the pests. 


Detractors and supporters alike said he 


did that job well. 


Those who liked him said his was a 


necessary function if the President was 
not to get bogged down in minutiae. 


Those who disliked him said he was too 


successful, that Haldeman caused Nixon 
to operate out of an ivory tower and to 
run the country as a benevolent patri- 
arch who didn't trust his children. 


Haldeman, 46, once the strongest man 


In the White House next to the President, 
has fallen victim to the Watergate scan- 
dal. On April 30, with deepest regret and 
with public laudings for their loyalty and 
ability, Nixon accepted tho resignations 
of Haldeman and his UCLA roommate, 
John D. Ehrlichman. 


There were few sorrowful expressions 


at the White House or on capital Hill 
when the news broke. Crewcut, formi- 


dable-looking Haldeman had won a repu- 
tation for the ruthless exercise of power 
and unquestioning loyalty to Nixon. His 
protective shield around the President 
became known as the "Berlin Wall." 


With the President's acquiescence, he 


ruled supreme and delivered the bad 
news that Nixon did not want to person- 
ally handle—such as firing 2,000 top-level 
government officials the day after the 
landslide election. 


Haldeman had served for the Presi- 


dent since they began an association in 
the 1956 campaign when Nixon sought re- 
election for vice president. 


Four years later, Haldeman took time 


off as vice president of the J. Walter 
Thompson Co., to help direct Nixon's los- 
ing presidential race to John F. Kenndy. 
Since that first campaign, Haldeman had 
just two professional loves — the adver- 
tising business where he handled ac- 
counts for Seven-Up and Black Flag in- 
secticide, and Richard Milhous Nixon. 
He joined Nixon again in the winning 
19C>8 campaign. 


Haldeman believed so thoroughly In 


the doctrine of loyalty to his President 
that he bore with silence things that oth- 
er men in his position might have re- 
sented. 


Ho reportedly once told a close friend 


that he wasted hours dealing with "all 
the bitching and all the demands" of 
Mrs. Nixon and the President's two 
daughters. But he added quickly and 
cheerfully that if It made Nixon's life 
any easier, he was delighted to do it. 


FDA: vitamins A and D are risky . . . 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Food and 


Drug Administration (FDA) has banned 
the non-prescription sale of vitamins A 
and D in high concentration doses, say- 
ing the nutrients ore "clearly dan- 
gerous" when taken in large quantity. 


The ban takes effect in 60 days, after 


which time a doctor's prescription will 
be needed to buy Vitamin A in single 
doses above 10,000 international units 
and Vitamin D in one-pill doses of more 
than 400 international units. 


Tho limit for Vitamin D is the same as 


the recommended dolly allowance for 
that nutrient while the non-prescription 
celling for Vitamin A is slightly higher 
than the recommended dally allowance. 


Consumers will still be able to buy 


without prescription any quantity of ei- 
ther vitamin in doses below the ceilings 
and presumably could swallow several 
weaker pills to match the potency of the 
prescription-only ones, FDA officials 
said. 


"Excessive doses of vitamins A and D 


are clearly dangerous without physician 
supervision and high potency doses will 
be limited to prescription use," FDA 
Commissioner Dr. Alexander M. Schmidt 
told a news conference. 


The FDA said excessive amounts of 


Vitamin A taken over a long period may 


produce pressures inside the skull which 
mimic the symptoms of a brain tumor. 
Large doses of both vitamins, it added, 
have been shown to retard grown in chil- 
dren. 


The agency also made final a scries of 


other restrictions on vitamins which will 
go into effect at the end of next year. 
These include n ban on vitamins com- 
bined with other substances which have 
no "scientifically recognized nutritional 
value" and the classification as drugs of 
any food, vitamin or food supplement 


FTC: so is ivrinkle remover 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Federal 


Trade Commission (FTC) said a facial 
wrinkle remover treatment for sale in 
various parts of the country may be dan- 
gerous, offers only a temporary cure and 
may be more expensive than similar 
treatment by a plastic surgeon. 


It also announced that it had won a 


temporary court order to stop the com- 
pany Involved — Forever Young Inc., 
Denver, Colo. — from engaging in what 
it said was false advertising. 


The agency issued a proposed com- 


plaint which said the treatment involves 
the use of carbolic acid to peel off the 
outer layer of skin, and that such a pro- 


containing more than three times the 
recommended daily allowance of any one 
vitamin. 


The health food industry has claimed 


that the combination ruling would force 
it to reformulate perhaps 90 per cent of 
all vitamin combination products — such 
as Vitamin C combined with bioflavins — 
because the non-vitamin ingredients have 
no proven value. Industry officials have 
said an unknown number would be pulled 
from production rather than reformu- 
lated.

complaint said, does not mention that 
pain, discomfort or danger may be in- 
volved in the treatment. 


The complaint also alleges that the

Tho Wheeling Plan Commission tonight 


will consider preliminary plans for Swan 
Lake, a 624-unlt apartment project In 
southern Wheeling. Tho meeting Is at 
7:30 p.m. In the Village Hall, 255 W. Dun- 
dec ltd. 


When the project was first presented to 


the plan commission In July, members of 
the commission expressed unhapplness 
with the density of buildings, seas of 
parking lots and flood plain problems. 


Herb Lortz, chairman of the plan com- 


mission, sold that despite these prob- 
lems, the commission could not stop the 
project If developers met all village 
codes. 


Tho project Is to be built cast of Wheel- 


ing Road just north of St. Alphonsus 
Catholic Church. McDonald Creek flows 
through the middle of the 39.5-acre site, 
making much of the land unsuitable for 
building because of flood plain regu- 
lations. 


DESPITE THE largo amount of flood 


plain, developers are planning to build 
almost the full 16 units per acre allowed 
by ordinance. 


Acceptance of the preliminary plans in 


July was delayed so that developers 
could contact the North Cook County Soil 
and Water Conservation District about 
the Impact of the project on the environ- 
ment.

a group of six-flat apartments off Hlntz 
Road cast of Elmhurst Road. The South 
Wheeling Industrial Park plans will also 
bo considered. 


To discuss survey tonight 
Park district will receive 
Nike Base land—finally 


The Wheeling park board is proceeding 


with plans to build a new maintenance 
garage, approved by voters in Decem- 
ber's park district referendum. 


The board is to discuss hiring a firm to 


do a topographical survey of the pro- 
posed garage site at Heritage Park 
tonight at its regular meeting. The public 
session will begin at 8 at the Heritage 
Park building, 222 S. Wolf Bd. 


THE TOPOGRAPHICAL survey is the 


last step before construction can begin 
on the new facility. Wheeling Park Supt. 
Dave Phillips said the survey will prob- 
ably take about a week to complete and 
cost in the neighborhood of $400. 


As soon as the survey Is finished, Phil- 


lips said the park district will start con- 
struction of the garage that will take 
about eight weeks. 


A major stumbling block In the project 


was overcome recently when the park 
district received permission from the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) to 
build on an easement held by the agency. 


The $40,000 garage, a steel pro-fabric- 


ated structure, will be 40 by 100 feet in 
size. It will include an office for mainte- 
nance personnel and will house the park 
districts five vehicles, a machine shop 
and storage area. 


CURRENTLY. THE only vehicle stor- 


age facility is a two-car garage attached 
to the Heritage Park building. 


Because most of the park district 


equipment is stored outside, maintenance 
and vandalism have been problems, 
Phillips said. 


"The biggest advantages to having the 


new garage will be that we can keep our 
equipment inside," he said. "We're 
bound to save in maintenance costs espe- 
cially." 


IN OTHER BUSINESS on the agenda 


for tomorrow night's meeting, the com- 
missioners will consider establishing a 


pest control program to rid park district 
buildings of insects and rodents. 


Phillips said the board is thinking ot 


exterminating Netpune's Pool, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce community center and 
Heritage Park on a monthly basis. 


Bids wilt be sought on the pest control 


program that Phillips said will cost sev- 
eral hundred dollars. 


PRIOR TO THE regular meeting, 


there will be a meeting of the recreation 
committee at 7 p.m. to discuss fall, win- 
ter and spring recreation programs. 


Ther will also be a meeting of the 


building and grounds committee to dis- 
cuss proposed development of a 46 by 38- 
foot area above Neptune's Pool for recre- 
ation or park office use. 


Several ideas for using the space have 


been suggested, including turning the 
area into a games room for use during 
the hours school is not in session, a tele- 
vision lounge, concession area or offices. 


State funds may help to buy park sites

Wheeling Park Supt. Dave Phillips yes-

What all-Jiight gas stations used to be 
Convenience stores easy stickups 


by TOM VON MALDER 


Easy to find, open long hours, often 


staffed by a single clerk — convenience 
grocery stores havo replaced the all- 
night gas stations as the most likely 
places to bo robbed, even though the rob- 
bers ore often caught. 


Seven such stores in the DCS Plalncs, 


Mount Prospect and Park Ridge area 
have been robbed a total of eight times 
over the last weck-and-n-half by a lono 
bandit armed with a variety of knives. 
Ills take for a couple of minutes work 
has been anywhere from $3 to $140 — 
hardly a big haul. 


"These stores have kind of replaced 


the all-night gas stolons for stickups,", 
DCS Plalncs Police Lt. Lee Alfano 
said. "Tho gas stations don't keep as 
much cash on hand any more. Now these 
stores seem to bear the greatest prob- 
lems." 


NOT TO MENTION that most gas sta- 


tions close early In these gasoline short- 
age days. 


Alfano, who Is head of the detective 


division, said tho typical robber Is not 
looking for trouble. He said a robber wilt 
pick on a convenience store because of 
its location — often along a busy high- 
way — and Its long hours. As much as 
possible, ho added, the bandit will look 


for the lone clerk, especially female or 
for two young clerks. 


DC Plolncs and Mount Prospect police 


said they try in their regular patrols to 
provide as much surveillance as possible 
because they realize the stores are more 
susceptible than most. 


According to Alfano, the best security 


measure for the convenience-type store 
would be a holdup alarm hooked into tho 
police station. "But these are all costly, 
and that's probably why they don't have 
them," Alfano said. 


In lieu of a holdup alarm, store owners 


should have more than one clerk on duty 
Oiid those clerks should bo older men, 
especially for the late night hours. 


AT A REGIONAL office for one largo 


convenience grocery store chain, a man 
In the training department sold they 
show each new owner of their stores a 
film called "Once Upon n Robbery." He 
said the film Is full of tips given by po- 
licemen and a former robber. The film is 
sponsored by the National Association of 
Convenience Stores. 


The spokesman also said his firm pre- 


pares a book of guidelines for owners 
that advises them to call the police 
whenever they sec someone acting suspi- 
ciously around their store. It also tells 
them to bo careful when giving out any 


information, especially over the tele- 
phone. 


"A lot (of what's in the book) is basic 


common sense," he said. 


Alfano agrees that common sense is 


the best resource, especially if you are a 
clerk being faced by a knife or gun and a 
demand for money. 


"If you were a clerk in that situation, 


I'd tell you to comply," Alfano said. 
"The amount of money involved is gener- 
ally not that great. Money is replaceable. 
It's better than being killed or maimed." 


Til HEAD detective was confident the 


current robber, described as 5 feet 10 
inches, 18 to 20 years old and with blond 
hair, will be caught. "We get these guys 
sooner or later," he said. "Our robbery 
clearance rate Is very high." 


The last rash of armed robberies in the 


area took place in January and Febru- 
ary, 1972. All robberies were on Friday 
and were at cleaning stores in Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines. 


However, In February, 1972, police 


caught Richard Harrison, 35, of Elm- 
hurst, just after he had robbed a cleaning 
store that had been watched by police. 
Harrison was found guilty of seven 
armed robberies, sentenced and ordered 
to repay $672.

request is not considered until October, 
the delay will hurt the district's position 
In negotiating for the community park 
site. It would not seriously affect nego- 
tiations for the other site, he said, be- 
cause the price of the property has been 
agreed upon. 


"With the money in hand, it would be a 


lot easier to talk to property owners," 
Phillips commented. "It's a matter of 
time and time means money with land 
prices going up."

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Rush to buy is on—before 
freeze ends and prices rise 


Consumers cowed by the prospects of 


hefty price hikes just around the corner 
are heading (or the local stores to cash 
In on what could turn out to be bargain 
prices. 


They're buying appliances and back to 


school Items, and even Christmas gifts, 
trying to beat the expected sky-high 
prices when the price freeze ends Aug. 
12. 


It's called anticipatory spending, a pes- 


simistic belief that prices are sure to 
rise. And it's only one reason for the 
spending spree. 


Another reason Is the almost magical 


appeal of soles: preseason, end of the 
season, anniversary, back to school and 
sidewalk sales ore competing for price- 
conscious shoppers. 


"I don't think the public Is alarmed. 


The reason is that they haven't felt a 
pinch yet," says Earl Johnson, executive 
of the Arlington Heights Chamber of 
Commerce. "But judging by last week's 
sidewalk sales, merchants seem to be 
having a good sales period. Of course, 
that could create an adverse situation 
where we push to buy so much that the 
supplies run short." 


THE SCRAMBLE to buy now at a good 


price Is going to subside as the effects of 
Inflation stnrt to take hold, Johnson pre- 
dicts. "I think people arc finally going to 
awake to the fact that this is an arbi- 
trary vicious circle. They'll say, 'I won't 
buy a certain item, just because the 
price Is going up," ho says. 


Sidewalk sales bring In a "tre- 


mendous" response, agrees Bob Phillips, 
store manager at the Persto and Bobbin 
Jewelers. A lot of people were turned 
away, as the crowds huddled around out- 
door sale tables, lost week, ho said, so 
the store continued its sale one more 
week. 


"Over-all our sates are up, but people 


are taking another look at price," com- 
ments Phillips. "They buy finer items on 
sale, at a savings — not just junk." This 
includes sale buying Items on sale for the 
Christmas season. 


The price of gold and silver moved up 


steadily in the past six months, he adds. 
When trading Is resumed to silver bull- 
ion, h« expects price boosts "to the 
neighborhood of 20 per cent" for charm 
bracelets and other sterling silver Items. 
And wedding rings are sold as much for 


their weight as for their looks, be adds. 


THE THEME OF reasonable spending 


patterns, as contrasted to panic-buying, 
is seconded by a number of retailers. 
Back to school items will really start to 
take off during this month, predicts Mrs. 
Benny Glenn, divisional sales manager 
for the Carson, Plrie Scott and Co. store 
to the Randhurst Center, Mount Pros- 
pect. 


"It's always amazing to me, how much 


people buy to winter coats during Au- 
gust," she says. Children* wear and the 
coordinates for college age students are 
big sellers, she says. 


The jump to clothing sales could be at- 


tributed to price conscious consumers try- 
tog to beat rising prices to the fall, she 
said, adding that buying will surge even 
after the freeze is lifted. Bit promotions 
draw the best shopping crowds, she adds 
— "That way, people can take advantage 
of more sales." 


People might panic If their supply of 


meat is cut off, says David SUger, mer- 
chandise manager at the Sears Roebuck 
and Co. store to Woodfleld Center, 
Schaumburg. "But you don't hear any 
panic when the cost of socks and colored 
underwear are going up," he says. 


Consumers do take advantage of the 


clearance sales, but the concern right 
now is for quality merchandise at con- 
sistently reasonable prices. "Fashion, If 
anything, Is based on a look," says Sil- 
ver. "If a person wonts fashion, price is 
secondary." 


SALES ARE "exceptional" to shoes 


and back to school clothes, he says and 
"very strong on ticket items such as 
home furnishings. Jewelry is selling bet- 
ter than ever." 


Sale items are less frequent, geared to 


bigger demand items," says Silver. The 
strong reaction of the public to the up- 
coming price increases, is not as great to 
the department store, as it would be at 
the grocery store, he emphasized. 


Commenting on the price bulge ex- 


pected Mowing Aug. 12, retail expert 
Hugh Muncy said, "There will be price 
adjustments, but It's difficult to say how 
much at this time." Buying ahead to 
avoid price boosts could create shortages 
of some merchanlse lines, he warns, par- 
ticularly to food Items. A substantial 
shortage of food Is not likely to occur, he 
said. 


GI insurance conversibn urged 


The Illinois State Bar Association is 


urging World War II veterans to take nd- 
vantage of a conversion privilege on 
their GI life Insurance. 


There arc more than 210,000 World 


War II veterans to the state insured un- 
der the National Service Life Insurance 
Act Most of those veterans still hold the 
five-year level-term life Insurance policy 
they took out while on active duty, the 
bar association says. 


"The term policies, to the maximum 


amount of $10,000, were a good buy origi- 
nally," tho bar association says. "But as 
the years go by and Insurance premiums 
are boosted to a higher level every five 


years, the policies become prohibitively 
expensive," the association says. 


Veterans from both World War I and 


World War II can convert the insurance 
to various other types of policies in- 
cluding endowment policies, ordinary life 
insurance, and modified life insurance. 


Tho best time to convert a policy is 


now, so that monthly premiums for the 
new insurance will be as low as possible, 
the ISBA says.

on converting their term policies should 
write to tho Veterans Administration 
Center, P.O. Box 1820, St. Paul, Minn.

Theodore Tung, an economist for the 
Continental Illinois National Bank to Chi- 
cago, comments that "consumer con- 
fidence has been deteriorating since the 
beginning of this year. Some people right 
now are trying to beat the price increase 
by buying ahead of schedule," he says. 
"They think prices will be going up, as to 
auto sales." 


THE ECONOMIST predicts that the 


sales of autos, major appliances and oth- 
er costly items will decline this fall. "I 
think the general trend for buying now Is 
with the anticipation of a slowing down 
later to the year," he says. Prospects for 
income growth are not as great. More 
people will restrain their demand for 
higher priced foods like beef." 


A recent study by the Continental Bank 


indicates a steady decline to consumer 
confidence. "Also, the consumer has 
been buying heavily to the past two 
years, and many consumers are now 
heavily burdened with debt," be adds. 


It's difficult to tell how much the cost 


of living may Increase to the coming 
months, says family consultant at the 
bank, Hope Smith. "But the fact that 
people are buying more now on sale In- 
dicates fear, an inflation psychology," 
she said. Further down the line, many 
family budgets will Include a cut to the 
amount of money that's shelled out for 
education and other costly items, she 
said. 
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Fate of North Shore will affect Harper, Oakton colleges

Second In a scries 


Who"ll get o »Hco of the pie when the 


North Shore Is placed In a Junior college 
district next year? 


Officials on the Illinois Junior College 


Board, charged with making the deci- 
sion, aren't saying. But the fate of the 
North Shore will affect the future of two 
local colleges, Harper College In Pala- 
tine and Oakton Community College In 
Morton Grove. 


Meanwhile, college officials ore watch- 


Ing and waiting. If the North Shore is 
annexed to Harper or Oakton, the make- 
up of the districts will bo changed and 
college officials will have to revise their 
plans for the future. 


THE ILLINOIS Junior College Board 


gets the authority to place the North 
Shore in o junior college district from a 
law that was passed by the Illinois legis- 
lature last year. The law Senate Bill 
1188, orders all areas of the state Into a 
junior college district by Aug. 1,1974. 


Residents of non-district areas still 


have the option of not becoming part of a 
junior college district, thanks to an 
amendatory veto to Senate Bill 1188 Is- 
sued by Gov. Richard Ogllvle before the 
law was finally passed. Ogllvic's amend- 
ment Included a provision for a "back- 
door referendum" through which resi- 
dents of a non-district area can vote 
themselves out of the district In which 
(hey have been placed by the state. 


Five high school districts on the North 


Shore, and one high school district In Ste- 
venson Township ore not part of a Junior 
college district, and will come under the 
provisions of Senate BUI 1188. They have 
the choice of annexing to a neighboring 
college district, banding together to form 
their own school or passing a referendum 
to stay out of a junior college district 
Indefinitely. 


If residents of tho North Shore, and 


other non-district areas, fall to act on 
their own, tho state, acting through tho 
Illinois Junior College Board, will force 
residents to Join a college district and 
pay taxes to support tho school. 


THE EFFECTS of possible annexation 


to cither Harper or Oakton can bo seen 
by comparing the wealth, population and 
size of tho colleges to the North Shore 
communities. 


Tho Oakton district has a population of 


about 260,000 In 60 square miles and an 
assessed valuation of about $1.5 billion. 


Harper'ii district has a population of 


about 370,000 In 165 square miles with an 
assessed valuation of $1.6 billion. 


If tho entire North Shore area annexes 


to cither college It will mean an addition- 
al population of about 320,000 In 106.5 
square miles with an assessed valuation 
of $1.7 billion. 


If tho entire North Shore goes to Har- 


per, tho district would bo increased in 
size by about 63 per cent, in population 
by 86 per cent and would hove a higher 
assessed valuation per person. 


IF THE NORTH Shore goes to Oakton, 


tho district would be increased in size by 
about 160 per cent, in population by 
about 122 per cent and would have a low- 
er assessed valuation per person. 


Roy Bruno, chairman of the Illinois Ju- 


nior College Board, said ho would rather 
not have tho Job of forcing Illinois tax- 
payers Into a junior college district. 


Bruno said ho was personally against 


the enactment of Senate Bill 1188. If 
people are forced Into a district, support 
for tho college Is weakened, he said. 
That lack of support can cause a number 
of problems for the college. 


For Instance, he said chances are slim 


of passing a referendum to increase 
taxes in a district where a group of tax- 
payers have been forced to join the dis- 
trict and pay taxes against their will. 


"If people really want the college, the 


college's chances of success are much 
greater," said Bnine. 


FOR SOME AREAS of Illinois, the 


back door referendum is a serious junior 
college option. In small high school dis- 
tricts, where the number of students at- 
tending junior colleges is small, it may 
be cheaper for the school to pay student 
tuition in neighboring Junior colleges un- 
der the chargeback system rather than 
pay taxes as a member of a junior col- 
lege district. 


One of the five North Shore school dis- 


tricts has chosen the back door referen- 
dum as their Junior college option. Until 
recently residents of the Lake Forest 
High school district participated in plan- 
ning meetings with the four other high 
school districts, Evanston, Glenbrook (In 
Northfleld Township), New Trier and 
Highland Park and contributed $500 for a 
feasibility study for a North Shore col- 
lege. Two weeks ago the Lake Forest 
Board of Education pulled out of the 
study when It learned that residents of 
their school district supported a back- 
door referendum. 


But communities such as Lake Forest 


probably won't be able to stay off the 
junior college map for long. A bill was 
Introduced In the General Assembly last 
session which would remove the back 
door provision from Senate Bill 1188. The 
bill was defeated last month, but Bruno 
said there is a good chance the bill will 
be reintroduced In the fall. 


IN ANY CASE, communities that pass 


the back door referendum will be penal- 
ized financially. High school districts 
which are not part of a Junior college 
levy a special tax to pay the tuition of 
students who attend other Junior colleges 
under the chargeback system. The right 
to levy tho tax expires next year and 
high schools will have to pay chargeback 
tuitions from their education budget. 


For poor high school districts with a 


largo Junior college population, charge- 
backs could put the school budget In the 
red, but for wealthy schools, including 
some on the North Shore, chargebacks 
will have little effect on their budgets. 


In tho Glenbrook High School district 


chargebacks amount to about $300,000 a 
year. The chargeback will take a "pretty 
good chunk" out of the school budget, 
said Forrest Sheely, superintendent, but 
the school is in "a favorable position In 
terms of economics," and can afford it. 


It's anyone's guess what the state will 


do with communities that have not an- 
nexed to a college or formed their own 
district by the end of the year. According 
to Fred Wellman, executive secretary of 
tho Illinois Junior College Board, the 
staff of the state board Is updating a 
map of Illinois junior colleges dally as 
communities form new districts and an- 
nex to existing colleges. In December the 
staff will fill in the blank spaces on the 
map, creating now districts and ordering 
annexations. 


TO PLACE communities in districts, 


the state board will use criteria set In a 
state task force report on the effects of 
Senate Bill 1188. 


The report outlines basic principles to 


be used in making tho final map of Illi- 
nois junior colleges. Tax breaks will not 
have precedence over "valid educational 
needs," says the report, tho "wishes of 
local citizens ought to be respected," and 
where appropriate, "existing districts in 
need of strengthening should be aided by 


the annexation of additional population 
and territory." 


The report does not say whether the 


strengthening of existing districts, such 
as Oakton College which needs land for a 
permanent campus, will take precedence 
over the wishes of local citizens. 


The report does state that new districts 


should have a population of not less than 
100,000, a potential student population of 
the equivalent of 1,000 full time students, 
and an assessed valuation of at least $400 
million. The report "speculates" that a 
new district could be formed on the 
North Shore because the area has a pop- 
ulation of at least 200,000 and "ample 
wealth to provide a fine college." 


CRITERIA FOR annexation outlined in 


the report also "rest heavily on the wish- 
es of the local population." Geographical 
accessibility to the college will receive 
"primary consideration" in annexation, 
and where the ability of an area "to pro- 
vide an adequate junior college is mar- 
ginal," annexation is favored. 


Whatever the state board does with 


non-district area, residents will have a 
chance to oppose the decision in public 
hearings held between April 1 and June 1 
next year. A second map of Illinois Ju- 
nior Colleges will be filed by the state 
board by June 30 and residents will have 
30 days to petition for a back door refer- 
endum. 


The final outcome of Senate Bill 1188, 


which determines the fate of the North 
Shore and the future of Harper and Oak- 
ton College, will be revealed when the 
final map Is completed on Aug. 1, 1974, 
and all annexations and new districts be- 
come law.

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The environment 
Noise curbs sound OK, but can they quiet O'Hare's roar?

DONT THROW AWAY your earmuffs 


yet — the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency's announcement this week of pro- 
posed noise pollution controls In the 
works sounds great. But Northwest sub- 
urban residents within earshot of the 
O'Harc International Airport goings-on 
will have to wait a llttlo longer for a 
tentative package of aircraft noise curbs 
to bo Issued by the EPA. 


The agency plans to present Its recom- 


mendations for the certification of max- 
imum allowable nolso levies for each air- 
port by late October to the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration. This would be fol- 
lowed by a FAA consideration of the pro- 
gram and a later enforcement date. 


The only definite noise standards out- 


lined by the EPA thus far would set stan- 
dards for tho Interstate trucking In- 
dustry. Some 100,000 trucks would be af- 
fected by the proposed standards. They 
on slated to go Into effect In October, 
1074. 
A 90-decibcl limit measured at SO 


feet would be set for trucks traveling fas- 
ter than 33 miles per hour. 


Cook County already has a regulation 


on tho books to curb noise emissions 
from new trucks. The county's Depart- 
ment of Environmental Control limits the 
nolso to 88 decibels within normal hear- 
ing range for trucks manufactured after 
Jan. 1 of this year.• * •

THE MAIN PROBLEM right now, Cos- 


grove said, is the one supplier who has 
said he expects to have fuel oil has said 
his oil will have a higher sulphur content 
that the district usually buys. As a re- 
sult, he said, environmental protection 
agencies may say the oil contributes too 
much to air pollution when burned 


"I think vvc arc going to be able to 


open school," Cosgrovc said. He also 
said the district may be able to make 
mechanical changes in Us heating plants 


to cut down on pollution caused by the 
high sulphur fuel oil. 


While waiting for a final commitment 


on the oil supply for next year, Cosgrove 
and other district officials have under- 
taken a study of all the district's energy 
needs at the direction of the school 
board. 


Right now, the study Is focusing on 


Hersey High School, where electrical 
bills have long been higher than those for 
other schools. So far, Cosgrove said, he 
has checked lighting at the school to see 
whether it could be dimmed. He is now 
planning to run tests to see how much 
electrify various parts of the building 
such as the kitchen and alr-condltlomng 
systems take. 


"I WANT TO know what the power re- 


quirements of the different systems are 
In case we have to make a choice of 
what to shut off to conserve power," he 
said. 


So far neither Dlst. 214 nor any other 


districts have received any warnings 
from Commonwealth Edison on elec- 
tricity or from Northern Illinois Gas Co. 
on natural gas. However, Cosgrove said 
this year he will study the various al- 
ternatives, from shutting down buildings 
at night to curtailing machine shop 
classes, that might save on gas and elec- 
tricity If the need arises 


On the state level, state school Supt. 


Michael Bakalis earlier this week an- 
nounced a program to help school dis- 
tricts cope with a fuel crisis this winter. 
The program includes making a survey 
of school energy needs statewide, meet- 
ing with fuel dealers to determine what 
supplies are available and compiling 
guidelines for conservation of fuel. 


In addition, Bakalis has asked federal 


officials to begin a mandatory fuel allo- 
cation program to replace the voluntary 
allocations now made by the Office of Oil 
and Gas.

Until recently I lived at the White House, 
where I worked as a bacterium that was 
causing President Nixon's viral pneu- 
monia. I am presently unemployed. 


I would like to state at the outset that I 


came here of my own free will and the 
fact that the committee had to go to a 
suburb of Timbuktu to find me does not 
prove I was reluctant to testify. Now I 
have a 4,733-page statement — elegantly 
bound in moroccan leather, incidentally 
— that I would like to read but it would 
take me four months, so I have agreed to 
skip that part and go right to the ques- 
tions. 


Sen. Inouye: Now, Mr. O'Plasma, 


please don't think I am being unduly 
harsh or implying any guilt on your 
part; we're just trying to ascertain the 
facts. But can you tell us just exactly 
what your role was in the Watergate 
break-in, the cover-up, the dirty tricks 
and the attack on Pearl Harbor? 


Mr. O'Plasma: At those particular 


points in time, of course, I was busy 
working on the pneumonia campaign, so 
I had no personal involvement what- 
soever in any of those activities, what- 
ever they may be. However, I did at one 


The dispute between the Hoff- 


man Estates Village Board and the 
village's public works employes is 
a classic example of the chaos 
caused by the lack of a law govern- 
ing collective bargaining for Illi- 
nois public employes. 


The village board on July 21 


fired 28 members of its public 
works department after the em- 
ployes called a one-day "sick-in" 
strike. The board has also with- 
drawn its recognition of the Local 
2041 of the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployes, the union which had been 
bargaining since May for the pub- 
lic works employes. 


This week the first nine men 


hired as replacements for the fired 
workers have started their jobs. 
The village board has said the 
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union members will not be rchircd. 
The fired employes arc continuing 
to picket but since they do not have 
a strike fund available their posi- 
tion will become more difficult as 
time goes on. 
' The whole problem, with the 
union and village at seemingly ir- 
reconcilable extremes, developed 
after the two sides had apparently 
reached an agreement. The con- 
tract was almost signed and sealed 
when the village board said it 
wanted to make some "non-sub- 
stantive" changes that the employ- 
es felt strongly enough about to 
call a one-day work stoppage. 


It seems that both sides acted 


hastily. The employes called their 
strike without trying to resolve 
their differences with the board; 
the board fired the employes also 
without trying to resolve differ- 
ences. 


We believe the two sides should 


now go back to square one — re- 
turning to the bargaining table. 
The village should abandon its po- 
sition that it will not rehire the 
union members and the two sides 
should get back to the business of 
bargaining. 


In addition, we hope this in- 


cident, as well as other similar in- 
cidents that occur too often in Illi- 
nois, will encourage the state legis- 
lature to finally enact a collective 
bargaining law for public employ- 
es. 


The law would spell out the rules 


that both sides in a dispute would 
be able to follow. It would provide 
that public employes would, like 
their fellow workers in private in- 
dustry, have the right to organize 
and bargain. Right now, the union 
members in Hoffman Estates, the 
teachers In our school districts and 
other public employes can only 
bargain if the village board, school 
board and other public body de- 
cides it is willing to talk to them. 


The law should also provide the 


right to strike for employes such as 
those In the public works depart- 
ment in Hoffman Estates. To grant 
the right to collective bargaining 
without the right to strike, would 
be to sanction the inherent inequity 
of power between employers and 
employed. 


In the case of policemen and fire- 


men, to be sure, the inequity of 
power would be too much on the 
side of the employed if the unlimit- 
ed right to strike was granted. The 
law would have to address itself to 
those whose jobs are directly 
linked to the preservation of life 
and safety in a different way. 


However, we believe the collec- 


tive bargaining law could have pre- 
vented the current unhappy situ- 
ation in Hoffman Estates. As it 
stands now, both sides, and most 
particularly the Hoffman Estates 
Village Board, arc going to have to 
try to resolve the problem in a fair 
way. We urge them to do that.

The office was en- 
gulfed in home owner complaints of 
shoddy construction nnd with rumors of 
bribery. 


2. Today the complaints come from the 


permit applicants trying to apply "back 
door" pressure. 


3. Although not a college-educated 


man, Henry Aplda has studied building 
administration work and combined with 


his practical experience, he has become 
as good at his job as any building official 
in the area. 


4. Any building official that is doing his 


job properly, will make some enemies. 
Builders wont permits before their plans 
are complete because clients who have 
Investments at high interest rates are 
pressuring them. The building depart- 
ment is an obstacle to them, but regu- 
lation has been established because of 
poor performance in the past. 


5. Towns with good building ordinance 


enforcement become the more desirable 
places to live or establish a business. 
Palatine has gained this reputation in re- 
cent years. It will not continue to im- 
prove if the building department be- 


comes servile to political pressure. 


Now what authority do I have to 


"sound off" on this subject? I am an in- 
dependent structural engineer with broad 
experience in building work. My services 
are used by most villages in tills area, 
including Palatine, so I am familiar with 
their operation. 


You may say that my endorsement ot 


Aplda is self-serving, but actually the op- 
posite Is true. If a change comes about, 
it is likely the new administration will 
dispense with my services. I would be 
wise to keep my mouth shut, but a ca- 
pable building official with integrity is 
not easy to find.

NEW YORK — Many Americans are 


paradoxical economic animals. 


They can be great providers and alert 


businessmen during life but (all to leave 
wills ... snarling, delaying and eroAig 
the estate for which they worked so hard 
as a shield for loved ones. They can be 
the souls of prudence, save consistently 
for years, then risk It all with a broker 
they've known for only two weeks or 
take a flyer on a stock because of a con- 
versation overheard on the 7:57 commu- 
ter train. 


The checking account Is another vul- 


nerable spot. Too few Americans know 
enough about, or think about, the check- 
ing account even though it is one of their 
most used economic tools. 


HAHUAIU Hcnnlngar, an assistant 


vice president with United California 
Bank (UCB) and operations officer at the 
UCB main Los Angeles office, 
has 


thought a lot about checkbooks. And for 
good reason. Banks In the Los Angeles 
area annually process more than $216 bil- 
lion worth of checks. Some of them are 
wrongly used, costing the user substan- 
tially In many cases. 


To help the careless or Inexperienced 


checkbook handler become more expert 
In this area, she offers some guidelines 
and conditions. 


• When you've opened a checking ac- 


count and have received the first im- 
printed checks, mako certain the account 
number Is correct. A printing error could 
delay the crediting of your deposits and 
cost you money. 


• Evaluate how many checks you nor- 


mally write a month. If It is 10 or fewer, 
you could save up to $2 per month in 
service charges by getting a special 
checking account which costs as little as 
15 cents a check at some banks. 


• Carry personal Identification papers 


separate from the check book so another 
person doesn't have "everything he 
needs" to use your checks in case of loss 
or theft. 


• Don't leavi'i excess funds in your 


checking account. Transfer them to a 
savings account so they'll earn Interest. 


• Don't time deposits and checks too 


closely. You could be assessed extra 
charges each time your deposit reaches 
the bank a few hours after a check has 
been received on that account. 


• Don't borrow another person's blank 


check or deposit slip or lend one of 
yours. That magnetic account number 
can't be erased not even by blacking it 
out, so the check or deposit could be 
posted to the account of the original own- 
er. 


• Don't write checks for "cash" before 


you get to the bank. If lost or stolen, 
such checks are the equivalent of cash 
and the bank cannot put a "stop pay- 
ment" order on them. 


• If you receive Social Security or 


dividend checks regularly, arrange to 
have them mailed directly to your bank 
for deposit. There's no charge and It's 
safer. 


• Never leave your personal check 


book in an office drawer or public place. 
If you note a check is missing from the 
numerical sequence, notify the bank Im- 
mediately.

his fifth summer working for Western 
Electric as a draftsman. Things have 
changed for Bill since he started back in 
1969. He is married now, with a young 
child, and his drafting job is only one of 
the jobs he is holding this summer. Bill 
has grown with the program, and is one 
of the young men Mel can look at with a 
feeling of accomplishment.

Steps to take when your 
garage needs patchwork 


During the warm weather your garage 


stands open, toys, lawnmowcrs, bikes 
parked In the open door. In the winter 
your auto stands In the closed garage, 
Ice on its underside melting and depos- 
iting a combination of \vatcr, dirt and 
even salt, 


A garage takes a great deal of punish- 


ment. If it's a free-standing frame ga- 
rage it is less able to take the wear and 
tear than your house. You can help it 
last for years, however, with regular In- 
spection and routine maintenance. 


Choose a warm, dry day to thoroughly 


Inspect your garage. Open the doors and 
windows to help it dry out and air out. 


START DY cleaning out the garage.

With the clutter and dirt out of the way, 
start checking from the floor up. 


Use a pocket knife or screw driver to 


probe the bottom boards all around. Re- 
place any siding that is warped or rotted. 
If rotting is a problem, look for signs of 
poor drainage. 


If puddles of water form, submerging 


the lower boards, try regradlng the land. 
You may be able to build it up with 
bricks or blocks. 


Adding a gutter and a downspout with 


a splosh board will carry much of the 
water away that now runs off the roof. 


AROUND the inside of the garage 


check the base plate. Look for water 
stains on the floor showing that water 
has been seeping In. Look for cracks be- 
tween siding boards. Calk around the 
base plate and everywhere on the siding 
where you can sec daylight coming 
through. 


Snow and rain, especially when wind- 


blown, will seep In under the door. You 
can prevent this by tacking a special 
rubber wcathcrstrlpping to the bottom of 
the door. It Is made especially for over- 
head doors If you have an old length of 
garden hose you arc about to throw 
away, silt It and nail It to the bottom of 
the door. 


If only the outside of the door Is paint- 


ed, treat the inside and the base with 
linseed oil. 


It's not a bad Idea to paint the inside of 


your garage. It will aid appearance and 
make the wood last longer. 


WITH THE floor swept and hosed 


down you can go to work on oil and 
grease stains. Fresh oil should be taken 
up with an absorbent powder — sawdust, 
fine sand, dry cement. 


Stains can be cleaned In a variety of 


ways. Easiest is the use of commercial 
solvents sold In auto parts departments. 
These arc dcgrcasing agents for cleaning 
drives, garage floors and even car en- 
gines. They arc applied, allowed to stand 
for a time and then washed off with clear 
water. 


Stains also can be cleaned with such 


household cleaners as trlsodlum phos- 
phate. Use a quarter pound to a gallon of 
hot water. 


An old remedy for stubborn stains Is a 


paste of lye and sawdust with a small 
amount of water. Apply, let dry and hose 
off This Is pretty caustic stuff so work 
carefully, wear rubber gloves and keep 
the youngsters away.

Club as being "a little hairy." 


Or you might call this north suburban 


course "a mind blower." 


Or you might just say that the site of 


next week's Ladies Professional Golf As- 
sociation (LPGA) tournament Is "a 
haven for the hair spray set as well as 
hat wearers everywhere." 


Located In ttaiUworth about six miles 


west of Lake Michigan and the Waukc- 
gan area, Mldlane has to be In the prin- 
ciple path of all winds entering the north 
part of the stale. 


"Wo do have winds hero eight days a 


week, really," said club head pro Don 
Hawkins, who will host the Child and 
Family Services Open (Aug. 0-12). 


Hawkins didn't need to tell mo about 


his breezy layout. A tour of the 7,073 
yards of young tree-lined (which doesn't 
dent the wind) fairways took Its toll. 


Not only was this tremendously tough 


(ranked fourth along with Cog Hill's fa- 
mous Dub's Dread course by the Chicago 
District Golf Association) course physi- 
cally and mentally fatiguing, It also 
turns you into something out of a horror 
movie. 


Seldom a hat wearer and sporting a 


longer hair it>le, the wind shaped my 
head Into a wild looking buih. No LPGA 
pro should be without protective head 
gear or aerosol spray can. Those two 
Item* are almost as Important as her 
driver and putter when she challenges 
this nine-year-old layout. 


Being an 18-handlcappcr (when you 


need a stroke each hole you're a pretty 
poor player), It was tough enough trying 
to score on this course, but the wind 
made It nearly impossible. It played like 
an 8,000-yardcr. 


"I think it was a little stronger Fri- 


day," said Hawkins, who has lived in 
Mount Prospect the past eight years. 
"The 
velocity average is about 10 


m.p.h." 


Friday's whippy wind seemed more 


like 30 m p h. with gusts up to 40. It's a 
little too windy when the ball moves on 
the green before you putt It or your club 
will stand up if placed directly /ito 
the teeth of the gale. 


When the lop players on the tour and a 


handful of hoi-shot amateurs converge on 
Mldlane next week, they'll have the 
benefit of playing from the front tees. 


That means they'll need to cover a min- 
imum ^,£,425 yards. The par rating for 
tlie women Is 70.5, but the wind "prob- 
ably could jump It up lo 78.5 or even 79, 
depending on the speed of It," said 
Hawking. 


Still, the women professionals will be 


playing on possibly the longest course 
they'll see all season. "They're usually 
0,350 to 6,400 yards," pointed out Hawk- 
Ins. 


But wind alone won't be the only chal- 


lenge awaiting these touring lovelies. 


"We do hove huge undulating greens," 


continued Hawkins of putting surfaces 
that average 8,500 square feet. "And an- 
other big thing hero are the traps. They 
arc huge."

Greenberg was spared Aaron9s slurs 


by HIA BERKOW 


NEW YORK - Even today, after 35 


years, taxi drivers and shopkeepers and 
guys on the street fan the legend. 


"It must happen a hundred times a 


day," said Hank Greenberg. "I hear, 
'Hank, If they hadn't stopped pitching to 
you because you're a Jew, you could 
have broken Ruth's record.' 


"And I tell them, 'Nonsense.' They 


pitched to me. I just didn't lilt enough 
homers. Anti-Semitism had nothing to do 
with It." 


Hank Greenberg. like Hank Aaron to- 


day, came close In 1938 to breaking a 
Babe Ruth home run record. Greenberg 
hit 58 homers that season, two short of 
the single-season record set by Ruth In 
1927. 
Aaron, of course, Is closing In on 


Ruth's career homer record of 714. 


Aaron has been openly disgusted by 


the racial hate mail he receives, some of 
which begins, "Dear Nigger." The 
writers of these letters arc incensed at 
Aaron's Iconoclasm, that he is stepping 
on the toes of a spiked-shoe deity In 
Ruth. 


Greenberg says he received very little 


hate mail or even catcalls from the 
stands during that 1938 season. 


Although It was a time of open anti- 


Semitism in the United States — many 
major firms refused to hire Jews, and 
much housing was also closed to them — 
there was a surprising degree of sympa- 
thetic feeling toward Jews here. 


Recall, In June of 1938, Joe Louis 


knocked out Max Schmcllng In one 
round. Schmellng was the darling of Hit- 
ler Germany. This was hailed as a victo- 
ry over the Nail "superman" theory. 
Americans also sympathized with the un- 
derdog, and the Nails' profane treatment 
at Jews did cause a reaction In the 
United States to Germany. 


And Greenberg himself was unlike the 


Hank

stereotype some had of Jews. Greenberg 
was a big, handsome, rugged, soft-spo- 
ken All-American-type slugger. 


Why then the legend that the pitchers 


wouldn't pitch to Greenberg at the end of 
'38? 


"It's all a figment of the imagination 


of a lot of Jewish people," says Green- 
berg. "People want to believe It. Jews 
are proud of Jews, and they would like 
for me to have broken the record. It's 
like a lot of legends. They don't die. 
Don't most of us still believe that George 
Washington chopped down the cherry 
tree? 


"The legend of Ruth grows, too. Time 


adds glitter to records. You hear old- 
timers talking now and they tell you how 
great they were. They never struck out 
and every swing was for a base hit." 


In 1938, Ruth had been retired for 


three years. His legend was growing then 
— the CO-homcr season was referred to In 
newspapers of the day as "The Golden 
Mark" — but he was not yet a confirmed 
hero for the ages, as he is today. 


"We accepted that someone was going 


to break the 60-homer record. Jimmy 
Foxx had almost broken it In 1936. He hit 
58, too," said Greenberg. "Just because 
someone was going to break Ruth's 


record, though, didn't detract from Ruth. 
We all knew that Babe Ruth was the 
greatest home run hitter." 


Newspapers of the day carried no ref- 


erences to Greenberg's Jcwishness In the 
last month of the 1938 season. The 
records do show that Greenberg's memo- 
ry Is good on whether he was pitched to 
going down the stretch. 


He hit 12 home runs In September, 


which Is a substantial number. And In 
his last 11 games, he batted 45 official 
times — which means he could not have 
been walked very much. He hit his last 
home run of the season with five games 
to go on the schedule. He got five hits in 
15 times at bat In those last fixe games. 
He played a double-header on the last 
day of the season: In the first game. Bob 
Feller, the opposing pitcher, set a 
strikeout record of 18 In one game. He 
got Greenberg twice. In the last game of 
the season Greenberg went 3-tor-3, all 
singles. 


"There were even some catchers near 


the end of the season who were calling 
the signs for me — they wanted to help 
me," said Greenberg. "Most ballplayers 
like to see records broken. They live in 
the present, not like some fans." 


Greenfcerg is a man who lives in the 


present, too. He Is now 62 years old and 
seemingly as fit as ever. He Is a wealthy 
man, having been successful in stock in- 
vestments. He plays tennis regularly. At 
6-3 and one-half, he is still powerful-look- 
ing. 


"I hate to talk about race In this con- 


text," said Greenberg. "Nothing should 
detract from Aaron's accomplishments. 
We all know that prejudice exists in the 
world. 


"But I think for every one guy who 


hates Aaron, there arc a hundred who 
hope he breaks the record."

The safety agency has ordered the U.S. 


auto Industry to Install air bags In 1978 
models to protect the occupants during 
collisions. But there arc Indications the 
deadline may be extended. 


It so, the ngcncy possibly could 


achieve the same results by setting up 
federal minimum polishing standards for 
cars. 


GETTING AND keeping unshlny ve- 


hlcklcs off the road should substantially 
reduce the traffic death toll. 


The British survey appears to corrobo- 


rate the school of psychologists who hold 
that many motorists arc In love with 
their cars and that polishing is a form of 
caress. 


A motorist who has spent 20 or 30 mln- 


utu affectionately stroking his beloved 
sedan obviously Is going to be pretty 
cautious when he gets behind the wheel, 
lest he run Into something smudgy. 


Presumably, this also Is true of shoe 


polishers. Show me a chap with well- 
shined shoes and I'll show you a guy 
who's head over heels in love with his 
brogans. 


And also a fellow who's going to be 


pretty careful about what he kicks. 


Contrariwise, it may be assumed that 


a non-polisher's relationship with his au- 
tomobile is strictly platonic.

would force motorists who don't person- 
ally caress their cars to take the vehicles 
to a neighborhood massage parlor. 


But since the gleam output of a metal 


surface Is difficult to measure, the stan- 
dards would necessarily be somewhat 
Imprecise. Should a car be as bright as a 
new penny? As shiny as a blue serge 
suit? 


Offhand, I would say that when a traf- 


fic cop stops a car, he should whip out a 
razor and sec If he can use the fender for 
a shaving mirror. One nick and the driv- 
er gets a ticket.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Cybill Shepherd 


has it all. A surplus of beauty, youth, top 
success as a model, commercial tele- 
vision'fame, and now a film career. All 
at the age of 23. All, except that band of 
gold, and she's not sure she wants mar- 
riage. 


Whatever the future, the Memphis-born 
' blonde with the sea blue eyes is not sit- 
ting back and relaxing with her Cinde- 
rella-like success. 


She's working on her third movie with

She's 
studying dancing and voice, has a record 
album coming out, and Is an avid reader 
of the classics. 


And as she gets the time, she will re- 


sume her education with the ultimate 
ambition of a doctorate in English liter- 
ature. 


For Cybill Shepherd Is that rare com- 


bination — beauty and brains. 


I first met her when she was still a 


teenager and we were among five judges 
of the Miss Teenage America contest in 
Fort Worth, Tex. 


At the time, she already was a suc- 


cessful model and magazine cover girl 
and bad just completed her one year as 
Model of the Year, a notional com- 
petition that assured her at least $25,000. 
She was 18 when she took the title. 


SHE WAS LIVING at the time in New 


York and commuting to a suburb to at- 
tend the College of New Rochelle, where 
she was majoring in literature. 


"Now," she told me the other day, 


"I've finished nearly three years of col- 
lege. I also took courses at New York 
University, Hunter College and when I 
moved to California I enrolled at USC 
University of Southern California. I'm 
determined to get a degree one day." 


We talked at the suite in the Pierre 


Hotel the day she and Bogdanovich were 
sailing on the Queen Elizabeth II for four 
months in Switzerland and Italy. Tills 
summer they will film the Henry Jamus 
classic, "Daisy Miller," the story of an 
American flirt whose behavior was mis- 
understood in Rome. Miss Shepherd will 
play Daisy. 


Bogdanovich came into Miss Shep- 


herd's life when he spotted her picture 
on the cover of Glamour Magazine and 
decided she was the girl who wanted to 
play the bitchy coed in "The Last Pic- 
ture Show." 


"I think he noticed me," she said, "be- 


cause I was wearing a T-shirt with 'I 
love you' printed all over it." 


Since, he's also directed her in the 


"Heartbreak Kid." Both movies won 
general acclaim for star and director. 


"We've been together since around 


Thanksgiving, 1970," said Miss Shepherd. 


Home for the couple now Is Bel Air, 


Calif., In what once was the Kay Spre- 
ckels (Mrs. Clark Gable) mansion. 


"We don't party much," said Miss 


Shepherd. "Peter's very busy, we are 
both busy. We run old films . . . have 
friends in. 


"I'm studying dancing — jazz, ballet, 


tap. Wonderful for posture and keeping 
weight down. 


"I started voice lessons to improve my 


speaking voice ... and four myself in- 
volved with classic opera. I'd done some 
singing before. It was my talent offering 
when I was in the Miss Teenage pag- 
eant" She lost that one.

actor when he says he refuses roles that 
could make him a millionaire because he 
chooses to work in movies with Integrity 
and characterizations that are mean- 
ingful?

"The Wild Bunch,' and I walked out on 
$100,000 for 'Bridge at Remagen.' And I 
wouldn't do 'Crazy Joe' for $125,000. Add 
that all up and you got a pretty good 


nest egg. 


"But the pictures weren't good. I didn t 


like what I'd have to do to myself as an 
actor to earn that kind of money. 


"The 
time will never come when I 


need money bad enough to take poor 
roles..." 


Blake believes in his new movie, 


"Electra Glide in Blue," and what it has 
to say. The movie was shown at the Can- 
nes Film Festival. 


He was paid the less-than-electric sum 


of $25,000. 


"BUT IT WAS worth it," said the actor 


who refused five times that amount for 
other pictures.

STORMV1LLE, N.Y. - The root of 


Mark Fein's erratic fortunes, good and 
bad. has always been the family wealth. 


Son of a multimillionaire container 


manufacturer, he grew spoiled on Park 
Avenue, quit college to become one of his 
father's vice presidents, then squandered 
much of his executive promise on gam- 
bling, bad women and, so a jury said, 
homicide. 


Nine years ago Fein was convicted of 


the second degree murder of his book- 
maker. The motive seemed to be unpaid 
horse racing debts. Fein contended he 
was homo with his wife at the time of the 
killing, but a prostitute of his acquaint- 


ance contradicted him. The girl "one of 
several I knew," testified that Fein had 
confessed the murder to her, showed her 
the body and enlisted her aid In dumping 
It Into the Harlem River. The judge sen- 
tenced Fein to 30 years to life Imprison- 
ment. 


Although the once sensational case now 


lies mouldering In the records, prisoner 
Fein continues to maintain his Innocence. 
And the family money Is again being 
used to try to redeem the man's life. 
Anguished and despairing over Fein's 
continued Incarceration, the family has 
hired, a public relations firm "to bring 
our story to the public" — i.e., to get 
Mark Fein out of jail.

Stevens, no 
legal expert, says flatly that Fein did not 


...while neighbors take 
pains to avoid them

NEW YORK - Lost July 19 was her 


son's birthday. So Elena Fein packed a 
huge cake, several quick-frozen shell 
steaks she had cooked the night before 
and a variety of salads. Her husband, 
Irving, put them Into his car and drove 
them to Grccnhavcn prison, where their 
son, Mark, Is serving 30 ycars-to-llfc for 
murder. 


Fein has continued to Insist he Is In- 


nocent, ever since ho was sentenced 
nearly 10 years ago. Ills family believes 
he Is telling the truth. 


"One day ho had been water skiing 


and came home for breakfast," his step- 
mother said. "I was making silver dollar 
pancakes, a favorllo of his. He said, 
'Take a look at your cat and you won't 
want to cat anymore than I do.' 


"The cat had been In n fight and was 


bleeding badly. It made Mark sick," she 
said. "I'll never bcllovo that he could 
shoot a man," 


HER DAUGHTER, Carolyn Daley, who 


grew up with her stepbrother — the 
Feins have been married 25 years — 
laughed ruefully and added: "And with 
two guns! It's absurd." 


Fein was convicted of killing a bookie 


to whom ho owed $7,000 on a World 
Series bet — a comparatively small sum 
since he is a millionaire himself. 


What is It like to be the parents of a 


convicted murderer? 


"Mark went to prison nearly 10 years 


ago," Mrs. Fein sold, "and we haven't 
had a guest at our dinner table since. 
When I meet old friends on the street 
they look embarrassed and tell me they 
would have called but didn't know what 
to say." 


Just before the trial, Mrs. Fein recalls, 


"We had a very close friend In Florida 
who gave us the key to her house when 
wo sold our own." But when Fein was 
convicted, Mrs. Fein discovered that 
"suddenly she wasn't a friend anymore 
ami wo weren't welcome." 


Mrs. Fein, a Catholic, says that with- 


out her faith and her sense of humor, she 
would have given up by now. As tho 
years pass, she watches her husband get- 
ting thinner and thinner. 


CAROLYN, WHO has gone on tele- 


vision and radio with her stepfather to 
promote public interest in what she feels 
Is n miscarriage of justice, has suffered 
considerably through her own children. 


"I've lived In-my building for four 


years," she said, "and one of my neigh- 
bors saw Dad and me on television and 
now she won't let her little girl play with 
my daughter." 


"During the trial," Carolyn said, "my 


husband and I would go to the club at 
Sands Point, L.I., where we lived. There 
would be laughing, talking and drinking. 
And when we walked in, it all stopped." 


"My children knew they had on Uncle 


Mark," Carolyn continued, "but when I 
had to go on television about this, I felt 
they should be told the whole story. After 
we told them, my son said, 'Mom, I want 
to write to Uncle Mark. I'll give him the 
baseball scores.' I wanted to cry with 
pride," she added. 


Whether Fein Is innocent or guilty, the 


truth Is that his family has been badly 
hurt. It Is an unusually close family. 
Even Fein's natural mother visits him in 
prison along with his stepmother. 


The solo exception is Fein's former 


wife, who divorced him after his trial. 
She has changed his children's names 
and refuses to let their grandparents see 
them at all. 


Msgr. Gustav J. Schulthciss, once an 


adviser to the lato Cardinal Spcllman, 
has taken a great interest in Mark's 
case. "The family has great courage but 
has suffered severely from the desertion 
of their friends since Mark's conviction," 
he said. 


According to Msgr. Shulthclss, Fein's 


father was a self-made man who 
was taught by his own father to make 
the containers that have made him rich. 
But he is 71 now and If Fein has to serve 
tho full 30 years he will bo 91 when his 
son Is released. 


He showed mo color photos of himself 


and his son taken at tho prison. He 
showed them sadly and proudly. 


"He looks so gaunt," ho sold quietly. 


And all the while he talked, ho looked the 
pictures over and over again. 


"Why me?" ho asked.

get a fair trial, was the victim of "re- 
verse discrimination" (because of his 
wealth), and was legally Ill-advised. He is 
collaring newsmen and mailing out press 
releases because he's "convinced," he 
says, "a miscarriage of justice has taken 
place." 


For all the commercial aspects of It, 


however, Stevens is succeeding in bring- 
ing some attention to a cose which does 
require a re-examlnatlon. The Ironic truth 
of it may well be that despite all his 
money (or because of it), Fein may have 
been penalized to a greater degree than 
a poorer, less notorious man In his shoes. 


For his part, sitting here In Green- 


haven Prison, Fein, now 41, insists he 
was convicted because of sensational 
publicity. In 1964 there were seven news- 
papers competing for readership in New 
York and till of them front-paged Fein as 
"a wealthy playboy." Fein says he re- 
fused to allow Interviews. "I made the 
reporters mad, I guess." He says one 
well-known columnist offered to write a 
"nice" piece for $5,000, "and when I re- 
fused he really raked me over the 
coals." One "playboy" story, says Fein, 
was found In the pocket of a juror. 


Further, says Fein, his own and his 


family's naivete at the time was abys- 
mal. "We all knew I wasn't guilty so we 
didn't fight like we should have. My law- 
yer said the worst I could get was trans- 
portation of a body and so I relaxed. 
When I was out on ball I flow around the 
country for tho business. I wasn't even 
very worried." 


FEIN SAYS he did not take the stand 


in his own behalf and that his lawyer's 
case was argued in two days (vs. 14 for 
the prosecution). Fein says his lawyer 
was 111 and sub-par during trial and died 
soon after. 


These, Fein asserts, are the reasons 


for his convictions. 


"But I didn't do it; no, I didn't do It." 


He has maintained his blamelessness un-

THE FEIN FAMILY.hasn't had a din- 
nor guest in 10 years. "I'll never be- 
lieve that he could shoot a man," 


waveringly. His wife divorced him fol- 
lowing the trial. He has never been 
allowed to write, much less see, his three 
children. Recently, to add to his burden, 
the courts ordered him to pay $45,000 to 
the widow of the victim. Still, he will 
not accept guilt. "How can I? I didn't 
doit!" 


At times, he says, he still can't believe 


his fate. "Even after I was convicted I 
never thought I'd be here for over nine 
years. But here I am. My number Is 
12609.'The numbers here now go up to 
19250 and here I am. I see people come 
and go In a year or two, people who've 
been In trouble all their lives — they 
come and go, but here I am." 


Indeed, Fein's continued presence in 


jail Is the most disturbing element of a 
re-examlnatlon of his case. His original 
sentence, 30 years to life, is extremely 
harsh by today's penal standards. Today, 
in some states, second-degree murder 
convictions (without Intent) often result 
In no more than 1 to 5 years. Even In 
New York, a "harsh" state for man- 
slaughter, "Murder 2" Is punishable by a 
maximum of 25 years with parole 'eligi- 
bility In 8 and one-half. Under any mod-

ern formula Mark Fein has paid his debt 
and could legally, justifiably, be set free 
at once. 


BUT THE PROSPECTS of Fein's im- 


mediate freedom are remote. His origi- 
nal sentence has been modified some- 
what (he's now eligible for parole after 
15 years), but the life maximum still 
hangs heavy. Fein says his family has 
uncovered new evidence, new witnesses, 
new proof of the "errors" in his trial. 
(The judge has since been labeled, In a 
New York magazine, as one of the 10 
worst in the state). But such tactics have 
been tried before, with such lawyers as 
Louis Nizer appealing, to no avail. Says 
an observer: "There's just no sympathy 
for the rich." 


So the family has turned to public rela- 


tions. Years ago Fein's father offered a 
$25,000 reward for anyone finding the 
"true murderer." Since then he has 
spent many times that amount on attor- 
neys and Investigators. Now, in desper- 
ation, Mark Fein's fortune is being used 
to finance the propagation of his version 
of the truth.

The search for mental health 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What help Is there 


for {oiks in their 60s who occasionally 
have mental blocks or confusion? Is It 
related to arteriosclerosis? What could n 
person do to avoid senile situations? 
Spme of our parents have this condition 
and wo would like to avoid it. 


Dear Reader — Wouldn't we all like to 


ovoid It and tho other manifestations of 
aging. A certain number of these prob- 
lems are caused by the fatty deposits In 
tho arteries to the brain, the exact same 
disease that's responsible for heart at- 
tacks Sometimes this results In blocking 
small arteries In the brain that produce 
what some have called little strokes. 
This in turn results In personality 
changes and loss of memory and mental 
confusion. 


There are probably a number of other 


things which occur too In older people 
related to fundamental changes in the 
chemistry of their body. I believe It Is 
Important to think about these problems 
before you develop them, and you can do 
some things to help prevent the likeli- 
hood of having these problems. High on 
tho list, of course, Is preventing athe- 
rosclerosis, as you have suggested from 
your letter. 


This means, even If you're not afraid 


of having a heart attack, that you'd bo 
well advised to follow a diet that helps to 
prevent atherosclerosis, specifically a 
diet sufficiently limited In calorics to 
prevent obesity, limited in fats, particu- 
larly the saturated fats, and limited In 
cholesterol content. Also, a regular phys- 
ical exercise program helps, as docs the 
avoidance of unhealthy habits such as 
cigarette smoking. 


To these factors I would add the often 


neglected field of psycho-social and men- 
tal functions. By this I mean structuring 
one's life for continued Involvement with 
other people, thereby avoiding the 
frequent retirement type response associ- 
ated with the mental and personality de- 
cline of the Individual Involved. There is 
some truth to the old idea that If you 
don't use It, you lose it. 


I SUSPECT that memory exercises are 


just as Important to the brain as are 
muscle exercises to the body. There has 
been precious little work done on this — 
such things as training one's memory, 
and then regularly exercising the memo- 
ry-There are lots of memory training 
books available. They aren't necessarily 
outstanding, but they do provide some- 
thing which offers some value to people 
who are Interested In trying to train their 
memory and keep their brain functioning 
at Its optimal level. 


Anyone actively using the brain and 


solving problems or dealing with mental 
exercises as a part of a way of life are at 
least doing this to some extent. This may 
explain why people remain mentally 
alert as long as they are active and liter- 
ally don't stop mental activity when they 
retire. There are some medicines that 
hove been found to be useful in Improv- 
ing one's mental functions in older age. 


Some of these are related to helping 


correct the chemical changes that occur 
in some people that affect brain function 
and, in this conjunction, are related to 
medicines that arc sometimes used to 
combat depressions.

Study seeks to learn why 
heart disease kills Finns 


HELSINKI (UPI) - In eastern Fin- 


land near the Russian border, the men 
work long hours felling trees and plowing 
their fields. They also die of heart dis- 
ease more than any other people in the 
world. 


In Helsinki, a city of 500,000, more than 


1,200 persons a year die of heart disease 
and there arc few families without a his- 
tory of coronary defects. 


Tho World Health Organization 


(WHO), the Finnish Heart Association 
and other groups, alarmed at Finland's 
prominence at tho top of the heart dis- 
ease table, arc trying to do something 
about It. 


The health experts arc zeroing In on 


the county of North Karelia, 250 miles 
northeast of Helsinki, where more people 
proportionately die of heart disease than 
anywhere in the world, according to 
WHO. 
Dr. Pcnttl Siltancn, head of the re- 
search department of the Finnish Heart 
Association, and Dr. Marttl Karvoncn, 
head of the Institute of Occupational 
Health, have Investigated the North Ka- 
rellnn problem, and the tendency of 
Finns In general to develop heart dis- 
ease. 


"WE STILL DON'T have the answer to 


uhy there is so much heart disease," Sil- 
tancn said, "but we have some very good 
ideas " 


Studies over several years showed 


North Karcllans have extremely hl(h 
cholesterol. "Logging Is very hard work 


and the men have to cat much more than 
the usual Intake," Siltancn said. 


Ho estimated ff forest worker each day 


ate about 4,000 calorics compared with a 
normal European intake of about 2,500 
calories. 


Siltancn explained that most North- 


Karelians do not have much money to 
spend on food they cannot produce them- 
selves. In winter, vegetables are nearly 
nonexistent. That means the diet Is most- 
ly meat and dairy products. 


Karvoncn said tho government, while 


concerned about the heart disease rote, 
protects the dairy Industry and Imposes 
largo duties on imported margarine. He 
said that makes it even more difficult to 
lower milk fat Intake. 


Studies also show that North Karcllans 


have high blood pressure and a large 
majority of them smoke. 


"PHYSICAL exercise may not be a de- 


terrent to a bad heart," Slltanen said. Ho 
cited a study by Dr. Anthony P. Poled- 
nak of Harvard University, whose survey 
of 681 former Harvard athletes showed 
those who participated the most in sports 
died significantly earlier from natural 
causes than those who were not active 
sportsmen. 


Finland has been a leader in heart dis- 


ease fatalities for many years, Siltancn 
said. Studies indicate that people In east- 
crn Finland, including tho North Karelia 
area, arc far more likely to have heart 
disease than persons in other areas of 
the country.

Japanese culture creates neurosis 


(This column Is presented by Forest 


Hospital in Des Plaines, known for its 
Intensive programs In psychiatric treat- 
ment, research, education and commu- 
nity service.) 


The Japanese culture has created a 


neurosis which is almost entirely limited 
to that culture. 


Taljln Kyofu, as it Is called, Is the fear 


of meeting with people. The person af- 
flicted with Taijln Kyofu Is so worried 
about making a good Impression on other 
people — people he meets on the streets 
or In a store — that he cannot even bring 
himself to leave the house. He builds a 
wall of anxiety around himself which, in 
time, shuts him off from his fellow hu- 
mans completely because he Is afraid to 
look at them. 


According to Dr. Mosafuml Nakakukl, 


assistant professor of psychiatry at the 
University of Colorado Medical Center, 
"A precipitating factor in the onset of 
Taljln Kyofu is the experience of failure 
in front of people. It also seems that the 
development of Taljln Kyofu has some- 
thing to do with the patient's back- 
ground. This kind of patient was brought 
up in a kind of overprotected family en- 
vironment." The mothers especially are 
very ovcrprotectlve and overindulgent In 
their maternal care. 


"In traditional Japan," Dr. Nakakuki 


continued, "tho mothers bathe their chil- 
dren and they sleep with them until they 
are five or six years old. There is 
frequent, intensive physical contact In 
the maternal care in Japan which facil- 
itates an intensive cross-relationship be- 
tween mother and child. When the child 
Is then exposed to more harsh reality in 
society, he has a hard time adjusting to 
the outside situations. 


"IN JAPANESE society, people are 


very concerned with othrs' expectations 
and feelings about themselves," says Dr. 
Nakakuki. "The difference between this 
Japanese cultural trait and the Western 
culture is a difference in degree. In the 
Western culture there is much emphasis 
put on individuality regardless of what 
other people think, but in Japanese 
society other people's expectations are 
really important — Individual ideas and 
wishes are quite restricted." 


The Japanese treat Taljln Kyofu with 


Morlta Therapy, a psychotherapy based 
on the Zen Buddhist religion. The patient 
Is first hospitalized for one week and Is 
Instructed to pray In an isolated room. 
He thinks about his problem and is 
allowed no reading, writing or talking. In 
the second stage of Morlta Therapy tho 
patient becomes involved In light labor 
work, but is still not allowed to speak. He 
Is, however, allowed to keep a diary in 
which the therapist may make com- 
ments. This second stage also lasts about 
one week. 


The third stage includes more work 


and the aptient Is allowed to begin talk- 
Ing and participate In some group dis- 
cussion. "The principal behind this treat- 
ment," Dr. Nakakuki explained, "Is that 
they arc supposed to develop some par- 
ticular attitude called wagamama. This 


means the patient Is expected to accept

Stamp Notes...by Bernadine M. Rechner 
Philatelic Foundation tells of foreign-issue forgeries 


• 
Several readers have Inquired .over the 


past year as to the purpose of the Incuse 
principle of the Indianhcad gold half and 
. quarter eagle coins. The construction of 
the piece is definitely contrary to all 
known coinage practices and one that Is 
most likely to cause a bit of confusion to 
numismatic beginners. 


The Indianhcad quarter and half eagle 


gold coins are the most controversial 
' coins ever struck by the United States 


Mint, If not the most unusual. The incuse 
or Intaglio Impression Is equivalent to 
pushing the design down Into the coin un- 
til the highest point In the design Is just 
below the overall surface. 


° It was originally thought that sinking 
the design In this manner would protect 
the high points from early wear so com- 
mon to gold coins. But this did not take 
Into consideration wear to the general 
surface. 


The Incuse type was adopted In 1908 


during the administration of Theodore 
Roosevelt, who strongly urged the omis- 
sion of the motto in God We Trust be- 
cause he did not favor reference to the 
Deity on our currency. 


THERE WERE numerous objections to 


an Incuse coin as a possible germ carrier 
but the chief complaint arose from Its 
Inability to be stacked. 


The Mint recently Issued a statement 


In answer to a number of Inquiries con- 
cerning the authorization, production, de- 
struction and possible recovery of 90 per 
cent silver Peace Dollars dated 1964. 


Congress appropriated $600,000 in 19SS 


to manufacture 45 million dollars. The 
Treasury recommended that the Mint be 
authorized to begin production imme- 
diately. The White House on May 15, 
1965, ordered production begun. 


Trial strikes were made at the Denver 


Mint as a prelude to resuming production 
of the Peace dollar for the first time 
since 1935. This design was utilized be- 
cause it was ready to go with the ex- 
ception of changing the date from 1935 to 
1964, as required by the existing pre-date 
law for all coins minted In 1965. These 
pieces contained 90 per cent silver. 


BECAUSE OF THE silver shortage 


some Congressmen strongly urged sus- 
pension of all coinage production contain- 
ing silver, and the Treasury complied. 


All of the trial struck pieces dated 1964 


were ordered destroyed under the super- 
vision and accounting procedures re- 
q u l r c d by Mint regulations. None 
reached the final stage of being counted, 
bagged and Issued by the Mint's cashier. 


Should anyone have such trial Mint- 


struck specimens In his possession, they 
ore the property of the United States and 
therefore Illegal to be held as a numis- 
matic collector's Item. Under federal law 
such property Is subject to recovery 
since they were never officially Issued as 
a legal coin. Collectors arc strongly ad- 
vised to avoid any purchases containing 
a so-called 1964 90 per cent silver Peace 
Dollar.

Leaflets detailing forgeries of four ear- 


ly foreign stamp Issues have been pub- 
lished by the Philatelic Foundation. 
These are the first in a new series put 
out by the foundation's service depart- 
ment. 


. The leaflets, each 8V4 by 11 Inches, Il- 
lustrate the 1856 S. Helena 6d, the 1856 
Saxony Sng, orange brown; the 1859 Ro- 
mngna \k B. and the 1861 Oldenburg 
!'igr, orange buff. 


The stamps are relatively high values 


and would be found In the collection of a 
specialist. Ensuing leaflets more than 
likely will deal with similar issues since 
many early stamps were prone to count- 
erfeiting. 


The foundation has distributed these 


leaflets to Its members but has a few left 
and will sell these to interested collectors 
for $1 a set. Order them from "The 
Philatelic Foundation, 99 Park Ave., 
New York, New York 10016." 


DURING THE LULL in new stamp re- 


leases, let's take an inch or two to talk 
about first day covers. Covers are enve- 
lopes — when they are canceled with the 
special "First Day of Issue" cancellation 
and stamped with a new stamp on the 
first day it is available for sale it be- 
comes a first day cover (FDC). Any 
standard size envelope will suffice but 
the cacheted envelopes are very popular. 
They are the ones engraved with an ap- 
propriate design on the left hand side. 


Many stamp dealers sell these cachets. 


To order a first day cancellation, place 


your name and address on the cover. 
Some collectors do it lightly in pencil so 
it can be erased later and others use peal- 
able labels which can be taken off. The 
labels however may not come off a 
cheap envelope so you should experiment 
with them before you submit your cover. 


Put a piece of cardboard (or a couple 


of recipe cards) inside the envelope so it 
won't get wrinkled in the mail on its re- 
turn. Tuck in the flap and then place it, 
and enough money to pay for the stamp 
you want affixed to the cover, In another 
envelope and mall to the proper address. 
In the United States the address varies 
depending on which city is to release the 
new stamp. In many foreign countries, 


new stamps are released only at the 
main post office. 


When your cover arrives at the first- 


day address, the postal service will 
stamp it with the new stamp, cancel it 
with the first day cancellation and moil 
it back to you.

Medicare Supplementary Flan for senior 
citizens stating that Medicare benefits 
have been reduced periodically since 
1966. is this trne? 


A. The coverage of Medicare has in 


fact been extended rather than reduced. 
The hospital Insurance still pays for all 
covered services for the first 60 days in a 
benefit period after the Gist $72. 


For longer periods of hospitalizations, 


all but $18 a day win be paid for through 
the 90th day. After 90 days, all but $36 
would be paid for each lifUme reserve 
day available. 


Medicare coverage has been extended 


to disabled persons who have been re- 
ceiving Social Security disability pay- 
ments for at least two years. Those re- 
quiring continual hemodialysis treatment 
or a kidney transplant may also be cov- 
ered by Medicare. 


Since 1966, there has been an increase 


of $32 in the deductible paid at the time 
of hospital admission. The coinsurance 
amount paid after 60 days of hospltal- 
ization has been raised $8. The Increase 
has been $16 where lifetime reserve days 
are used. The coinsurance amount paid 


for the 21st to 100th day has increased.*!. 
These increases are apparently the "re- 
duced" Medicare benefits alluded to in 
the literature received by you. 


Q. Does the Social Security Adminis- 


tration have any connection with policies 
offered to supplement Medicare? 


A. No. Several kinds of policies are-is- 


sued by private insurance companies to 
supplement Medicare protection. If you 
are interested hi additional coverage, 
contact your insurance agent. Report 
any Individual soliciting Insurance who 
may lead you to believe that he is an 
employe of Medicare or of the Social 
Security Administration.

There's gold in them hills

NEW PASS MINE. Ncv. - Lis- 


ten. Hear It? When the air Is quiet 
one can almost feel the days of 
used-to-be. 


It was late In the 1800's. Gold 


R u s h . Tinhorns and hurdy - 
Bundles. And this mine, on the 
slopes of the Dcsatoya Mountains, 
sizzling In the sun, was thriving. 
One thousand men scratched the 
earth for ore; dozens of sleep 
shacks leaned against the wind 
amid tltc scrub and scorpions; bar- 
keeps and whores sat at their 
windows waiting for eventide. 
There was a post office, 8 general 
store, a sawbones — and of course 
gold. 


Gold, Gold, gold, gold 
Bright and yellow, hard and cold. 
Gold, gold, gold, gold 
Good and evil, meek and bold. 
Today mucli of the frontier fla- 


vor of New Pass Is long gone. The 
population has been reduced to one 
small family — Donald Jung, his 
wife, two children and three dogs 
— most of the shacks have given 
up to the elements, the booze, the 
babes and the other amenities are 
merely anecdotes of another time. 


But tlio gold? Ah, the gold, It's 


still hero as before. 


AND HOW, SAYS Donald Jung. 


As present owner of the New Pass 
mine he believes millions of dollars 
In gold Is still locked In the rocks 
of these hills. He believes a couple 


of men, working steady, can haul 
out $800-$ 1,000 worth of ore a day. 
To prove It for visitors, he picks up 
a random handful of milled dirt, 
puts It In a pan of water, shakes 
the mixture Into separation — and: 
"Sec, there it is, pure gold!" 


Doubtless, New Pass is well en- 


dowed. The chief reason the ccn- 
try-old mine was abandoned In 
the past Is that the world price of 
the metal did not allow profitable 
extraction. For decades the world 
price of gold was officially $35 a 
troy ounce. Increases in recent 
years, to the current $45.22, have 
boon minimal. Even the unofficial 
open market price has, in the past, 
most- of the time, been dis- 
couraging to miners. But now, says 
Don Jung, "the dam has busted," 
The market price of gold has been 
over $100 for two months, has 
bloated to $125 on occasion, and 
some say $150 may be reached 
eventually. 


The price rise, to be sure, is the 


motivation behind Jung's mining 
operation. No romantic he, no 
dreamer cither, he was until 
recently a comfortable member of 
the routine middle class. A mining 
engineer, working for a Nevada 
mercury mining corporation, he 
had no Intention of grabbing a pick 
and shovel of his own. Prsopecting, 
he says, was too risky. 


But lie did have a feeling about

Grubstake-U.S. style

MENLO PARK. Calif. (UPI) - 


Looking for a grubstake to pros- 
pect for gold? The federal govern- 
ment will loan you 75 per cent of 
your exploration cost — and you 
don't have to pay it back unless 
you find gold. 


"Grubstake really Isn't exact, be- 


cause the miner has to put up 25 
per cent of the money needed for 
the operation," said geologist Har- 
old K. Stager, who reviews Califor- 
nia loan applications for the U.S. 
Geological Survey office In Mcnlo 
Park. 


Stager said that In last June 


alone he received 100 letters In- 
quiring about the program, which 
was started in the 1050s to spur the 
hunt for such strategic elements as 
uranium. 


"This fiscal year we had $250,000 


to loan and that's been fully com- 
mitted," ho said. But he sold that 
the appropriation (or next year has 
been cut to $150,000. 


IT TAKES MORE than just a de- 


sire to look for gold to qualify, 
though. Stager says successful ap- 
plicant* have already picked out a 
ilte for exploration. 


P e r s o n s receiving the loans 


agree to pay the government 5 per 
cent of any money they make for 
10 years or until the loan Is repaid, 
whichever comes first. There is 
also on Interest charge of 9 per 
cent on the loam, but If the miner 
does not find gold, he does not 
have to pay that, cither. 


A total of $4.4 million has been 


loaned under the program nation- 
wide for all classifications of min- 
erals on Its list, resulting In pro- 
duction of $8 million In minerals. 
T h c g o v e r n m e n t was repaid 
$-too,000. The batting average for 
discovery Is one strike out of four 
loans, 


"However, for each dollar the 


government puts in, the value of 
reserve minerals found Is esti- 
mated at $30," said Stager, who 
also reviews loans for Nevada, 
Alaska and Hawaii. 


AND FINDING these reserves, 


he said, Is the name of the game as 
far as the government is con- 
cerned. 


No large companies arc involved 


In the loans, and trouble often sets 
in when the miner finds gold and Is 
forced to sit on it because he lacks 
capital to bring it out. 


"We don't help in the production 


end and these guys can't come up 
with loans from other sources to 
pet It out." Stager said. "I don't 
know anyone who's become a mil- 
lionaire out of this." 


California Is where the gold is, 


Stager said, and it's just a matter 
of finding it and bringing It out. 


"We know from past history that 


it's here but the big mines are in 
Nevada now. The large firms with 
the money to operate in California 
are hesitant to come In because of 
governmental restrictions on pollu- 
tion and such." 


studied some rocks from the mint 
and thought them to be "promis- 
ing." So, as he explains it, when 
the price of gold began to climb, he 
decided to take the plunge. He 
leased hundreds of acres of New 
Pass and talked the government 
out of a $50,000 prospecting loan (if 
he falls here, repayment of the 
loan is voided; if lie strikes ore he 
must repay at a rate of 5 per cent 
of his annual findings). Now, a 
year and a half Into his venture, 
Jung says he hasn't made a dime 
— "But as soon as we get to the 
rich vein I know we will make it 
big." 


Optimism Is of course both the 


cause and the curse of prospectors. 
But Jung is not the only one salted 
with it these days. Evidently, he Is 
just one of many equally enthusias- 
tic Americans working at or at 
least thinking about what is being 
c a l l e d 
(exaggcrately) 
the 


"spaceage gold rush." 


Indeed, there Is considerable 


activity. The U. S. Bureau of Mines 
estimates there arc at least 80 mil- 
lion ounces of gold left in American 
soil. 


NO WONDER THEN that gold 


panning clinics have started in 
some Western states. Sales of met- 
al and mining equipment is brisk. 
Applications for government pros- 
pecting loans have increased dra- 
matically. Says Paul Gemmill, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Nevada 
Mining Association: "The hilH 
arc crawling with weekenders look- 
Ing for fortunes." 


The fortunes arc not likely to be 


found, for weekenders anyway. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
Callfornlan 


who last year found n 28-ounce 
nugget in the High Sierras, gold 
these days is simply not lying 
around for the taking. Don Jung's 
operation at New Pass, for ex- 
ample, Is a combination of hard 
money, hard work and Intelligence. 
Anything less is a waste of time. 


"Gold," says Jung, "Is usually 


invisible." It's contained In ordina- 
ry looking stones. Jung has sunk 
his research 500 feet down and on a 
1400 foot drift just to get to a spot 
where the rock "may be" valuable. 
If It Is, It will be dynamited loose, 
hauled out and then milled. In the • 
mill the rock will be crushed sev- 
eral times to sand-size particles 
where It will then be washed over 
a scries of copper plates. 


"DURING THE crushing," Jung 


says, "mercury In the rock will 
amalgamate with the gold in the 
rock. Then the mercury will stick 
to the copper plates. When we burn 
the mercury off, we'll be left, we 
hope, with the gold." 


Obviously, It's no weekend chore. 


Obviously, too, the days of the "eu- 
reka" ended with the hurdy-gurdy. 
Jung is currently working sunup to 
sundown, seven days a week, in 
temperatures as high as 105 de- 
grees, In the mere hope of one day 
squeezing a half-ounce of gold from 
each ton of rock. 


"It's not easy," he says. 
Still, there's no discouraging 


him. There's no dissauding anyone 
on this space age gold rush. Think 
of it, says Jung, "even the dirt on 
my face is worth something."

An institution ends: 
'Dorothy's' shut down 


HELENA, Mont. — There was a statue 


In one of the rooms at Dorothy Baker's 
house which read: "It's a beautiful day 
— now watch some bastard louse it 
up." 


Sure enough, somebody did. That after- 


noon, Helena police knocked at Dorothy's 
door, said she was running a bordello 
and carried out a writ of injunction to 
"physically remove the occupants and 
physically secure the premises." 


The opinion of the police came as no 


surprise to Helena residents. Many have 
had suspicions about Dorothy Baker's 
house for more than 20 years. But what 
did surprise many — and anger them too

— is that the famed home on Last 
Chance Gulch would, after more than 20 
years, be raided at all. 


It's the height of sanctimony, one citi- 


zen wrote to the local 
newspaper: 


"Dorothy ran her place for a number of 
years and the list of her patrons would 
make the who's who column look small. I 
say to all you Helena hypocrites, you lost 
your best tourist attraction and a true as- 
set to the town." 


TOURIST ATTRACTION? Town asset? 


THe letter writer placed Dorothy Jose- 
phine Baker right up there with mother- 
hood and the right to bear arms as a 
Montana institution. And he hasn't been 
the only one to think' so. Since Big Doro- 
thy's was closed, says the editor of the 
Helena Independent Record, "I've had 
many letters, most condemning the po- 
lice action." 


The opinion is echoed on the streets 


and in the suburbs. Quiet, compact, staid 
Helena, Mont., is mourning the loss of an 
old, if controversial pal. 


The loss is as much historic as any- 


thing else. Helena, as most Montana 
communities, grew up raw. Forget the 
stories of the cowboys kissing their 
horses — gambling and womanizing 
were here before the churches. And 
though the churches may have the slight 
edge now, the past still has its monu- 
ments. 


Big Dorothy is one. Police here say she 


has operated one of the best-known, most 
prestigious houses in the state. And done 
it, "as all good mamas should, with a 
heart." 


Agrees City Commissioner Ed Loranz: 


"I've known Dorothy for a long time and 


THE GATE IS still open, but the door 
is closed at Dorothy Josephine Bak- 
er's house ... by police order. 


she's always been a fine woman. She 
was always doing something for some- 
body. She'd lend you money. She'd tip 
the police off to drug pushers. I remem- 
ber when a ladles service organization 
here called Dorothy with a problem. 
They said they had this crippled boy who 
they wanted to send to college and would 
she help. As I understand It, she wrote 
out a check right there. The boy went on 
to college, graduated at the top of his 
class and is now an auditor in Denver. I 
don't think he's ever known who paid for 
it all, but I do. It was Big Dorothy." 


COMMISSIONER Loranz, as it hap- 


pens, is perhaps the most outspoken of 
Big Dorothy's admirers. For some years 
he ran a delicatessen across from her 
place on Last Chance Gulch (formerly 
Main Street, and more recently charac- 
terized by Loranz as "Lost" Chance 
Gulch). 


"Dorothy," he says, "has just as much 


right to be part of this town as the air we 
breathe." Especially now. "Look at the 
kids of today. All they hear about is sex, 
sex, sex. Well by the time they get 15 or 
so, they want to find out what it's about. 
That's where we need good, clean prosti- 
tutes." 


And Dorothy's according to police has 


always been as clean as a kernel of corn. 
One raiding cop describes it as "plush." 
The house, sandwiched between two 
abandoned businesses, has five sitting 
rooms and seven beds: "One of the 
rooms is about 18 foot by 18 foot, red 
carpet on the floor, king-size bed wilh 
red velvet covers, and red wallpaper on 
the walls. Another room is a nice blue. 
The whole place is like that. And It is 
constructed so that when one customer 
came in he'd be in complete privacy. 
He'd never know anybody else was 
there." 


THEHE WAS NOBODY there at all the 


day the police raided. Only Big Doroghy 
(who got her nickname from her bulk, 
once estimated at 2-10 pounds) and anoth- 
er woman who was found hiding In a 
closet. But County Prosecutor Tom Dow- 
ling says he instigated the action on pre- 
vious evidence. One of Dowling's affida- 
vits, sworn to by an undercover police 
officer, says that the officer visited the 
home, was coupled with a girl, given a 
drink for $1 — then asked the girl to 
"take off her clothes and roll around on 
the bed." She did. That was enough for 
Dowllng. In addition to running Dorothy 
out, he ordered plywood to be nailed to 
the doors and windows of her home. 


Says Dowllng: "Criticism? Yes, I've 


gotten some." 


Indeed, An official of the state's agri- 


culture department, of all places, says 
Dowling's move was "the assinine mor- 
ality of a pipsqueak." Larry Belgardc, 
sipping beer in the Palace Bar, says the 
house "never did one bit of harm to no- 
body." 


ONE MERCHANT, several doors down 


from Dorothy's says he objects to the 
raid for sentimental reasons: "When my 
wife got 111 for a year, I had to do some- 
thing. I went to Dorothy's naturally." 


Angriest of all is Commissioner Lo- 


ranz. "What they've done is force prosti- 
tution out on the streets. You watch our 
VD rate go up now. And rapes? Helena 
seldom has had rapes, but watch out 
now." 


Loranz just doesn't understand It. 
"Why didn't they just let the woman 


alone? She had a good place. Her girls 
were all nice. Every bed had a health 
certificate right above it. How do I 
know? I've been there. Just say I had to 
fix the plumbing or something. Just say 
that." 


For her part, Big Dorothy Baker isn't 


saying anything. Old now, rarely seen, 
she lives in seclusion outside town. Some 
think she's rich. Some think she's not

Cold Springs-memories of the Old West 


COLD SPRINGS STATION, Nev, - 


Years ago, when the Pony Express was 
operating between Missouri and Califor- 
nia, tho vast wastes of the West were 
Interrupted by way stations where, In the 
summer heat or whiter growl, a horse 
could be fed, a stage might unload its 
passengers for rcstroom privileges, or a 
cowboy with a thirst or need for civ- 
ilization would mosey in for an occasion- 
al Saturday night blow. 


, Things haven't changed much. 


Cold Springs Station today receives 


fewer horses and no stagecoaches, but its 
historic function on Saturday night con- 
tinues down to the last beer. It Is now 
called a service station-cafe, many of the 
customers are sunburned tourists in Po- 
laroid spectacles, but the place remains 
for dozens of stuck-away cowboys, shep- 
herds and miners the only nightlife, the 
only let-your-hair-down joint, the only re- 
lief from routine for miles. 


Located in midstate, "directly between 


nothing and nowhere," the station is 
one of the last of its nature. Turnpikes 
and population growth have negated the 
need for watering holes in much of the 
America of 1073. Most of the roadside 
spots that do still remain arc hokey 
souvenir spas. 


BUT COLD SPRINGS? Earthy. The 


tourists might mind that the drinking 
glasses are spotted, but the citizens of 
the area are not so fussy; "Even If there 
were someplace else to go," says one, "I 
wouldn't." 


Admittedly, In this era of tourism, the 


station does leave much to be desired. 
Owner John Holley says there is no elec- 
tricity, no running water. "But I 
wouldn't trade one bit of sagebrush here 
for the Ritz Club in New York. Hell, if 
they put a telephone In here, I think I'd 
feel crowded." 


The regular customers agree. They 


could stop 30 miles east, in Austin; 
"where the bars outnumber the 
churches," or they could go 60 miles 
west, to Fallen, "the big city as we call 
it." But they stick, on Saturday night, to 
Cold Springs Station, dirty glasses and 
all. (Most of them don't bother with 
glasses actually; they drink their brews 
from the bottle.) 


Part of the reason the regulars stick is 


owner Holley and his wife Mary. Both in 
their 50s, they foster, in different ways, 
an old-shoe camaraderie with the regu- 
lars. He is a rumpled, whisker-rubbing 
sort who offends no one. She is an ener- 
getic, sometimes loud old babe who 
keeps things lively. 


AND LIVELY it is here on Saturday 


night. Not jumping, since there are at 
most only about a halfdozen customers, 
but brisk. Mary plays pool with two 
young shepherds ("Maybe it ain't lady- 
I 


like, but I'd rather do it than pull on the 
arms of those goddamn slot machines in 
Reno"). John discusses travel with tour- 
ists from San Jose. A lumberman from 
Fallon feds the jukebox for a song by 
Marty Robbins. State highway worker 
Charles McCambridge, wearing levis and 
Stetson, laments the day he ever left 
"cowboylng." Flics flutter in a water 
ring on the bar, three fellows on stools 
chuckle over a blue joke, a visitor won- 
ders if it's true Nevada has legalized 
prostitution. 


There is little sophistication In it all. 


No talk about politics, for example. Hol- 
ley, when asked, says "The worst mis- 
take I ever made was in voting for Nix- 
on In 1968." Mary says Watergate makes 
her "so damn angry I don't want to 
think about it." McCambridge fades at 
any mention of the world, wishing in- 
stead to talk only about "the colt I'm 
breaking for a friend." 


Indeed, the regulars prefer the con- 


fines of their isolation. Realities confuse 
or bore them. The talk of Nixon is rap- 
idly eclipsed by a story about old Ray 
Walker, alias Walky Talky, a sometimes 
hermit and leading citizen of a nearby 
ghost town. 


"I don't know how he does it," some- 


body says, "living out there all by him- 
self. Last time I saw him I asked him if 
he ever got lonely and he said no, that he 
busied himself telling jokes all day. Oh, I 
said, you got company then? No, he 


said, I tell the jokes to myself; that way 
I always get a good laugh." 


THAT'S THE kind of thing that counts 


at Cold Springs. John Holley says he's so 
cut off from society that the last time he 
saw a show was 30 years ago — "Frank- 
enstein." His wife says the only time she 
mixes with the outside world is when she 
shops for groceries. 


"I do all the shoppln* myself. One time 


I asked him to bring home a head of 
lettuce and you know what he got — cab- 
bage! I'll never trust him again." 


So it goes here on Saturday night. 


Someone's in the corner reading a Na- 
tional Geographic.- A mousy little vaga- 
bond, who stutters, sits on a barstool 
hoping that Holley will hire him as a 
handyman. Jerry Lee Lewis, taking over 
for Marty Robbins', is singing "Drinkin' 
wine spodeo" on the Juke. Mary, wobbl- 
ing a bit from a beer too many, is frying 
a hamburger near a wall decorated with 
Christmas cards. 


"They call me Mrs. Minnesota Fats," 


Mary says. "I don't know about the Min- 
nesota, but I am fats." 


It will continue until 10 or 11, or until 


owner Holley falls asleep. Then the pool 
cues will be racked, the bottles gathered 
up, the stove turned off and the gas 
pumps locked. And the regulars will re- 
turn to their mines, to their ranches or to 
wherever it is they go out here when Sat- 
urday night is over.

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founder of East Germany 
Walter Ulbricht dies at 80 


BERLIN (UPI) - 
Walter Ulbricht, 


East German chief of state and founding 
father of Communist East Germany, 
died today of heart failure, the East Ger- 
man government announced. He was 80. 


Ulbricht suffered a stroke July 19 and 


earlier official East German reports said 
he had been confined to his bed In a lux- 
urious stone villa Inside a guarded com- 
pound for party and government elite 
near the town of Llepnlth. 


Although critically ill he continued to 


receive a number of Important Commu- 
nist visitors at his bedside. 


KVEN THOUGH Ulbricht was forced 


out of power as East Germany's Commu- 
nist Party first secretary In 1971, his na- 
tion's leaders treated him In death as 
they had In his waning years as an hon- 
ored Old Bolshevik and national hero. 
The death announcement involved the 
entire Communist leadership and said: 


"The Central Committee of the Social- 


ist Unity Communist Party of Germany, 
the Council of State of the German 
Democratic Republic, the Council of Min- 
isters, tho Presidium of Parliament and 


the Presidium of the National Council of 
the Peoples' Front announce with deep 
sorrow that Politburo member and Chief 
of State of East Germany — our Com- 
rade Walter Ulbricht - died today at 
12:55 p.m. (7:55 a.m. EDT)." 


A 
follow-up 
medical bulletin 
said 


"death was caused by heart failure." He 
previously suffered a heart attack In No- 
vember, 1970. 


Western diplomats said Prime Minister 


Will! Stoph and Frlcdrlch Ebcrt, the vice 
president of Parliament, were considered 
the likeliest candidates to succeed Ul- 
bricht as chief of state. Stoph is 59, Ebert 
78. 


ULBRICHT, whose goatced and be- 


spectacled face became the very symbol 
of hardline East German communism 
during his quarter-century of power, Is 
survived by his widow Lotte — herself a 
Communist with old Bolshevik creden- 
tials — and an adopted daughter, Bente. 


Death found him at a moment when 


East Berlin was a scene of international 
Communist gaiety, its streets festooned 
with flags and Jammed with thousands of

ULBRICHT WAS A nimble, wily politi- 


cian who survived every switch In Soviet 
policy and outlasted every other Soviet 
bloc leader. 


He will go down In history as the man 


who built the Berlin Wall, but he also 
will be remembered as the father of the 
German Democratic Republic (GDR) 
and the man who kept Germany divided 
after World War II. 


He took a land ravaged by war and 


Russian reparations — in which entire 
factories were moved to the Soviet Union 
— and built East Germany into the ninth 
greatest industrial power In the world. 


Then he lived to see fulfillment of his 


goal of recognition by the West when, on 
Dec. 21, 1972, a treaty was signed be- 
tween the two Germanys recognizing the 
permanent division of the country. 


ULBRICHT ARRIVED in Berlin from 


Russia on April 30, 1945, In the closing 
days of World War II, following the col- 
lapse of Adolf Hitler's Third Reich. Pre- 
mier Josef Stalin had ordered him to 
make Berlin Communist and be almost 
did. 


He survived purge after purge with the 


support of the Kremlin and did not lay 
down his job as first secretary of the 
Communist party until age and ill health 
forced him to. 


Even then, he nominated his successor, 


his longtime protege Erich Honeckcr, 
and retained his post as chief of state. 
He also was given the new, honorary 
title, that of party chairman.

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A sleepy settlement becomes a thriving metropolis... 


The sleepy Uttlo settlement along the 


DCS Plalnes River known u Town of 
Rand has awakened to find It's become 
Dea Plalnes — a booming suburban com- 
munity caught in the middle of progress. 


More than ISO yean ago this was an 


agricultural community with a cluster of 
shops and homes lining Ellinwood and 
Miner streets. Town of Rand boasted a 
two-room school house, railroad depot 
and Squire Socrates Rand's mill on the 
river bank. 


Dirt wagon trades were called streets 


in those days. The heaviest concentration 
of homes were found from the river to 
Lee Street, between Thacker and Perry 
streets. 


THE BUSTLING downtown shopping 


district contained two blacksmith shops, 
a shoe store, tailor shop, saloon, drug 
store, a few general stores and a boteL 


Most of that is gone now. With the ex- 


ception of a few original landmarks — 
the Rand mill and scattered homes In- 
cluded — most structures have suc- 
cumbed to fire, old age or the con- 
tractor's bulldozer. 


For more than 10 years Des Plalnes 


has been involved in redevelopment 
— concentrating in the downtown area. 
Those original homesteads have been re- 
zoned for multiple family, housing. Three, 
four, five and six-story apartment build- 
ings and condominiums surround the 


commercial downtown area. 


Several blocks south of downtown a 


nlne-otory senior citizens housing devel- 
opment will be built on the corner of Lee 
and Ashland. Homes have already been 
razed for the 128-unit project. 
. THE COOK COUNTY Housing Author- 
ity rs about ready to accept bids on the 
long awaited low-income housing and a 
construction contract should be awarded 
by September. About 16-months later lo- 
cal seniors will be able to move into the 
development, which will include recrea- 
tion facilities and a library. 


The Des Plalnes library, responding to 


the growing pains of the town, Is la the 
midst of a $715,995 expansion program. 


The library parking lot bas dis- 


appeared, replaced by the cement foun- 
dation for an addition. The addition will 
more than double the library's book car- 
rying capacity from 90,000 to 190,000 vol- 
umes and will be completed late this 
year. 


Central Telephone Co., 767 Pearson St, 


is undergoing a three-story face lift The 
utility's three-story switching equipment 
building Is adding three more stories at a 
cost of $1.3 million. Two floors of the fu- 
ture 110-foot high building will bouse 
Central's fifth crossbar switching sys- 
tem; the third floor will be filled during 
future expansion. 


CENTRAL'S six-story structure win 


have a aix-«tory sister on the other end 
of town when the planned Des Plalnes 
dvic center is completed. 


That $2.2 million project win include 


the high-rise municipal building and a 
two-story police station on Miner Street 
and Graceknd Avenue. Bids will be 
opened Aug. 10 for the municipal build- 
ing, to be completed first 


All city offices, Including the building, 


public works, engineering and health de- 
partments which are now scattered 
around the city, win be boused in the 
structure. 


Present city offices at 1426-28 Miner St 


win be razed for the civic center and 
construction could begin before fall. 


The mayor, city clerk, city attorney 


and health department will have a bird's 
eye view of Des Plalnes from their sixth 
floor offices. The building will also con- 
tain a central files room where the pub- 
lic will nave access to microfilmed 
recoius and documents. 


A tlM.OM EMERGENCY operating 


center will take up most of the basement 
area. The center, which win be hooked 
up to area hospitals and provide a back- 
up for police and fire department com- 
munications, will be the Civil Defense 
base in the event of a diaster. 


The center will be able to house 55 per- 


sons for at least 14-days. Food, sleeping 
quarters, a kitchen and other necessities 
will be included. Civil Defense offices 
wiU be in the center as well as a commu- 
nications and message center. 


The granddaddy of downtown redevel- 


opment — Superblock — has received 
council approval of zoning variations and 
is on its way. 


Twelve years ago revitallzation of the

SINCE THAT time, the Des Platoes 


Redevelopment Association was formed. 
This group, comprised of local business- 
men, made original studies of downtown 
redevelopment and went on to form the 
Des Plaines Tomorrow Corp. which 
bought needed land with bans from local 
financial institutions. 


The Des Plaines Man Corp. also 


formed. They are the link to reality. Je- 
rome R. Gottlieb, project developer, and 
Erickson and Steven's architectural 
firm, make up the Man Corp. which wffl 
build the structure on land leased from 
the financial Institutions. 


The $11 million shopping man office 


complex wfll rise 180 feet in the air. A 10- 
story office complex will top off the two- 
story mall. 


The project wfll be located between 


Lee and Pearson from the alley (south of 
Ellinwood) to Prairie Street The city of 
Des Plaines will build a multi-story ga- 
rage on Ellinwood Street for downtown 
parking. The Mall Corp. win rent park- 
ing space for Superbtock shoppers. 


ONCE SUPERBLOCK is complete oth- 


er projects wiU probably be started. Re- 
development officials predict the entire 
downtown area will undergo drastic 
changes in the next 20-years. 


Superblock II, HI, IV, V? It's within 


the realm of possibility. Those familiar 
stores that fill Miner, Lee, Graceland, 
Pearson and the remainder of Prairie 
may become a memory as future build- 
ing takes place. 


Des Plaines is a small town no mbre. 


It's come a long way from Its humble 
beginnings in the 1860s. By the year 9X10 
—who knows. 


SUPERBLOCK IS only one of many 
downtown redevelopment projects.

Kids go home happy 
Camp whittles heavyweights 
—and nobody's shy about it 


by HELEN HENNESSY 


NEW YORK — For many years re- 


veille, the raising of the flag, swimming 
and basketball teams (usually the Red 
and the Green) and songs around the 
campfire at evening until the bugle 
sounded "safely rest" meant camp for 
most kids. 


There were Boy Scout Camps and Girl 


Scout Camps and private camps for boys 
or girls — rarely boys and girls whether 
the kids were 8 or 16. And any special 
Interests other than outdoor activities 
were hard to find. 


But like everything else In the past few 


decades, even camps have changed. 
There are many youngsters who enjoy 
the original concept of a children's camp 
and .for them it's a great place to be. 
Others need a bit more than that. And 
It's possible in today's living. 


Take a fat kid. Mom and pop want him 


to enjoy camp life. So they send him to 
camp and he's miserable. Other kids 
nickname him "Tubby" and although he 
might try to be the court jester to put up 
a front, he's sick inside because he feels 
different from the rest. 


NOW THERE'S a camp for fat kids. 


Selma Ettenberg, who is a former educa- 
tional consultant for scholastic publica- 
tions and has held executive positions for 
16 years In some of the finest camps in 
the country, had a weight problem for 
many years. 


"I weighed 200 pounds when I was 15," 


she said. (She's trim and pretty today.) 
"And I know all the agonies an over- 
weight child can suffer." 


She and her husband, Irving, who 


shared all her camping experiences, 
have created their own approach to co- 
ed, weight-control camping. They believe 
that overweight boys and girls are gen- 
erally shy but that In a camp where 
everyone shares the same problem shy- 
ness Is overcome quickly. "There are 
no Introverts at Camp Shane," she said. 
"To see the campers lose weight and be- 
come winners in sports," Selma added, 
"is thrilling. A'happy, slimmer child at 
the end of their stay here fills us with a 
sense of gratification." 


The Ettenbergs believe you can't run 


an overcrowded camp correctly because 
you lose all personal touch. And the 
couple lives in Ferndale, N.Y. on the 


camp grounds so that they can be avail- 
able at all times. 


"The kids have exercises, fishing, 


bowling and jogging," Selma said, "and 
they go to summer stock theater and 
movies, too. I explain to them that we 
have a complete camping program and 
then throw in casually, "Ob, yes, we are 
on a diet.' 


"THE KIDS GET all foods but in con- 


trolled quantity. I tell them to buy pizza 
if they want it but to buy it at the cheap- 
est place so they'll get a small portion." 


Their weekly classes on nutrition tell 


how to take off weight and keep it off. 
"A lot of happy kids go home from 
here," she said. 


Selma Ettenberg is also Involved in 


teaching the Shane method of low-calorie 
cooking on a mid-day television show. 


This camp is designed for a very real 


personal need. As one of the young 
campers put it, "My parents love me 
now. They don't pick on me anymore." 


That's one example of a new kind of 


camp that's tailored for a special need. 
There are others.

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Scientists learn theories 
about the moon were wrong 


INDIANAPOLIS (UP!) - Scientists 


analysing lunar "rocks" have found the 
moon Isn't u much like the earth as pre- 
viously had been thought. 


Warren G. Metoschein, chairman of 


the Geology Department at Indiana Uni- 
versity's Bloomlngton campus, heads a 
research team whose analysis of luna 


samples Is changing Ideas about the rela- 
tive abundance of elements In the uni- 
verse. 


"We're all looking at the moon a bit 


differently than we were before because 
of the tests that have been carried out 
here and at other sites," said Meln- 
scheln, who was a member of the ori- 


Space pictures help find 
new deposits of limestone 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - A crushed 


rock supplier In search of new quarry 
locations In Florida used space pictures 
to find limestone deposits that ground 
survey teams failed to see. 


The Martin Marietta Corp. said its Ag- 


gregates Division was running out of Its 
local sources of supply rock In western 
central Florida lost year and new, un- 
developed deposits had to be found with- 
out delay. 


"Field survey teams had been active 


for months without success, and com- 
petition threatened to capture the mar- 
ket," Martin-Marietta said in a technical 
report on the potential of space photo- 
graphy to locate mineral resources. 


"It was obvious that traditional meth- 


ods of locating limestone deposits would 
not solve the problem. They were too 
slow." 


THE S.OOfrSQUARE-MILE area was 


difficult terrain for geologists to survey. 
It was low land with dense vegetation 
and numerous lakes, sink holes and 
swamps. 


The company's Aggregates Division 


turned to Its aerospace division In Den- 
ver for help. Scientists obtained photo- 
graphs of the area taken from the Apollo 
9 Earth-orbiting spacecraft and by a high 
flying aircraft. The pictures were avail- 
able to the public from the government 
data center In Sioux Falls, S.D. 


Geologists using simple stereoscopes 


studied 36 photographs for subtle clues to 
the presence of llmeitone beds and 
quickly came up with nine promising 
areas. 


They noted such things as a ridge that 


appeared to be the result of a rock layer 
that resisted erosion better than sur- 
rounding terrain, and they found that 
drainage patterns In the low land were 
valuable tools for finding the rock 
sought. 


FOR INSTANCE, the Withlacoochee 


River abruptly changed direction from 
west-southwesterly to northerly. This 
suggested that a major subsurface rock 
structure was present to force the course 
change. 


Martin reported that limestone was 


found at or near the surface at each one 
of the nine chosen sites. 


"In fact, several grades of limestone 


were found In addition to the hard stone 
that was the immediate need," the com- 
pany reported. "A commercial use has 
been found for the softer grades, thus 
Increasing the value of the discoveries. 


"The Immediate problem of lack of li- 


mestone was solved In one tenth the 
time that would have been required us- 
ing traditional techniques." 


NOT ONLY DID the photo studies 


pinpoint the areas of potential limestone 
deposits, but Martin said they contrib- 
uted to greater economy by spotlighting 
the areas In which searches would have 
been fruitless. 


After the limestcne beds were verified, 


Martin Marietta determined who the 
owners of the property were and secured 
permission to drill in areas of prime in- 
terest. Three of the sites were found to 
have excellent potential for bard lime- 
stone and leasing arrangements are now 
being made. 


ginal Lunar Sample Review Board or- 
ganized to help NASA technical pro- 
grams. 


"The tests Indicate a significant chem- 


ical difference in the makeup of the 
earth, moon and meteorites and this in- 
dicates we may have to revise theories 
on the formation of the solar system." 


HE EXPLAINED that scientists "had 


assumed that there was great con- 
sistency to the chemical composition of 
all the planets" In the solar system be- 
cause they thought It had been formed 
out of a large nebula by a condensing 
process. If the system had been formed 
in this manner, elements should exist on 
the moon or Mars in roughly the same 
proportions as they are found on earth 
and in meteorite falls. 


"Our research shows that carbon is not 


very common on the moon, but it was 
supposed to be the 10th most common 
element in the universe," Meinscheln 
said. 


OTHER ANALYSES have shown that 


the moon never had an atmosphere as 
such long enough for any life to have 
developed there because the gases on the 
moon are ionized by the solar wind too 
quickly, Meinscheln said. He added that 
these ionized gases would then either be 
bombarded against the moon's surface, 
clinging to it, or escape from the lunar 
gravity belt. 


In a sense the lunar material is more 


precious than any gemstones from the 
earth, with the specimens at IU stored In 
a vault and other "rather stringent se- 
curity precautions" taken. Meinscheln 
said one sample of lunar material had 
been stolen from UCLA and although it 
was later recovered, there were some re- 
ports part of it was taken and other ma- 
terial substituted. 


Perhaps the most "valuable" of the lu- 


nar gems at IU are several samples of 
the red dust that greatly excited the 
Apollo 17 astronauts and scientists when 
it was found. They at first thought the 
material was similar to iron rust, which 
would indicate the presence of water on 
the moon. 


"Actually we found that the red dust is 


not dirt at all but red glass particles," 
Meinscheln said. 


"But what we are really anxious to see 


are samples from Mars, because that 
will enable us to add another amount of 
reference data to what we know about 
the cosmic abundance of elements."

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Has time run out on the 40-hour week?

NEW YORK - So you're tired of the 


old 9-to-S, Monday through Friday grind? 


How does the old 6:27 to 1:57, Day 3 


through Day 6 grind sound to you? 


Thot may be the shape of the working 


day to come If a group of proposed 
changes In the work pattern catches on. 


Three of the suggested plans: 
The three or four-day work week — 


this system compresses the work week 
Into four 9 or 10-hour days or three 12* 
hour days. 


Flexible working hours — t plan that 


allows workers to choose their own hours 
within certain limits as long as the hours 
worked per month add up to an agreed 
total. 


The eight-day week — a proposal made 


by a New York marketing company pres- 
ident John Ward Pearson, In a recent 
book, "the Eight-Day Week," this would 
abolish the Monday-Sunday week. It 
would substitute eight Identical days — 
with nothing comparable to the weekend 
— employes would work four days out of 
every eight. 


THE IMPETUS FOR these suggestions 


comes from a general feeling that most 
people are not happy with their work. 


As a report on "Work In America" pre- 


pared lost year for the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare by a spe- 
cial task force said: "Dull, repetitive, 
seemingly meaningless tasks, offering 
little challenge or autonomy, are causing 
discontent among workers at all occupa- 
tional levels." 


Revising the traditional working-hour 


pattern Is one way of attacking that ma- 
lalso. Workers can avoid rush-hour traf- 
fic, make better use of leisure time, and

Congress holds key 
to auto gas mileage 


DETROIT (UPI) — The American mo- 


torist can look forward to better fuel 
economy and performance from his car, 
but U.S. automakers say he shouldn't 
look any further than 1975 unless Con- 
gress rewrites air pollution standards 
contained In the Clean Air Act of 1070. 


The fuel economy Improvement on the 


1075 models could be as much as 20 per 
cent compared with today's cars, say 
some automotive engineers. That's when 
the automakers will put chemical smog 
control devices on their cars to clean up 
exhaust gases. 


THIS WEEK THE Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency for the second time this 
year eased a clean air standard, this 
time delaying for one year controls for 
emissions of nitrogen oxides. But, it put 
an Interim standard in Its place which 
will take effect when 1976 models are in- 
troduced. 


The EPA has already agreed the origi- 


nal standard setting a 90 per cent reduc- 
tion in nitrogen oxide pollution may be 
unnecessary. Granting the one-year de- 


lay In meeting the full standard will give 
Congress added time to decide if it 
should be dropped entirely. 


THIS WEEK'S action means Detroit 


will have to build a car for 1976 that can 
meet the once-delayed standard for con- 
trolling emissions of hydrocarbons (HO 
and carbon monoxide (CO) and bring ni- 
trogen oxides (NOX) down to two grams 
per mile, about one-third less than In 
1974 cars. 


FOR 1BT5, the automakers will use the 


catalytic converter to purify the engine 
exhaust gases. This means they con let 
the engine run "dirtier" than present 
controls and count on the chemical de- 
vice to clean up the tail pipe gases. 


But cleaning up the HC and CO in- 


creases the amount of NOX and causes a 
further fuel problem, say the automakers 
who claim the technology Is not available 
to do both. EPA officials say the Interim 
NOX standard can be met, probably us- 
ing Improved exhaust gas redrculator 
systems which will old fuel economy. 


The company's coowncr, Walter Tal- 
ley, says that his firm's costs and ab- 
senteeism have gone down and that his 
employes like the system so much "I 
don't think I could get them to go back 
to five days if I wanted to." 


The flexible work-day system is popu- 


lar enough in Europe that about 15 per 
cent of all Swiss industrial firms use It 
But It is still relatively unheard of in the 
United States. 


The Flextime Corporation, which pro- 


vides equipment and counseling on the 
system and is flourishing in Europe, has 
rounded up about 20 American clients 
since it began business here earlier this 
year. They include the Industrial Nation- 
al Bank of Rhode Island, Sun Oil of 
Philadelphia and some city departments 
in Baltimore and Washington, D.C. (The 
Flextime hardware, which costs $55 per 
employe, is basically a time clock that 
allows workers to keep a running total of 
hours worked.) 


EMPLOYES COME to work and leave 


whenever they want as long as they are 
present during a "core" period, usually 
from around 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. and reach 
a fixed total of hours worked per week or 
month. 


The flexible time system Is obviously 


not suited to all Jobs (emergency room 
attendants, policemen end third base- 
men are obvious examples) 
but its 


proponents argue that workers under the 
system can usually agree among them- 
selves on a schedule that will prevent 
any vital job from being unfilled. 


Pearson's eight-day week is still only a 


theory, In case you hadn't noticed. He 
recognizes that there would be some 
problems in shifting to his alternative: 
religious opposition to abolishing Sunday 
as a day of rest, the difficulty smaller 
business would have in adjusting, legal 
barriers and possible union reluctance to 
extend the work day. 


But he argues that unjammlng the 


transportation system and making more 
efficient use of both business and leisure 
time facilities would more than offset 
any disadvantages. 


"In 1929," Pearson writes, "only five 


per cent of the working population was 
on a five-day week. The remaining 95 per 
cent were accustomed to working either 
all or part of Saturday. (But) when the 
five-day week became a common real- 
ity, working people had no trouble ad- 
justing to it."

Since western iceberg lettuce is the undisputed 


year-round king of Jalad greeiu in American kitchens, 
It deserves royal treatment from its faithful followers. 
So here are some practical suggestions to ensure com- 
plete enjoyment every time you play host to iceberg: 


Core the head of iceberg Icttuct before refrig- 


tratmg it. Hold the head core-end down; whack it on 
the kitchen counter and, with your fingers, lift or twist 
out the core. 


Clean is the word for Iceberg lettuce from Califor- 


nia and Arizona. However, in order to restore mois- 
ture lost In shipment rinse the head cored-end up 
under running cold water. 


Thoroughly drain the head cored-end down in a 


colander or rack, then refrigerate it In a tightly sealed 
plastic bag. 


Result: Crisp, crunchy western iceberg to serve as 


lettuce leaves, cups, wedges, "ram," or bite-sire 
chunks or to shred as befits the occasion. Rest as- 
sured, Iceberg lettuct finds Its way Into the grandest 
of culinary occasions. 


NECTARINE 
KNOW-HOW 


Nectarines are nectarines. They are not 


smooth-skinned peaches or a cross between peaches 
and plums. They are members ot the rose family and 
probably evolved from the almond. Nearly all of the 
U.S. supply comes from the famed San joaquin Valley 
of California and is sold fresh. 


For best eating enjoyment, select nectarines that 


"give" ever so slightly to palm pressure and that show 
no green at the stem end. There's seldom a need to 
peel nectarines since the fuzz-free skins are thin, ten- 
der and tasty. Pitting is no problem with freestone 
varieties, lust cut to the pit all the way around, twist to 
separate halves and flip out pit with knife point. To pit 
a clingstone takes a bit more effort. Simply insert a 
grapefruit -knife through stem end, cut all the way 
around pit, pull-lift it out and then cut fruit into 
halves. 


As might be suspected because of the golden 


flesh, today's nectarine is an excellent source of Vita- 
min A. A 7-ounct (fairly large) nectarine contains 
two-thirds of tht recommended adult daily require- 
ment. Nectarlnt caloric content Is very moderate. 
Figurt about 65 to 130, depending on the size of the 
fruit.

rines definitely belong in salads. Creamy 
Macaroni-Bean Salad a la Nectarine glam- 
orizes a traditional treat. Spinach, mush- 
rooms and onion get together with necta- 
rines and a caper dressing for Vegetable and 
Fruit Caper. Strawberries, grapes and necta- 
rines share honors in Mosaic Fruit Mounds, 
chilled gelatin concoctions suitable as salad, 
dessert or snack.

tablespoon honey. Deat until well blended. Cover and 
let stand several hours or overnight. Makes about 1Vi 
cups.

age price for round steak was $1.75 a 
pound. At that price, a 3-pound round 
steak would cost $3.25, or 87 cents a 
serving for six persons. That allows each 
person an B-ouncc serving — perhaps 
you'd prefer to serve smaller portions.

A superb menu highlights her party

Inspired by a class In barbecue cook- 


Ing, Terrl Kiiesand of Arlington Heights 
recently gave a surprise birthday dinner 
p a r t y for her husband, Bill, in- 
corporating new recipes along with sev- 
eral of Bill's favorites into the menu. 


Fortunately, many of tho recipes could 


be made in advance and tucked out of 
sight In tho freezer or refrigerator until 
party time, and all were ideally suited to 
a festive event. 


Tcrri confides that she has a special 


feeling for appetizers and desserts, and 
two hors d'ocuvrea that she loves to 


make are Crab Potato Kibblers and 
Mushroom Cream Cheese Logs. She ac- 
quired these recipes in a gourmet cook- 
ing class. 


Instant mashed potatoes are utilized in 


the crabmeat bora d'oeuvres, which are 
deep-fat fried. Crispy on the outside and 
soft inside, they are served with a nippy 
sauce. 


The dough from a package of refrig- 


erator crescent rolls is used to make the 
logs, which are sprinkled with poppy 
seed. They are puffy and flakey with a 
rich and creamy cheese and mushroom 
filling. 


MUSHROOM CREAM elites* logs 
wer« just on* of th» offerings on th* 
menu Mrs. Bill Krlcsand, Arlington 
Heights, eroattd for her husband's 
surprise birthday dinner. She unrolls 


the dough from a package of refrig- 
erator crescent rolls and topi It with 
a cream cheese and mushroom fill- 
ing. The dough is rolled into "logs" 
and sliced before baking. 


Psychological adjustment may be the 


only stumbling block in consumer ac- 
ceptance of new textured vegetable pro- 
tein products or "no-meat" meats. 


At a recent luncheon at Alexian Broth- 


ers Medical Center in Elk Grove Village, 
dietitians from various hospitals were 
asked to play a little guessing game. 
Most diners found it impossible to dis- 
cern the "real" ham salad or chicken 
chow mcln from tho no-meat substitutes 
served. 


Additional comparisons of chicken sal- 


ad; mararonl and beef and olives and 
peas Mornay proved the manufacturer's 
point: textured vegetable protein prod- 
ucts offer the same taste and texture as 
tho real thing. 


In this cose, the meat alternates were 


Bontrao products manufactured by a di- 
vision of General Mills and distributed 
by Blue Water and Bit 0' Gold Foods. 


BONTRAE, which cuts beef costs 


about 20 to 30 per cent as an extender, is 
designed to be used like the natural prod- 
uct so there is no need for specialized 
instructions. The first frozen line of tex- 
tured vegetable products, Bontrao ham, 
chicken or beef are available to hospitals 
and institutions for about 66 cents a 
pound. 


The Bontrae'products are made by 


spinning the toy product like rayon or 
nylon. It Is then cooked and can be 
formed in any shape — cube, loaf, gran- 
ules, etc. Upon thawing the Bontrae 


"meats" can be used as a total food re- 
placement. 


Lobster, tuna and shrimp may one day 


be marketed, according to George Gold- 
berg, spoksman for Bontrae products. 


Pointing out that the world demand for 


meat Is increasing far more rapidly than 
the supply, Goldberg suggested that by- 
passing the animal will, perhaps, partial- 
ly case the expected food crisis. An acre 
of land will yield 43 pounds of animal 
protein — and 450 pounds of vegetable 
protein. This, accounts for a 10-to-l in- 
crease In efficiency, according to Gold- 
berg. 


NUXniTIONALLY, the Bontrae prod- 


ucts arc a source of complete protein, 
just as meat. 


Bontrae flavored like beef and ham Is 


lower In calories and fat than Its meat 
counterpart, according to the dis- 
tributors. However, this bonus could be 
dimmed, considering that the majority of 
the luncheon preparations were 
"sauced" and combinations. 


Depending upon acceptance, the Bon- 


trao products may soon be marketed on 
the retail level. But as the promoters are 
well aware, there Is no help In sight as 
long as consumers believe meat has to 
bo meat. 


When all the comparisons are equal, 


solving the meat coat squeeze may b« a 
matter of adjusting to the "no-meat" 
meat concept.

For the first course, Terri served ele- 


gant Shrimp de Jonghe. She makes the 
garlic and sherry-flavored butter mix- 
ture in a blender, adds fine bread 
crumbs and spreads this over the shrimp 
in individual baking shells. Heated 
through, they are placed on doily-lined 
serving plates and look as appetizing as 
they taste. 


After Bill recovered from the "sur- 


prise," he was called upon to cook the 
Chicken Kabobe which Terri prepared by 
marinating chicken breasts in a savory 
sauterne sauce. Cut in cubes, the chicken 
Is alternated on skewers with mush- 
rooms, cherry tomatoes and zucchini and 
brushed frequently with the marinade 
while broiling over stow coals. 


As an accompaniment for the entree, 


Terri wrapped potatoes in foil and baked 
them on the grill. She served the po- 
tatoes with a different and delicious wine 
cheese sauce and bad crumbled bacon 
and chives available to sprinkle on top. 


Chives, garlic powder, fine herbs, 


parsley, tarragon, chervil and basil were 
all used to season the butter which Tcrri 
spread on a large loaf of sliced Italian 
bread. Space permitting, this tasty herb 
bread may also be heated on the grill, or 
it can be warmed in the oven. 


For the salad, this cook recommends 


iceberg or Romaine lettuce tossed with a 
thick and creamy French dressing. The 
dressing is a little sweeter than most 
recipes, and If Terri uses Romaine she 
often includes sliced red onions. 


Her favorite dessert 
is Brandled 


Crepes Jubilee, prepared by a recipe fea- 
tured in the March 22 issue of this paper. 
As an alternative she suggests refreshing 
Strawberries Ramonoff, made with fresh 
berries folded into heavy cream flavored 
with Cointreau and lemon juice. 


The quality of these recipes indicates 


the scope of Terri's culinary interests. 
This accomplished cook won three 
awards in the Foremost Wine Society's 
cooking contests, and skilled In cake dec- 
orating, which is her favorite hobby. The 
Kriesonds' children, Billy, 8, and David, 
5 always have cleverly decorated cakes 
for their birthdays, and Terri also deco- 
rates cakes for other festive occasions. 


She admits that her weakness Is cook- 


books, and although she works part time 
as a nurse at Northwest Community Hos- 
pital, Terri entertains frequently, deriv- 
ing satisfaction from creative cooking. 


She is also co-membership chairman 


for the Arlington Heights Nurses' Club 
and active In the PTC at Juliette Low 
School. 


CRAB POTATO N1BBLERS 


Packaged instant mashed potatoes, 
enough for 2 servings

Double batch casseroles 
One answer to the budget squeeze 


Double batch casseroles — eat half, 


freeze half — are a great answer to the 
budget squeeze. Per portion costs are 
usually lower as a result of larger quan- 
tity buying. And there are two wonderful 
bonuses: The convenience of that second 
batch In the freezer, plus beautiful sea- 
soning flavor. 


A good starter recipe Is Double Batch 


Meat Balls. The baste meat balls are fla- 
vorfully seasoned with Instant minced 
onion and garlic, parsley flakes and 
black pepper, browned and then sim- 
mered in beef broth. 


Divide the finished meat balls in two 


batches. Add cooked potatoes, carrots 
and beans to the half for today's meat 
ball main dish. For especially good fla- 
vor add marjoram and thyme leaves. 


Store the remaining meat balls in the 


freezer and some other day soon you can 
enjoy the bonus of time saved by serving 
them as Meat Ball Stroganoff. To the 
thawed meat balls and sauce add more 
parsley flakes and some dill seeds, then, 
just before serving, stir In some sour 
cream and serve over noodles or mashed 
potatoes. 


This eat half, freeze half schedule Is 


well suited to preparing other long-cook- 


ing meats, fowl or fish cooked with basic 
seasoners such as onion, garlic, ginger, 
pepper and those spices which enhance 
the flavor of meats of various kinds. 


DOUBLE BATCH MEAT BALLS 


Basic Meat Ball Stew: 


1/3 cup Instant minced onion 
Vt teaspoon Instant minced garlic 
1/3 cup water 


3 pounds ground lean beef 


H4 cups fine dry bread crumbs 


3 eggs lightly beaten 
1 can (8 oz.) tomato sauce 
\4 cup parsley flakes 
2 teaspoons salt 
Vi teaspoon ground black pepper 
V< cup salad oil 
3 tablespoons flour 
2 cans (10*4 oz. each) condensed beet 


broth 


Rehydrate onion and garlic in water 


for 10 minutes. In a large bowl lightly 
combine onion and garlic with beef, 
bread crumbs, eggs, tomato sauce, pars- 
ley flakes, salt and black pepper. Shape 
into 48 meat balls; set aside. In a large 
saucepan or Dutch oven heat oil; add 
about 12 meat balls at a time and brown 
on all sides. Remove to a large bowl. 


Blend Hour with beef broth; stir Into 
drippings in saucepan. Cook and stir 
over low heat until mixture thickens; re- 
turn meat balls to saucepan. Cover and 
simmer for 20 minutes.

A new kind of learning 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


(Last in a lerlei) 


Never before have mature adults been 


offered the opportunities for post-secon- 
dary education available to them today. 


What began as a ripple of discontent 


with some outmoded educational systems 
which Ignored the realities of our world 
has Increased to a tidal nave of demand 
for non-traditional forms of higher learn- 
ing. 


The recent report of the Carnegie Com- 


mission on Non-Traditional Study, en- 
titled "Diversity of Design," makes 58 
recommendations for ways to expand 
and maximize post-secondary education- 
al resources. 


The commission defines non-traditional 


study as "... 
on attitude that puts the 


student first and the institution second, 
concentrates more on the former's need 
than the letter's convenience, encourages 
diversity of individual opportunity and 
de-emphasizes time and space or even 
course requirements in favor of com- 
petence, and, where acceptable, perform- 
ance." 


DePAUL UNIVERSITY In Chicago has 


responded to the cry for non-traditional 
forms of education with its School for 
New Learning, created last September, 
focused into a degree-granting program 
last spring, and ready to swing Into a full 
ongoing program in the fall months 
ahead. 


Mrs. Evelyn Mclne of DCS Plalnes, 


mother of four sons aged 14 to 22, has 
entered the School for New Learning. 
She has already found It a vital, stimu- 
lating, enthralling experience. 


Mature adults may enter with or with- 


out any previous college credits. In Eve- 
lyn's case, however, past educational 
recognition gained through "Y" classes, 
through the College Level Examination 
Program (CLEP) and through two years 
as both a full and part-time student at 
Oakton Community College have brought 
her to the brink of this educational ad- 
venture. 


"I REALLY didn't plan on getting a 


degree at first," she explained. "When I 
started Oakton, I just wanted a few 


classes to get my feet wet. My first class 
was In journalism. 


"Can you Imagine being asked to write 


a paper when you have been out of 
school 30 years and the most recent thing 
you have written Is a recipe for chicken 
soup!" 


But she never floundered. She felt the 


"kids" accepted her as a peer; yet as an 
o'4cr woman she could project past per- 
sonal experiences that added a new di- 
mension to the class. She learned to re- 
lax — to sit on the floor, to ignore mess, 
to forget about beauty parlor hairdos and 
neat housekeeping. 


SHE FOUND, too, that the teachers 


were thoroughly and genuinely Interested 
Is what she was doing. "Junior colleges 
bridge the educational gap," she stated. 


Mrs. Melne graduated from Oakton 


with a straight A average last May and 
was one of 28 students honored at the 
Oakton Honors Convocation. She re- 
ceived an associate of arts degree. 


Then she heard of DePaul's School for 


"O this learning, what a thing 
it Is!" 


Shakespeare 


Now Learning, a new, non-traditional 
concept in college education for people 24 
or older. 


It sounded just perfect for a person 


like myself," she said. "Credit hours are 
unimportant. You must fulfill a number 
of proficiencies in five areas of com- 
petence to qualify for a degree. This may 
be done in many ways — for example, by 
personal experiences, oral and written 
exams, attending certain classes, pre- 
paring papers. You get credit for life ex- 
periences, work experience in your pro- 
fession, volunteer work In thi! commu- 
nity. 


"IT SEEMS like everything I have 


ever done In my life Is going to help me 
toward a degree!" 


And what are some of those things? 


She has hod the experience of rural life 
in a small town hi Pennsylvania in con- 
trast to her present suburban life near a 
large metropolis. For many years she 
managed a doctor's office, including re- 
cruiting and selecting personnel. She 
works for the Chicago Symphony Orches- 
tra, coordinating youth concerts for ele- 
mentary and high school groups and eve- 
ning musical programs for college stu- 
dents. The processes she uses will help 
qualify her for a degree in arts adminis- 
tration. She has a full understanding of 
the language of the profession and can 
demonstrate her competence In It. The 
papers she has written at Oakton demon- 
strate competence both in subject matter 
and form. 


TO HELP EACH adult student "get 


himself together" and determine where 
he wants to go, the School for New 
Learning holds a "Discovery Workshop," 
intensive sessions wherein small groups 
of adults interact with each other and 
with counselors and, guided by diagnos- 
tic tests and other educational tools, de- 
fine their own educational goals and al- 
ternatives. 


Evelyn attended three sessions this 


summer, with an average of 12 students 
and five counselors at each. About half 
the students were men. 


"One man, who called himself 'just a 


machinist,' discovered during the course 
of the sessions that he would really like 
to be a research chemist," said Mrs. 
Melne. 


A KEY CONCEPT in the School for 


New Learning is emphasis on assess- 
ment of competence, rather than accu- 
mulation of credit, In five major areas: 
1. 
Vocational/Career; 
2. 
Commu- 


nications/Interpersonal; 3. Community of 
Man; 4. Quality of Life and 5. Lifelong 
Learning. Each degree student must ful- 
fill all learning objectives in all five 
areas; a certificate student must fulfill 
the objectives in one area. The objectives 
are flexible, providing the student with a 
number of choices in ways to to fulfill 
them. 


Evelyn Meine has decided that her 


best direction now is to go into arts ad- 
ministration. She will work full time 


A host of educational choices 


So numerous arc the college op- 


portunities available to adult wom- 
en of the northwest suburbs that It 
Is virtually Impossible to list them 
all. While little DcLourdcs College, 
across from Holy Family Hospital 
on River Road, is bending over 
backwards to help mature women 
become elementary teachers and 
school nurses, Roosevelt University 
Is luring housewives to Glcnvlcw 
Naval Air Station, Its newest exten- 
sion campus. 


National College of Education, 


the University of Illinois, North- 
eastern Illinois, Northern Illinois, 
Western Illinois, Harper, Oakton — 
all have found their way into area 
high schools as adult evening 
classes with college credit. 


ANY ADULT woman flirting 


with the idea of continuing the 
education she left unfinished might 
find a trip to her local library ben- 
eficial. The catalogs of area col- 
leges, whether small or large, of 
colleges in surrounding states, and 
of well known Institutions through- 


out the nation, arc all there — 
some 300-350 of them — beckoning 
from the shelves. 


Now a new movement of non- 


traditional higher education Is 
sweeping through America and 
Great Britain. Responding to the 
needs of mature adults In terms of 
the realities of the world In which 
they live are such experimental 
programs 'as the University With- 
out Walls (UWW) Consortium, 
Britain's Open University, New 
York's Empire State University 
and Minnesota's Metropolitan State 
College. 


IN ILLINOIS, five universities 


sponsor the state's Board of Gover- 
nors Bachelor of Arts Degree pro- 
gram. The Illinois Board of Higher 
Education recently ratified Lincoln 
State University, which will re- 
semble the UWW Consortium on a 
statewide basis, with five or six re- 
gional centers for counseling func- 
tions only. Chicago State and 
Northeastern Illinois Universities 
are taking part in the UWW pro- 


gram of the 
Union for 
Ex- 


perimenting Colleges and Univer- 
sities, which relies heavily on self- 
directed independent study. 


Today's Suburban Living de- 


scribes the School for New Learn- 
ing at DePaul University, 23 E. 
Jackson Blvd., Chicago, 60604. 
There Is no fixed schedule of en- 
try; registration and admittance 
can take place all year round. To 
avoid duplication of past scholastic

Signal brings help 


Ultrasonic system provides security, confidence

This day In Futurcsvllle a young wom- 


an stalls a hold-up man, confident that 
help Is on tho way — even though she 
hasn't screamed or pulled a police 
alarm. 


That some day In Futurcsvllle an el- 


derly man falls to the sidewalk. Before 
he passes out from one of his periodic 
heart spells, he knows help is on the 
way. But like the young woman In dis- 
tress, he didn't scream for help or phono 
for It. 


All over town that day as any day In 


Futurefvllle people In various states of 
distress, like the young woman and el- 
derly man, summon help by pressing a 
button on a signaling device that looks 
like a ball point pen. 


The citizens of Futuresville had been 


Issued the ultrasonic device in connection 
with a security system. Pressing the but- 
ton sends a silent signal to a receiver in 
the police station. Tho system is so so- 
phisticated that the police know at once 
exactly where to send help. 


THE TECHNOLOGY Involved In the 


system was from the NASA — The Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration. Signaling devices of the type 
used in the Futuresville security system 
had been developed for the space pro- 
gram. 


Some earthlings don't need to wait for 


the emergence of Futuresville to take ad- 
vantage of the development. Such a sys- 
tem is helping teachers summon help 
when things get unruly in their class- 


rooms or school corridors. 


Six schools in Georgia, the Sacra- 


mento, Calif., High School, and two 
schools In New York City have such a 
system. The teachers wear the small, 
pen-size ultrasonic device In a pocket. 
The push of a pen button lights up on a 
grid in the security office, showing the 
teacher's location. Help is dispatched at 
once. The teacher knows help Is on the 
way because the pen signal also lights up 
a small square green panel in the hall or 
In her classroom. When that light goes 
out It means "signal received and help Is 
en route." 


THE PRESENT and future use of the 


signaling device was described In an In- 
terview with Norman Schlaff, president 
of Norcon Electronics Inc., a New York 


communication firm. 


He said a block association in New 


York Is Investigating Installation of such 
a system for its members. A person 
needing help Inside a house, for example, 
would press his pen button and a light 
would go on either outside his house or 
apartment. And a noise-maker would be 
activated, too, attracting further atten- 
tion. 


Schlaff sees a use for the devices In 


apartment corridors — especially as sig- 
naling systems for persons who live 
alone and get Into stressful situations. 


In the schools, he said, most often a 


brawny faculty member Is sent on the 
rescue mission. "Usually, it Is a pbys-ed 
teacher," be said. 


Schlaff s firm also has installed closed 


circuit television in two schools in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 


Sponsored by the East Flatbush Neigh- 


borhood Action Program the system cost 
$34,000 and has a control unit consisting 
of nine monitors located in the dean's 
office which "watches" the activity 
through cameras. 


THE CAMERAS are situated at all en- 


trances, in the corridors and in the cafe- 
terias. The main screen in the dean's of- 
fice can be switched from channel to 
channel, picking up the view from the 
other cameras. In addition, every area 
has an Intercom so an official of the 
school can speak to a student or an In- 
truder. 


Schlaff said seven intruders have been 


caught since the system was Installed in 


March. Although the system was in- 
stalled mainly to keep intruders out, the 
school has reaped another benefit. 


By watching the screen the dean can 


spot students who are cutting. As a re- 
sult there have been fewer cuts since the 
system was installed. 


The number of fights between students 


has been reduced also. 


While the electronic systems of keep- 


Ing intruders out and summoning help 
are fine, the kids at the schools with the 
closed circuit television "eye" on them 
must feel like George Orwell's 1984 Is 
here. 


With "Wg brother eye" 
watching all 


the time even the harmless getting off a 
good paper wad now and again appears 
threatened, wouldn't you say?

Some mall order policies define the 


word "hospital" so specifically that more 
than 80 per cent of the hospitals in the 
country cannot qualify to give treatment 
for which you will be reimbursed. 


Other moll order Insurance companies 


advertise accident-injury Insurance that 
has "no gimmicks, no exceptions, no ex- 
clusions, no limitations, no waiting peri- 
ods, no ifs, ands, or buts." But they have 
a provision that during the first two 
years, any claim filed can be denied on 
the basis that the insured has a physical 
condition that existed before the date of 
the policy. 


ACCORDING TO the U of I experts, 


this provision "is almost Impossible to 
overcome. It Is so broad that it could 
Include such unrelated conditions as a 
leg broken a year and a half before hos- 
pltalizatlon for heart trouble." 


Before buying any Insurance — and es- 


pecially mall order — consumers should 
be sure of exactly the kinds of injury or 
Illness the policy covers and under what 
conditions, as well as any conditions un- 
der which the coverage does not apply. 


If possible seek the advice of someone 


knowledgeable about Insurance, other 
than the salesman. In addition, always 
check malt-order companies with the of- 
fice of the Director of Insurance in 
Springfield to moke sure they are licens- 
ed to do business in Illinois. 


If such a company is not licensed here, 


the state Insurance director has no au- 
thority to help you in the event of a dis- 
pute.

The latter Is becoming increasingly 


apparent in the safety field. 


"False pride may wear the flimsiest 


costume of all — Ignorance of danger," 
•ays tho National Safety Council. 


An elderly man persists in driving his 


car even though he has lost his reflexes, 
hearing or eyesight to a degree. 


A middle-aged woman refuses to admit 


her fading youth by wearing glasses, 
even though her vision Is seriously Im- 
paired without them. 


Men and women, young and old, refuse 


to stop working or playing when they be- 
come tired. 


"The presence of lightning on a golf 


course, tho absence of a lifeguard on a 
beach, storm warnings, speed limits, 
safety belts, safety glasses, safety catch- 
es — all are Ignored. And no weight is 
loo heavy, no staircase too dark, no task 
loo hard. Not for tho future victim of 
false pride." 


SO HEPOHTS "Family Safety," publi- 


cation of the National Safety Council, in 
an article "Do You Still See the You 
That Was?"

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Fans are helpful 
Perhaps your house needs ventilating 


CHIFFON CASCADE PETUNIAS

"Hang It all!" b my advice (or sum- 


mer patio perchcn. As beautiful and 
decorative as hanging baskets are, It's 
curious that only about one home In 10 Is 
graced with such cascading baskets as 
you drive along the street. 


Petunias, browalllns, coleus, lobelia, 


geraniums, begonias, dusty miller, snow- 
on-the-mountaln are just a few of the 
beauties Just off the top of my head that 
I can visualize In a hanging basket. 


People who are looking to achieve a 


casual effect are snapping up pre-plantcd 
baskets of brown-eyed Susans and mari- 
golds. Practical types are using flowers 
with tomato plants. The tomato plants 
are left unslaked to droop "creatively." 
I've even seen ajuga (carpet bugle) In a 
basket application and the effect Is a 
tight ball. 


IF YOU WANT to grace your patio 


with a hanging bosket this summer, you 
can still do It — and get by much cheap- 
er because every flower vender and nur- 
seryman Is only too happy to move flats 
this late in the season. 


Use a plastic or peat container or 


moke your own wire or macrame one. 
Line it with sphagnum (peat) moss and 
fill with a rich potting soil mixture with 
vermlcullte, more peat and some sand 
added. Bolster It with a spritz of slow- 
release nitrogen fertilizer. The average 
size container will hold half a dozen 
plants comfortably. 


One catch: The secret to the mamoth 


blooms shown (In addition to superior 
plants) Is DAILY watering. Hanging bas- 
kets tend to dry out like a windy day on 
the desert. 


THE CASCADE series of petunias 


(Pan-American Seed Co.) Is one of the 
favorites In the petunia family for hang- 
Ing baskets. This is because the blooms 
are massive and profuse. The petunia 
people say that sales of single grand- 
[flora petunias far outdistance the fuller, 
double types. 


I know one thing. After spending an 


afternoon at the home of Cascade pe- 
tunias and viewing dozens of bloomers in 
hanging baskets, I'm ready to go home 
and hang It all. There is nothing more 
feminine.

If your guests can tell you had onions 


for dinner, or that your husband's smok- 
ing cigars again; if there are times you 
Just have to throw open all the windows, 
no matter that it's dead of winter, or that 
the air conditioner is laboring to keep out 
a beat wave, give some thought to venti- 
lating fans. 


Chosen and installed properly, in 


rooms where there is an odor or mois- 
ture problem, or where heat builds up, 
ventilating fans can keep air circulating 
and keep it sweet and fresh. 


Charles Kenney, who concerns himself 


with residential ventilating products at 
Scovill Manufacturing Company's Nu- 
Tone Division in Cincinnati, suggests 
ventilating fans for: 


—Kitchens, 
laundries, 
bathrooms, 


where heat and airborne odors, grease 
and smoke, as well as moisture, are a 
problem. 


—Basements, which may be under- 


ground with poor natural ventilation and 
the likelihood of dampness. 


—Attics, where air often Is stagnant 


and summer temperatures soar. 


—Rooms, such as family rooms, where 


people congregate for parties and smoke 
and heat may be a problem. 


—Workshops and hobby rooms, ga- 


rages, where air may contain pollutants 
that not only an unpleasant but may be 
dangerous as well, such as certain 
sprays, fumes from paints, solvents and 
adhesives, and carbon monoxide. 


Kenney says there are two basic types 


of ventilating fan. One Is mounted inside 
the room on the wall or in the celling, 
and can be Included in combination with 


a light or with a light and a supple- 
mentary heat source. There also are ex- 
terior mounted wall or roof units which 
leave completely silent the room where 
the ventilator Is located. 


He says: "Location is the key to prop- 


er use of a ventilating fan. Ideally, a 
built-in wall or celling fan should be 
placed directly across the room from an 
incoming supply of air, such as a door- 
way. The moving air will ventilate the 
entire room as it is drawn through the 
exhaust fan to the outside." 


KENNEY WARNS against "short-cir- 


cuiting" of air movement. This is par- 
ticularly true in bathrooms where tub 
and toilet areas should lie in the path of 
the air movement as it travels to the ex- 
fa a us t. Short-circuiting, he expiates, 
means the air cuts a corner instead of 
venting the entire room. 


Attic fans can be particularly valuable. 


"An attic cooling fan placed on the 
roof,". Kenney says, "circulates air 
through the attic by bringing it in 
through openings in eaves, overhang or 
gables." 


"This results in more evenly balanced 


temperatures throughout the home, and 
protects building materials from deterio- 
rating effects of excessive heat and mois- 
ture," Kenney says. "Air conditioning 
equipment operates less frequently and 
for shorter periods of time. With such a 
fan, the whole house, air conditioned or 
not, will stay more comfortable." 


In the kitchen, Kenney explained, a 


range hood that has a tunneling action is 
superior to a wall or ceiling fan. 


THERE ARE THREE types of range 


hoods: 


—Ducted, with built-in power unit; will 


exhaust smoke, odors, grease-laden air, 
moisture and some heat. 


—Ducted, with exterior-mounted roof 


or wall fan; not only draws all air con- 
taminants or effects of cooking to toe 
outside, but Is quieter and makes more 
efficient use of its power than the fan 
motor built into the hood. 


—Non-ducted, stops smoke, grease and 


odor with a bank of charcoal, fiber glass 
or aluminum filters, then feeds cleansed 
air back Into the kitchen. 


Kenney says the size of a ventilating 


fan depends on the particular circum- 
stances. You would need a different fan 
for use in a baby's room where diaper 
odor might be the problem and a work- 
shop where spray painting is done. 


Each room should be checked care- 


fully, with professional help if necessary, 
to be sure the right fan is picked for the 
job to be done, and that it is Installed 
properly. 


Even one or two fans, in the right 


places, can make for easier breathing.

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Volunteer firemen are women

SUPERIOR, Colo. - When the siren 


walls atop this 'town's red brick fire- 
house, the firefighters drop their ironing, 
dusting, washing and other housewifely 
chores to respond. 


The Superior, Colo., Volunteer Fire De- 


partment — the day crew, that Is — Is 
composed of women. 


Tha siren's three-minute coll has 


pierced the ah1 fewer than a dozen times 
in the past year and a half, and each 
time the six women have grabbed their 
white helmets and black bunker coats 
and headed for the department's one* 
and-a-half ton 1948 pump truck. 


"We've had only three actual fires 


since the deportment started," said 
Marlcno Machln, 35, wife of Chief Jack 
Machin, 37. Mrs. Machln has been a 
member of the deportment since its in* 
ccptlon. 


"That first fire was only a wheatflcld," 


she sold. "We hod problems with the 
truck. Then wo couldn't get the pump 
started. It was a good thing the fire was 
not a bad one." 


SUPERIOR, COLO., population 230, is 


a sleepy, rural community Just south of 
the 25-mile expressway between Boulder, 
Colo., and Denver. Mobllo homes and 
modest brick and framo houses face onto 
the town's tree-lined streets. There are 
no stores in Superior and most of the 
people work and shop in Denver and 
Boulder. 


"We used to receive fire protection 


from Louisville, Colo., which Is about 
five miles away," said Machln, who be- 
came chief In February after two yean 
as assistant chief. 


"They did a real good Job of giving us 


protection. But then one day about two 
years ago they decided to form a tax 
district here and everybody in Superior 
balked. 


"So Louisville told us they wouldn't go 


outside their city limits and protect us 
anymore." 


Machln, a maintenance man for the 


Boulder Valley School system, said a 
group of Superior citizens met and de- 
cided the town needed Its own fire de- 
partment. 


"But then we faced a problem," Ma- 


chln sold. "Wo decided we would hove to 
have women as firefighters, at least dur- 


ing the day. There are always women in 
town, but you can never guarantee that a 
man will be around. 


"SO WE SET IT up with 10 men, most- 


ly for nights and weekends, and six wom- 
en, mostly for use during week days." 


All 16 department members have been 


trained in first aid, fire fighting and the 
use of equipment and other necessary 
skills. And all have nursed a heavy, 
two-Inch hose Inside a burning building 
during practice fires, supervised by 
moro experienced departments. 


The second fire the women fought was 


a bad one. A mobile home exploded be- 
cause of a gas leak, destroying the home 
and threatening several others nearby. 
Flaming debris was thrown hundreds of 
feet. 


Pam Paplnl, 30, married 12 years and 


the mother of two boys, was up to her 
elbows in meat loaf when the alarm 
sounded for the fire. Luckily she had a 
babysitter handy for Jason, 4, her 
youngest son. 


"I was scared stiff, or maybe appre- 


hensive stiff would be a better way to put 
it," she said. "I think the others were 
that way, too, but we did what had to be 
done."

Mrs. Machln agreed. 
"IT WAS A bad fire with flames and 


smoke all over the place," she said. "I 
was apprehensive but not really scared 
— although someone who doesn't feel 
some fear is a fool." 


The women contained the fire and sav- 


ed the surrounding mobile homes. They 
feel they did a good job and the chief 
agreed. 


"No one, not even a major metropoli- 


tan department, could have saved that 
trailer," Machln said. "They did really 
well. They got there quickly and went 
about their business. Hell, some of the 
women are more qualified to fight fires 
than some of the men." 


The six women who form the day crew 


are all tough-minded realists. All agree 
women's liberation had nothing to do 
with volunteering for the department and 
although opinions vary, most have little 
good to say about the movement. 


"I THINK WOMEN'S lib is a bunch of 


baloney," Mrs. Machin said. "It was a 
matter of necessity — we needed fire 
protection — not philosophy." 


Edith Barcus, 52, a veteran of 30 years 


of marriage, the mother of four children 
and the elected leader of the women, 


summed up the group's feelings best. 


"I joined because they needed me," 


she said. "I'm a farm woman and I'm 
capable. Women's lib played no part in 
it." 


Superior has changed since the depart- 


ment started; there is a new sense of 
unity in the town. The town and depart- 
ment raised the money for the pump 
truck, purchased last February, and for 
materials to build the new station. The 
men did most of the construction work. 


"There's been a kind of excitement 


around here," Mrs. Machin said. "When 
the siren goes on the station roof — we 
don't know If it's practice or real — 
everybody and his dog shows up to watch 
what's going on." 


BUT WHILE THE women enjoy the 


work, they share one fear: The next 
alarm might be a really big residential 
fire and children or old people might be 
trapped inside. 


"For small children, fires are really, 


really bad," Mrs. Machin said. "I don't 
know how we'd react. I think we'd all be 
calm. But we are all really scared of 
answering a call with children trapped. 
We all hope it never happens."

reached. Under the agreement, Levitt 
agreed to pay $36,000 for repairing the 
ditch in exchange for permission to con- 
struct 28 additional units In its Wagner 
development, which Is southeast of Apia- 
klslc and Arlington Heights roads. 


The village board was divided in Its 


decision. Several trustees said they pre- 
ferred having the village pay for the re- 
pairs rather than Increasing the density 
on tho Wagner property. 


THE AGREEMENT reached between 


the village and Levitt only Involved fill- 
Ing In a 400-foot section of tho ditch. An 
additional 180 feet of the ditch, behind 
two homes on Twisted Oak Lane will not 
be filled. The board said although It 
would like to tako care of the entire 
ditch, it cannot afford to at tho present 
time. 


Village officials said tho ditch in back 


of Twisted Oak Lane Is not as deep and 
docs not have the erosion problems that 
were evident in the other section of the 
ditch. 


Seabcrg said when the final grading is 


finished a small swale will flow over the 
filled In ditch. He said a small amount of 
water will be In the swale after severe 
storms, but probably not at other times. 


Convenient Food Mart

Two new schools being readied for fall

Workers are putting the finishing 


touches on two new Dlst 21 schools 
scheduled to open at the end of this 
month. 


Irving School, just 
off 
Arlington 


Heights Road near Hintz Road in Buffalo 
Grove and Stevenson School near the in- 
tersection of Palatine and Wolf roads in 
Wheeling will bring the number of 
schools in the district to 17. 


Dist. 21 serves Wheeling,

Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prsopect. 


Assistant Supt. John Barger said yes- 


terday both buildings are on schedule 
and should be open by Aug. 23, when par- 
ents whose children will attend the 
schools are asked to come in and pay 
book rental and other fees for the 1973-74 
school year. 


STUDENTS WHO live in the area 


south of Dundee Road, east of Arlington 
Heights Road and west of and including 
Frenchmen's Cove and Mill Creek will 
attend Irving School. These children for- 
merly attended Longfellow School. 


Attendance boundaries for Stevenson 


School ore to include the area north of 
Willow Road, south of Palatine Road, 
west of Milwaukee Avenue and cast of 
Wheeling Road. Students there formerly

went to Riley School. 


Barger said the biggest difference in 


the new schools Is their ulterior folding 
walls, making classrooms more flexible. 
A few of the newer schools in the district 
have some folding walls, Barger said, 
but Stevenson and Irving will be the first 
buildings in which all classroom walls 
are removable. 


THE PARTITIONS will allow teachers 


to conduct regular-sized classes, or re- 
move walls to provide space for larger 
groups of students. 


"One of the reasons why we haven't 


used more folding walls in our schools 
before is because they're relatively ex- 
pensive," Barger said. "With these two 
schools, we had the budget to do it." 


Each of the new buildings contains 30 


classrooms, in addition to two kindergar- 
ten rooms and facilities for educable 
mentally handicapped students. 


Mentally handicapped pupils who pre- 


viously attended Longfellow School in 
Buffalo Grove will be transferred to Ir- 
ving School. Barger said the long-range 
plan is also to provide classes for edu- 
cable mentally handicapped at Stevenson 


when the enrollment of these students in- 
creases. 


A LARGE CARPETED library and 


learning center will be included in the 
new schools, entirely equiped with new 
books. Barger said some textbooks have 
been purchased new for the schools and 
some will come from other schools in the 
district. 


Like the other schools in the district, 


Stevenson and Irving have a multi-pur- 
pose room that will serve as both gym 
and cafeteria. 


Barger said the furniture for the 


schools has not yet been received, but he 
has been notified that it's on its way. 
He's been assured, he said, that it will 
arrive before Sept. 4, the first day of 
school. 


Workmen are laying floor tiles at the 


schools now, and beginning to put in the 
acoustical ceilings, Barger said. The 
foldings walls, chalkboards and bulletin 
boards are still to be installed. Paving is 
also being done this week. 


COMMENTING ON the design of the 


buildings, Barger said when the plans for 
the schools were developed two years 
ago, school officials tried to look ahead. 


"I think they're modern buildings that 


have the potential for meeting modem 
educational needs," he said. "We at- 


tempted to make them flexible enough to 
meet not only today's needs, but the fu- 
ture's also." 


Barger said there are no plans in the 


works for adding the 18th school to the 
district in the near future. 


"Increases in student enrollment have 


leveled off finally," Barger said. "Up un- 
til now, we've had trouble just keeping 
our head above water to provide enough 
classroom space." 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS are concerned 


now, he said, with plans to spend $1.8 
million for additions to the three junior 
high schools in the district for a voca- 
tional arts program. 


The additions will provide more class- 


rooms as well as special areas for indus- 
trial arts and home economics courses. 


To determine how many additional 


schools will eventually be needed in the 
district, school officials will conduct a 
special survey this fall. 


The previous projection was for 40 


schools to be built in the district, of 
which five would be junior high schools. 


School officials expect to revise that 


estimate, however, because enrollments 
have not been as high as foreseen. Bar- 
ger feels the reduced birth rate is one 
prime reason of the decrease in pro- 
jected enrollments. 


Village to wait, see on bus service

Buffalo Grove has decided to wait and 


see what happens with a planned bus 
service in Arlington Heights before de- 
ciding whether to adopt it in their vil- 
lage. 


Metron Systems Corp. of Mount Pros- 


pect, which will provide service to Ar- 
lington Heights, has proposed a similar 
system for Buffalo Grove. 


Trustee Randall Rathjen, chairman of 


the village's transportation committee 
said yesterday his group will wait until 
the Arlington Heights bus service has 
been in operation for about a month be- 
fore making a recommendation to the 
village board. Metron is scheduled to be- 
gin service in Arlington Heights about 
Aug. 13. 


Rathjen said if the Arlington Heights 


bus service is successful the committee 
will probably recommend adopting bus 
service on a limited basis in Buffalo 
Grove. He said if the limited service 
proved successful it could be expanded. 


Claude G. Lulsada, president of Met- 


ron, has told village officials his com- 
pany has so much of its money tied up in 
the Arlington system, it will need a vil- 
lage subsidy. 


UNDER LUISADA'S proposal buses 


and other equipment would be financed 
or leased by the village and operated by 
Metron. All operating expenses would be 
paid by the village, be said. 


Under the proposed system Metron 


would earn its profit in two ways, Luis- 
ada said. It would be paid a monthly 
management fee by the village as well 
as a percentage of the revenues collect- 
ed. 


Lulsada said if the village were to adopt 


Metron's entire proposal, there would 
probably be an initial yearly deficit of 
about $98,000. He has suggested making 
up the deficit with an additional annual 
real estate tax assessment to each home- 
owner in the village. The additional as- 
sessment would come to about $29 a 
year. 


The written proposal which has been 


submitted to the village states, "Oper- 
ating costs may or may not be met from 
fare-box revenue. But it would be unlike- 
ly that this could be done initially. There- 
fore, some other means of meeting these 
costs is necessary. Metron believes each 
municipality should pay its own way as 
regards to local transportation." 


RATHJEN SAID he does not think the 


bus service, as proposed, would be finan- 
cially feasible. He said service on a lim- 
ited basis might be the answer. "The vil- 
lage finances simply won't allow for an 
e x t e n s i v e subsidy to public trans- 
portation," be said. 


He also said he did not think residents 


would look too favorably upon an in- 
crease in property taxes In order to sub- 
sidize the bus system. 


"There are two different philosophies 


on public transportation," Rathjen said. 
"Should it be entirely self-sustaining or 
should it be a village service. I think it 
should be as nearly self-sustaining as 
possible." 


Under Metron's proposal there would 


be shuttle service between the village 
and the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
station in Arlington Heights, as well as to 
shopping centers in the surrounding 
area. 


IN ADDITION, Metron would run a 


dial-a-bus service. Under the system a 
person could call a bus and be trans- 
ported from his home to anywhere in the 
village. 


Lulsada said the fare to the Iraki sta-

What all-night gas stations used to be 
Convenience stores easy stickups

Easy to find, open long hours, often 


staffed by a single clerk — convenience 
grocery stores have replaced the all- 
night gas stations as the most likely 
places to be robbed, even though the rob- 
bers are often caught. 


Seven such stores in the DCS Plnines, 


Mount Prospect and Park Ridge area 
havo been robbed a total of eight times 
over tho last weck-and-a-half by a lone 
bandit armed with a variety of knives. 
His take for a couple of minutes work 
has been anywhere from $3 to $140 — 
hardly a big haul. 


"These stores havo kind of replaced 


tho all-night gas stolons for stickups," 
DCS Plnlnes Police Lt. Leo Alfano 
said. "The gas stations don't keep as 
much cash on hand any more. Now these 
stores seem to bear the greatest prob- 
lems." 


NOT TO MENTION that most gas sta- 


tions close early In these gasoline short- 
ago days. 


Alfano, who Is head of the detective 


division, said the typical robber Is not 
looking for trouble. Ho sold a robber will 
pick on a convenience store because of 
Its location — often along a busy high- 
way — and its long hours. As much as 
possible, ho added, tho bandit will look 


for the lone clerk, especially female or 
for two young clerks. 


De Plalncs and Mount Prospect police 


said they try in their regular patrols to 
provide as much surveillance as possible 
because they realize the stores are more 
susceptible than most. 


According to Alfano, the best security 


measure for the convenience-type store 
would be a holdup alarm hooked into the 
police station. "But these are all costly, 
and that's probably why they don't have 
them," Alfano said. 


In lieu of a holdup alarm, store owners 


should have more than one clerk on duty 
and those clerks should be older men, 
especially for the late night hours. 


AT A REGIONAL office for one largo 


convenience grocery store chain, a man 
in the training department said they 
show each new owner of their stores a 
film called "Once Upon a Robbery." He 
said the film is full of tips given by po- 
licemen and a former robber. The film is 
sponsored by tho National Association of 
Convenience Stores. 


The spokesman also said his firm pre- 


pares a book of guidelines for owners 
that advises them to call the police 
whenever they sec someone acting suspi- 
ciously around their store. It also tells 
them to be careful when giving out any 


information, especially over the tele- 
phone. 


"A lot (of what's in the book) is basic 


common sense," he said. 


Alfano agrees that common sense is 


the best resource, especially if you are a 
clerk being faced by a knife or gun and a 
demand for money. 


"If you were a clerk in that situation, 


I'd tell you to comply," Alfano said. 
"The amount of money involved is gener- 
ally not that great. Money is replaceable. 
It's better than being killed or maimed." 


TH HEAD detective was confident the 


current robber, described as 5 feet 10 
inches, 18 to 20 years old and with blond 
hair, will be caught. "We get these guys 
sooner or later," he said. "Our robbery 
clearance rate Is very high." 


The last rash of armed robberies in the 


area took place in January and Febru- 
ary, 1972. All robberies were on Friday 
and were at cleaning stores in Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines. 


However, in February, 1972, police 


caught Richard Harrison, 35, of Elm- 
hurst, just after he had robbed a cleaning 
store that had been watched by police. 
Harrison was found guilty of seven 
armed robberies, sentenced and ordered 
to repay $672.

Harnessing nature with a cloth sail

In tho world of wild wind and water, 


I Robert Dodger is a master — he can 
I harness nature with cloth. 


In n Riant building called a loft, Bolt- 


I gcr makes sails to power sailboats. His 


loft, behind a small office near Pratt 
Avenue in the Industrial Park of Elk 
Grave Village, Is filled with huge, long 
| tables, patterns and designs hanging 


from tho walls, and many fans with miles 


I of extension cord attached to them. 


Tho whole operation is called Viking 


Sales, Inc. and It all belongs to Bottgcr. 


Even before he was born, Bottgcr's life 


I1 was tied up in sailing and sailboats. 


His parents spent their honeymoon on 
|.a sailboat, and his father, Christian Bolt- 
•gcr, was an accomplished sallmakcr on 
City Island, N. Y., the center of the 
yachting Industry. 


- Christian Bottgcr's wife was the one 
I'wtth tho real heritage, however. At the 
|'ago of seven, she had already been 


around the world twice with her father, a 


11 ship's captain. Her father was more than 
I'just a sailor, though. "When things got 
r quiet, and there was no wind, they would 
'lay out the cloth on the ship and begin 
I! cut ting for sails," said Bottgcr of his (a- 
•thor-ln-law. 
1 TODAY, ROBERT BOTTGER Is carry- 
Ijlng on lh» age-old tradition of sail- 
I j making, learned from his father and his 
I lundc. in his own sail loft off Pratt Ave- 


nue In the Centex Industrial District of 


i,Elk Grove Village. 
I1 Under the name of Viking Soles, Inc., 
• he has from eight to 10 people working 
I for him. Some are accomplished crafts- 
I men who have been with him for many 
I yean. Several are college youngsters 
learning the trade, Just as Bottger did, at 


I the hands of the skilled craftsman. 


Though he was born Into tho center of 


the yachting Industry, Bottger learned 
his sail-making trade in Chicago. 


"My uncle had a sail loft here," he 


said, the hint of the Eastern seaboard 
still in his voice.."Then I went back and 


1 worked with my father. But 1 came up 
the easy way. I owned halt the business 
when I started," he said. 


At tho time Bottgcr first started in the 


Industry, Egyptian cotton woven in Eng- 
land was the main material used for 
sails. 'It was rather costly," he said 
"Now the soils ore almost exclusively 
cut out of dacron. Nylon Is used for the 
spinnakers, the large full triangular- 
shaped sail that look almost like a para- 
chute at the top. 


"DUPONT MAKES THE polyester fi- 


bers. Howe and Balnbrldgc of Boston 
fabricate it," Bottgcr explained. 


According to Bottger, the price for sail- 


cloth is now about the same as it used to 
be for cotton. "Egyptian cotton would 
probably cost about three times as much 
now," he sold. 


The dacron will hold up "anywhere 


from three to five to maybe 23 years," 
he said. It lasts a lot longer than the 
cotton. "Cotton is subject to mildew and 
it deteriorates in weathering." he said. 


Most sails today arc white opaque be- 


cause it used to bo the only color avail- 
able in sailing dacron. It's only recently 
that sail cloth fabric manufacturers have 
been successful In dying the tough dac- 
ron cloth. 


One variation that has been successful 


in tho sailcloth is putting plastic "win- 
dows" In the sail so the sailor can see 
better what he Is doing. "Racing boats 
ususally have them," Bottgcr said. The 
plastic Is secured with a ring aroung the 
outer edge sewn into the cloth. 


SAILS THEMSELVES are cut by hand 


from set patterns. "Basically, the design 
Is laid out and the sails are made from 
narrow panels," said Bottgcr. 


The cutting of the sails is done "more 


or less by eye," he said. "It used to be 
considered an art, but the computer is 
helping quite a bit now." The computer 
is used to figure optimum sizes and also 
to give the sallmakers the shape of tho 
sail. 


All the seaming on the sails is done by 


sewing machine. This may sound like 
progress stepping In, but according to 
Bottger, the seams have been sewn by 
machine since he first began working on 
them in 1937. "Even'then, they were al- 
ready seamed by sewing machines," he 
said. 


But there are still a few sails that are 


hand sewn. These are mainly for ships 
that sail on long voyages around the 
world, where a ship has to put up with 
much heavier wear and tear. 


THERE ARE SOME parts of a sail 


that must be sewn by hand, however, 
such as reinforcements where button- 
holes for rings and hooks are placed. To 
sew these parts, the sail makers use 
what Is called a sallmnker's palm — in 
effect, a glorified thimble. The palm is a 
leather handle that fits into the palm of 
the hand and has a steel plate in it to 
push the needle against. "You can work 
up a sweat just sowing," joked one of the 
men working on some reinforcements 
around a buttonhole. 


Though Viking Sales is in Elk Grove 


Village, they ship most of their sails out 
of the immediate area. "Some go to 
Ohio, some to Kansas, some to Texas," 


said Bottger. "Lately, we've doing more 
business with local dealers though." 


According to Bottger, early spring and 


summer is the best season for the shop. 
"In the winter time, we make ski and 
sail bags and aircraft covers," Bottger 
said. "When I first learned the business, 
we used to spend three or four months 
just sitting around waiting for spring 
again." 


Bottgcr has made sails for a several 


local sailboat race winners at Lake 
Opeka in Des Plaines. "We've got a 
couple of local winners that may be 
champions," he said. 


When he was younger, Bottger sailed 


in a world championship on the Great 
South Bay on the south shore of Lang 
Island. Today, he's cut his sailing down 
to sailing with customers, however. "It's 
a little tough now to climb out on to 
some of those boats," he laughed.

The meat shortage to date hasn't hurt 


MacDonald's hamburgers, but T-bonc 
steaks and roast beef dinners arc soon 
going to be casualties of President Nix- 
on's Phase IV. 


A survey of DCS Plalnes restaurants 


revealed that although drive-Ins and oth- 
er chain restaurants don't face much of 
o shortage, the better restaurants that 
feature steak and beef dinners are In 
trouble. 


After next week, the Camelot Restau- 


rant, 1750 S. Elmhurst, may not have 
any boot at all, said owner Andy An- 
drews. Charles Romano, owner of Ro- 
mano's Restaurant, 1398 Oakton, said ho 


had only enough beef to last the week- 
end. 


AFTER THAT? "I haven't any Idea," 


Romano said. 


MacDonald's restaurants may face a 


hamburger shortage In one or two weeks, 
but officially, there's no problem, said 
one manager. 


"Our supply Is In good shape," said 


Jim Schcnk, owner of all Des Plalnes 
MacDonalds franchises. "The shortage Is 
principally In choice cut meats." 


None of the restaurant owners or man- 


agers could guess at what the future 
would bring; It all depends on how much 
retailers can supply, they said. 


Area retailers and wholesalers aren't 


very optimistic. The Des Plalnes Pack- 
Ing Co. Is not accepting any new ac- 
counts, though restaurants have called. 
Owner Ed Schleitcr said he had just 
enough beef to supply the people he's 
worked with In the past. 


THAT'S ONLY because we thought 


way ahead," he said. His company has 
been stockpiling meats In an attempt to 
stay in business. 


"Next week It'll be a different story," 


he said. If no changes are made in the 
present economic policies, the packing 
company will face a shortage. 


Then, he said, he will either shut down 


partially or start buying meat from Can-

He said he didn't even have enough 


beef to supply his own people, and has 
been suggesting that his customers buy 
more noodles and less meat. 


If the price freeze Isn't lifted soon, he 


said, "I may have to close." 


The B and E Provision Co., 1021 


Morse, which supplies delicatessens, said 
they didn't get any beef at all this week 
— and eggs are getting awfully ex- 
pensive. 


"WE'RE JUST going to have to tighten 


our belts," said owner Mary Schuma- 
cher. 


The Camelot Restaurant is facing the 


shortage by pushing fish, said Andrews. 
"But with fish you cannot stay in busi- 
ness," he said. "You have to have beef." 


One of his meat suppliers has closed 


his doors; another is threatening to close 
next week and the last two aren't mak- 
ing any promises, he added. 


The Alpine Inn, 10211 Milwaukee, Is 


hoping their beef supply will last as 
much as three weeks. "You can't buy 
any beef," said chef Frank Fremuth. 


LUMS, 1225 S. ELMHURST, won't face 


a shortage for at least 30 days, said man- 


ager Sam Rlcco. "We did some smart 
buying and at present, we are in fairly 
good shape," he said. 


Cat's Roast Beef Is stockpiling In case 


of a future shortage, said assistant man- 
ager John Babicz. Instead of their usual 
1,000 pounds a week, the restaurant Is 
buying 1,500 pounds. 


The Ponderosa Steak House, 1360 Lee, 


is not experiencing any meat shortage 
"at this moment." Manager Gus Mltsls 
said the corporation's plant has enough 
to last another two months. 


After that, he said, he. didn't know 


what would happen. "They usually keep 
about a five months' supply," he said.

fused an order early last year to cut his 
sideburns.

Juno 10 denied Luety's request for a tem- 
porary court injunction seeking to force 
rotation of the foot patrol. 


In dismissing the request, Mcjda said 


tho court "was not equipped to consider 
supervision of activity In municipal gov- 
ernment." 


Leuty said yesterday that DlLeonardi 


told James Kcllog, who represented 
Luety at the injunction hearing that If 
Leuty would drop his suit and agree to 
walk two days each week, the city would 
honor the arbitration. 


DILconardI and Kellogg declined to 


comment on the statements. 


"I never wanted to file a suit In the 


first place," said Leuty yesterday. "All 
they have to do to get me to drop it Is to 
start treating me like a human being."

Action Committee petitions to stop city sewer permits

The Citizen's Action Committee, head- 


ed by former mayoral candidate Burton 
Kosmen, has petitioned the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District to place a moratorium 
on all Des Plalnes sewer permits which 
would In effect stop building major proj- 
ects here. 


In a letter to Forrest Neil, -accom- 


panied by petitions signed by about 150 
persons, Kosmen asked for: 


• A re-examination of the (MSD) sewer 


permit ordinance with special regard 
given to waivers or exemptions and sur- 
veillance. 


• EPA (Environmental Protection 


Agency) — MSD inspections on proce- 
dural/substantive issues before granting 
sewer permits in the city of Des Plalnes 
and/or the state of Illinois. 


• A moratorium on all sewer permits 


in (lie city of Des Plaines area and its 


environs until the various governing 
agencies have made a complete In- 
vestigation of possible sewer ordinance 
violations which embrace environmental, 
health welfare and other problems. 


CAC is objecting to any additional sew- 


er tie-ins "which serve to further Impact 
a given area with upsetting environmen- 


tal imbalances and are processed by the 
MSD on a procedural basis under the 
sewer permit ordinance..." 


They contend the ordinance Is being 


used indiscriminately by municipalities, 
realtors, builders and developers, and 
contains "loopholes" which special in*

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MSP in opposite corner 
Aldermen try for sewage plant KO

Eighth Word aldermen put their box- 


Ing gloves on for another rematch with 
tho Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 
in a meeting Tuesday with the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency (EPA) in 
Chicago. 


They were swinging for the prize mon- 


ey by presenting their argument to the 
federal EPA — the group that would 
grant funds for the MSD's proposed $72 
million sewage treatment plant and re- 
servoir project to be built southeast of 
Elmhurst Rd. and Oakton Street in the 
city's eighth ward. 


Aldermen Alan Abrams and Richard 


Ward used various research reports 
trying to show that the MSD's proposed 
plant would be potentially harmful to the 


health and well-being of the residents 
living near the proposed site if additional 
building precautions are not taken. 


"WE PUT ON a good review for the 


EPA. In my opinion, the EPA officials 
did recognize that the proposed site is 
already under quite an environmental 
impact now (with OUare Airport). To 
add to the environment would be a bur- 
den with this huge sanitation plant," 
Abrams said. 


"We were trying to bring the questions 


to the people who control the money at a 
time when it's still possible to make 
changes in design or relocation of the 
plant," Ward said. 


The aldermen used a 1971 EPA envi- 


ronmental Impact study on the Clavey 
Road sewage treatment plant in High- 


land Park to compare environmental 
conditions there, with possible health 
hazards the MSD plant would create in 
Des Plalnes. 


"With the Clavey impact statement it 


shows there were health and odor haz- 
ards," Abrams said. 


AFTER THE Clavey study, EPA offi- 


cials directed the sewage treatment 
tanks covered and a covering for the re- 
servoir basin. 


Abrams said that at this very late 


date, the MSD has not and does not in- 
tend to incorporate those precautions on 
the Des Plaines project that were used 
at the Clavey project MSD officials in- 
dicated at the meeting in Chicago they 
would not take steps to guard against 


health hazards because they are "non- 
existent," Abrams said. 


The EPA Impact statement on the Cla- 


vey project and the 104-page report by 
Clark, Dletz and Associates-Engineers on 
the Des Plaines sewage plant "show the 
hazards are realistic," he added. 


At the meeting Tuesday, Ward told the 


EPA that the engineers designing the 
MSD sewage treatment plant for Des 
Plalnes have predicted odor problems 
from combined sewage basins occur. 
Ward cited the Mount Prospect Flood 
Control Report, March, 1973, by engi- 
neers Consoer, Townsend and Associates, 
Page 23: "Open basins even when 
equipped with aerators in most instance* 
cannot be operated odorless."

LISTED UNDER "points of fact" are 


charges that a 15-unit building at 1650 
Mill Street has a pending sewer permit. 
If the MSD should turn down the permit 
tho builder can obtain a permit through 
the building commissioner "after tho 
permit was turned down by the MSD." 


Nell sold yesterday that the MSD 


would not turn down a permit for a 15- 
unlt building because their ordinance 
docs not deal with 15-unit buildings. 


"Under our ordinance only buildings 


over 25 units must have a permit (from 
the MSD). We could not turn them down 
because they would not have to deal with 
us. If they applied we would simply in- 
form them that no permit Is needed from 
us," Nell said. 


ANOTHER CAC "point of fact" states 


there Is no evident MSD permit for a 20- 
unit building at 677 Des Plalnes Ave. "It 
also appears that the builder obtained 
the building commissioner's signature, 
and possibly the mayor's signature for a 
sewer permit to effect a sewer tie-in to a 
combined sewer which we believe re- 
quires on MSD permit..." 


Neil denied tht the 20-unit building 


would need any type of an MSD permit 
again citing the MSD sewer ordinance. 


Building Comr. Al Prlckett confirmed 


that both buildings in question had re- 
ceived sewer permits from the city of 
Des Plaines. "It is nothing unusual," 
he said yesterday. "Builders know not to 
bother the MSD If they have less than 25 
units." 


Prickett pointed out that under Des 


Plalnes ordinance the building commis- 
sioner has the authority to issue a sewer 
permit along with a building permit if a 
building contains less than the 25 units. 


THE CAC LETTER states proposed

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Stopped woman driver for traffic violation 
Uphold guard's firing for police impersonation

The Oakton Community College board 


has upheld tho firing of a security guard 
who stopped a woman for a traffic viola- 
tion on Oakton Street after leaving work 
one day lost spring. 


Following a five-hour public hearing 


Tuesday, the board voted unanimously to 
uphold the college administration's ac- 
tion In firing William Calkins, a security 
guard at the school since 1971. 


Calkins was arrested In April by Des 


Plalnes police and charged with Imper- 
sonating an officer after a complaint 
was filed by Kathleen Mastcrpolo of Des 
Plalnes. 


Mrs. Mastcrpolo testified Tuesday that 


Calkins stopped her at a gas station at 
the corner of Mount Prospect Road and 
Oakton Street between 1 and 2 a.m. on 
April 4, told her he was a police officer 
and bawled her out for running a red 
light. 


Later the same morning, Mrs. Master- < 


polo sold, Calkins came to her home and 
told her husband he was "checking up" 
on her. 


Calkins was convicted of the bnperson-. 


ation charge in Des Plalnes branch of 
Cook County Circuit Court on July 5 and 
is now appealing the conviction. 


HE TESTIFIED to the board that he 


told Mrs. Mastcrpolo he was "an officer 
of the state with Oakton College" and 
added that he thought the Illinois law al- 
lowing colleges to have security guards 
gave him the authority to stop her after 
she nearly ran him off the road with her 
car. 


Calkins said he went to Mrs. Master- 


polo's home later that morning to ques- 
tion her to determine whether she had 
lied when she told him the gas station at 
Mount Prospect Road was the only one 
open along.Oakton Street. She had ex-. 
plained she was speeding because site 
needed to use the rest room at that sta- 
tion, he said. 


He added that if bis questioning had 


established that she had lied, he had in- 
tended to file charges against her with 
the Des Plalnes police for speeding and 
running a red light. 
' 


The board action upheld Calkins' dis- 


missal on the grounds he had imperson- 
ated a police officer in the two in- 
cidents, but did not tie their decision to 
the fact he had been convicted in court. 
In addition, the board overruled a charge 
that Calkins had left the campus before 
his 1:30 a.m. quitting time after Mrs. 
Masterpolo testified she could not be 
sure what time-the Incident at the gas 
station occured. 


IN HIS closing statement to the board, 


attorney Joseph Murphy, who represent- 
ed the administration In the hearing, ar- 
gued that the incidents were sufficient 
for the board to fire Calkins, even if no 
criminal charges had been filed. 


"The board has not seen fit to instruct 


security officers to go roaring down Oak- 
ton Street in the small hours of the morn- 
ing chasing women in Lincolns," Murphy 
sold. 


Following the verdict, Calkin's attor- 


ney Stephen Pinto declined comment on 
whether the case will be appealed to a 
court. 


Calkins was suspended twice before by 


Oakton officials, but the board ruled in 
his favor both times. 
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Will eating beef 
soon be a thing 
of the past?

If you're In Elk Grove Village and you 


get a craving for a nice big juicy steak 
or hamburger, forget it. 


G r o c e r y stores and restaurants 


throughout the Milage arc suffering from 
little or no supplies of beef and on ava- 
lanchlng demand for pork, chicken and 
voal. If wholesalers continue to close 
down, beef will be a scarcity, if not a 
thing of the past, on all meat counters 
and restaurant menus. 


"Wo can't get meat nnywhcrc. We 


tried to get beef from 12 different whole- 
salers yesterday and none of them had 
anything. They've all closed down, or 
they're only operating 10 per cent," said 
Sam Maglarcs, owner of Navaronc Res- 
taurant, 1903 E. Hlgglns Road. 


AS OF TODAY, The Navaronc's lunch 


menu will not include small filets or butt 
steaks, and their dinner menu will ex- 
clude prime rib. Although It Is the more 
expensive cuts of meat that arc almost 
Impossible to get right now because they 
are very much In demand, it is even dif- 
ficult to get pork or lamb, Maglarcs said. 


"We're hurting now, but things will be 


n lot worse next week If this keeps up. 
We've got parties reserved with steaks 
and filets. Those people will just have to 
cat fish or chicken," he said. 


Besides minimizing entrees on tho 


menu and in catering services, Tho 
Navarono will just have to serve what 
they have and keep looking for whole- 
salers who will sell them the meat they 
need. 


"We'll hold out as long as we can, but 


wo aren't going to stay open If all we can 
sell is fish. Then we'll just have to close 
down," Maglarcs sold. 


TUB BEEF 'N'BARREL. 1032 E. Hlg- 


pins ltd, will soon have only the barrel if 
they too cannot find the beef they need. 


"But we are going to stay open no mnt- 


ter what. I have to keep open and I have 
to keep going. Help is hard to get and tho 
employes aren't going to wait around If 


we close up," said Jack Mlnollas, buyer. 


Yesterday Mlnollas could get enough 


beef to serve. Today he doesn't know if 
the situation will be the same. 


"I don't know what I'm going to be 


able to get from one day to the next. If 
we can't get one kind of meat we'll take 
it off the menu, but I'll sell whatever I 
have in stock and whatever I can get," 
he said. 


GROCERY STORES have little more 


than restaurants to offer in the way of 
beef. Most of the meat counters are lack- 
Ing their usual display of beef, and from 
day to day, suffer from a rash of custom- 
ers who storm the counters to buy any 
meat that Is available. 


Lcroy Hanson, the meat manager at 


the High-Low Store in the Grove Mall, 
explained that they had received only 
one third of their usual meat supply yes- 
terday and that it "vanished immediate- 
ly" when it was placed on tho meat 
counter. 


"People arc buying the other meats 


like pork and lamb because they can't 
get beef, so we're running out of them. 
But we can get more pork and lamb if 
we need it. We can't get the beef," Han- 
sen said. 


i 


Employes of the meat'dcpartment In 


the Jewel Food Store in the Grove Mall 
also report that they expect dally sup- 
plies of beef, but that they are not get* 
ting them. Their supply of other meats 
like pork and chicken are holding out. 


AXEL BRIX, meat manager at the 


IGA Finer Foods, 49 Park and Shop, said 
that he expected four cattle yesterday 
and ho only received one. 


"That meat went so fast you wouldn't 


believe it. It's really sad. There's no 
beef, and sometimes wo run out of the 
other meats too," Brix said. 


"I don't know how long this Is going to 


last and I don't know what everyone Is 
going to do about it," he said. 


One thing's for certain. No one will be 


eating beef.

Robert Bottger's a master 
Harnessing nature 
with a cloth sail

In tho world of wild wind and water, 


Robert Bottger is a master — he can 
harness nature with cloth. 


In a giant building called a loft, Bolt- 


gcr makes sails to power sailboats. His 
loft, behind a small office near Pratt 
Avenue in the Industrial Park of Elk 
Grove Village, is filled with huge, long 
tables, patterns and designs hanging 
from the walls, and many fans with miles 
of extension cord attached to them. 


The whole operation is called Viking 


Sales, Inc. and it all belongs to Bottger. 


Even before be was born, Bottger's life 


was tied up in sailing and sailboats. 


His parents spent their honeymoon on 


a sailboat, and his father, Christian Bott- 
ger, was an accomplished sailmakcr on 
City Island, N. Y., the center of the 
yachting Industry. 


Christian Bottger's wife was the one 


with the real heritage, however. At the 
age of seven, she had already been 


around the world twice with her father, a 
ship's captain. Her father was more than 
just a sailor, though. "When things got 
quiet, and there was no wind, they would 
lay out the cloth on the ship and begin 
cutting for sails," said Bottger of his fa- 
ther-in-law. 


TODAY. ROBERT BOTTGER is carry- 


ing on the age-old tradition of sail- 
making, learned from his father and his 
uncle, in his own sail loft off Pratt Ave- 
nue In the Centex Industrial District of 
Elk Grove Village. 


Under the name of Viking Sales, Inc., 


he has from eight to 10 people working 
for him. Some are accomplished crafts- 
men who have been with him for many 
years. Several arc college youngsters 
learning the trade, just as Bottger did, at 
the hands of the skilled craftsman. 


Though he was born into the center of 


the yachting industry, Bottger learned 
his sail-making trade in Chicago. 


"My uncle had a sail loft here," he 


said, the hint of the Eastern seaboard 
still in his voice. "Then I went back and 
worked with my father. But I came up 
the easy way. I owned half the business 
when I started," he said. 


At the time Bottger first started in the 


Industry, Egyptian cotton woven in Eng- 
land was the main material used for 
sails. 'It was rather costly," he said 
"Now the sails are almost exclusively 
cut out of dacron. Nylon is used for the 
spinnakers, the large full triangular- 
shaped sail that look almost like a para- 
chute at the top. 


"DUPONT MAKES THE polyester fi- 


bers Howe and Bainbridge of Boston 
fabricate It," Bottger explained. 


According to Bottger, the price for sail- 


cloth is now about the same as it used to 
be for cotton. "Egyptian cotton would 
probably cost about three times as much 
now," he said. 


The dacron will hold up "anywhere 


from three to five to maybe 25 years," 
he said. It lasts a lot longer than the 
cotton. "Cotton is subject to mildew and 
it deteriorates in weathering." he said. 


Most sails today are white opaque be- 


cause It used to be the only color avail- 
able in sailing dacron. It's only recently 
that sail cloth fabric manufacturers have 
been successful In dying the tough dac- 
ron cloth. 


One variation that has been successful 


in the sailcloth is putting plastic "win- 
dows" in the sail so the sailor can see 
better what he Is doing. "Racing boats 
ususally have them," Bottger said. The 
plastic is secured with a ring aroung the 
outer edge sewn into the cloth. 


SAILS THEMSELVES are cut by hand 


from set patterns. "Basically, the design 
is laid out and the sails are made from 
narrow panels," said Bottger. 


The cutting of the sails is done "more 


or less by eye," he said. "It used to be 
considered an art, but the computer is 
helping quite a bit now." The computer 
is used to figure optimum sues and also 
to give the sailmokers the shape of the 
sail. 


All the seaming on the sails is done by 


sewing machine. This may sound like 
progress stepping in, but according to 
Botlger, the seams have been sewn by 
machine since he first began working on 
them In 1937. "Even then, they were al- 
ready seamed by sewing machines," he 
said. 


But there are still a few sails that are 


hand sewn. These are mainly for ships 
that sail on long voyages around the 
world, where a ship has to put up with 
much heavier wear and tear. 


THERE ARE SOME parts of a sail 


that must be sewn by hand, however, 
such as reinforcements where button- 
holes for rings and hooks are placed. To 
sew these parts, the sail makers use 
what is called a sallmaker's palm — In 
effect, a glorified thimble. The palm is a 
leather handle that fits into the palm of 
the hand and has a steel plate in it to 
push the needle against. "You can work 
up a sweat just sewing," joked one of the 
men working on some reinforcements 
around a buttonhole. 


Though Viking Sales Is in Elk Grove 


Village, they ship most of their sails out 
of the immediate area. "Some go to 
Ohio, some to Kansas, some to Texas," 
said Bottger. "Lately, we've doing more 
business with local dealers though." 


When he was younger, Bottger sailed 


in a world championship on the Great 
South Bay on the south shore of Lang 
Island. Today, he's cut his sailing down 
to sailing with customers, however. "It's 
a little tough now to climb out on to 
some of those boats," he laughed. 


Village blood drive in slight slump

"After you do It tho first time, it's a 


breeze," said Mrs. Judy Wesley of Elk 
Grove Village. 


She was referring to donating blood In 


the community blood assurance pro- 
gram, which guarantees free blood for 
transfusions to residents of Elk Grove 
Village If at least 4 per cent of the com- 
munity donates blood sometime during 
the years. 


The blood drive is in the midst of a 


•light slump at the present time, accord- 
ing to tho drive's coordinator, Nnnd 
Vaoderweel, because of the large amount 
of people on vacation. The problem re- 
mains though, to get the "first-time do- 
nor." 


According to Mrs. Vandcrweel and vet- 


eran blood donors, the first-time donor is 
hardest to get because he has the most 
fears, almost all of which are ususally 
unfounded. 


"They fear pain, which they expect Is 


part of tho process," says Mrs. Wesley. 
"And they fear the whole process, usual- 
ly because they are unfamiliar with It." 


ACTUALLY, THE process is simple 


and vltually painless, taking about 10 
minutes. The time from which the donor 
enters to moke his donation to the time 
he leaves after a short rest and a small 
snack Is usually only 30-40 minutes. 


Some think donating blood is Imperson- 


al these days, according to Mrs. Van- 
dcrweel. "But the blood donated in this 
program is used to help people right here 
In the community." 


The new process of freezing blood to 


allow It to be stored longer than the 21 
days for fresh blood still doesn't relieve 
the need for fresh blood donors. 


"Frozen blood can't always be used," 


said Mrs. Vanderweel. "The process of 
thawing the blood is long and delicate, 
which doesn't do you much good in an 


emergency surgery situation." 


THERE ARE MANY benefits to giving 


blood besides the satisfaction that comes 
from helping another human being, as 
Mrs. Violet Dugo of Elk Grove Village 
will attest. 


Mrs. Dugo and her daughter Cheryl 


started donating when the program be- 
gan in January, and In October will be 
donating for the fourth time this year. 
Mrs. Dugo's son, Joseph Jr., also do- 
nated for the first time in April, soon 
after his 18th birthday. Blood donors 
must be at least 18. 


In May, Mrs. Dugo's husband, Joseph, 


had to undergo sugery and required six 
pints of blood. The blood was there and 
the Dugos were not charged for an ex- 
pense that could have run into hundreds 
of dollars. 


Another advantage to donating blood, 


according to Mrs. Vanderweel, is physi- 
cal. "So many people have come up to 


me and said how good they feel after 
donating," said Mrs. Vanderweel. "They 
can't describe It, but they feel better." 


THE FIRST year of this program is 


critical," according to Mrs. Vanderweel, 
"since many people who joined the pro- 
gram this year will renew and dofi.te 
again next year." 


At least 900 units of blood are needed 


this year to keep Elk Grove Village eli- 
gible to participate in the program. 


"With some 12,000 possible adult do- 


nors in the community, I know we'll 
make It," she said. 


"If about 80 more people sign up to 


donate at the next drive in October, we'll 
meet our quote," she said. "Since some 
of the donors won't be accepted for vari- 
ous medical reasons.

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Shysters' No. 1 enemy— village Consumer Fraud 
Office

The Elk Grovo Village Consumer 


Fraud Office is saving area consumers 
an estimated $5,000 a month. 


The office has recently attempted to 


place a dollar value on each of the com- 
plaints it has resolved between con- 
sumers and merchants -In the past six 
months. 


In saving the individual consumer 


money, the office has actually been sav- 
ing money for every consumer each time 
It settles a dispute concerning pieces or 
service. 


"We've had a lot of consumer response 


to our service In Just six months. Our

per cent of complaints Is a little lower 
during the summer months when people 
are vacationing, but the office is serving 
its purpose," said Paul Rettberg, who 
heads the volunteer office of the Elk 
Grove Village branch of the Illinois At- 
torney General's Consumer Fraud and 
Protection Division. 


An average of four personal com- 


plaints are made each Saturday from 9 
a.m. to noon at the office In the village 
hall, 901 Wellington, Room 105. 


WITH THE OFFICE open only 12-15 


hours a month, 30 per cent of the com- 
plaints received have to do with the ser- 
vicing or warranty of cars. Another ma- 


jor area of complaints regards home pur- 
chases and improvements. 


Although the cases of actual fraud re- 


ported are very few, most of the con- 
sumers complain about the poor service 
or workmanship they are receiving. In 
this case, the office functions as a liaison 
between the consumer and the merchant 
or company to try to make a compro- 
mise. 


"One bad area that we can't help the 


consumer on so much is real estate. Illi- 
nois real estate purchases are not cov- 
ered in the consumer fraud act and 
that's definitely where we need legisla- 
tion to protect the Illinois consumer who 


is interested in buying land in his own 
state," Rettberg said. 


AFTER A home has been built, Rett- 


burg explained it is difficult to get a 
contractor to come back out to that 
house and repair defects. Correcting bad 
workmanship and returning'to do work 
under a warranty are the two biggest 
problems that consumers seem to have 
with contractors. 


"It is a Ijss to the contractor to make 


the repairs under a warranty because 
they are not being paid for their time 
and they'd rather be building something 
new that they are being paid for," Rett- 
berg said. 


Many times, contractors do not have 


homes completed as specified to the 
homebuyer at the time of purchase. Af- 
ter a down payment has been made, a 
contract signed, and a former home sold 
and moved from, a consumer has no- 
where to go if his new home is not fin- 
ished on time, Rettberg said. 


"There are just plenty of problems 


that people can get themselves into with 
contractors and merchants and different 
service companies. The best thing is to 
be cautious and when a consumer has a 
complaint, to come in and file a written 
complaint with us. We'll try to do the 
best we can to resolve the matter," Rett- 
berg said.

Computer to be village's mechanical friend 


In these times of growing communities 


and mass paper work, It could be said 
that man's best friend is a computer. 


Elk Grove Village residents and mu- 


nicipal employes will soon be ex- 
periencing the benefits of having an op- 
erational mechanical companion that will 
ultimately save them money and time. 


The computer, due to arrive in Septem- 


ber, can be rented in one of two man- 
ners. The village could rent the IBM ma- 
chine alone for $1,368 a month. Or, for 
$35,000, the computer could be rented for 
the fiscal year. That annual total would 
also Include the salary of the data pro- 
cessing supervisor and the computer 
equipment rental cost for 12-month peri- 
od. 


The computer will not replace the jobs 


of municipal employes, resulting In staff 
cuts. Instead, U will prevent the village 
from having to hire additional employes 
to handle the Increasing paper work, 


thus saving village taxpayers money. 


THIS IS ONE major justifications for 


the renting of the computer, according to 
George C. Coney, director fo finance. 


"As an example, seven employes of the 


village finance department have spent 
351 hours a month handling things like 
billing, bookkeeping, investments, and 
statistics for three years." 


"If the computer is .used to handle 


standard jobs like payroll and billing, 
that would save finance employes 275 
hours a month that they could use more 
effectively than to simply operate a vast 
number of machines and devote many 
hours to hand-figuring and paperwork." 


Without the computer to take over 


these "mundane but necessary chores," 
the finance department alone would have 
to employ one or two more people to help 
with the increasing paperwork, Coney 
said. 


AS THE MANAGEMENT for the village 


becomes more complex/ and as its econo- 
my and population keep fluctuating, a 
speedy processing and accurate record 
of information is essential, Coney said. 


"All information will be punched on 


data processing cards and fed into the 
computer, where it will be stored for 
quick reference or tabulation. All em- 
ployes will be trained to use the comput- 
er to their benefit," Coney said. 


Other northwest suburban municipal- 


ities are already enjoying the benefits of 
a computer companion. Palatine and 
Schaumburg both have been utilizing the 
IBM System 3 computer for municipal 
work. 


Coney says that he never could justify 


the cost of a computer, but, "now I see 
that it would be economically feasible to 
have one working for us In the village. 
It's the only way we are going to keep up 
with all of the work." 


Some of the first jobs that the comput- 


er will take care of besides the recording 
of one or two year's work of municipal 
records for storage, will be payroll ac- 
counting water billing, accounts payable 
and budgetary accounts. 


"BESIDES BEING able to use any 


time for instant reference or comparison 
of statistics, it will be used to update 
lists of vehicle or pet registrations, statis- 
tical and accident reports for the police 
department, and parking ticket account- 
ing," Coney said. 


It will do all of the work and final 


drafting to produce reports for payroll 
accounting, accounts payable, and budg- 
etary accounting. 


"There will be no limit to bow we, the 


village, will be able to utilize this com- 
puter to save money and time. It will 
take a little time to get our previous pa- 
perwork transferred to the date cards, 
but once that is done, all departments 
will be regularly served by the comput- 
er," Coney said. 


ners will have their works and pictures 
on display along with the national sci- 
ence fiction writers. 


"We're also interested in making a

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Hey9 students, want to smoke? Get parent permission first 


Student* In High School Dlst. 211 will 


need their parents' permission to enter 
student smoking areas on the school 
grounds next year. 


The Dlst. 211 Board or Education Tues- 


day revised the smoking policy to Include 
the parental permission clause In re- 
sponse to a report from the district's dis- 
cipline committee. The board also told 
the administration to spend funds for Im- 
provement of the smoking areas at all 
five schools and to hire part-time em- 
ployes to police the areas. 


Bruce Altcrgott, associate superintend- 


ent and chairman of the committee, said 
revisions in student discipline policies on 
absence, tardiness and smoking, are nec- 
essary because "the student Is becoming 


less and less responsible for his own ac- 
tions." 


Student smoking areas in the schools 


have become a problem because "stu- 
dents have not accepted their responsi- 
bility for keeping the area clean," Alter- 
gott said. 


THE DISCIPLINE committee, made 


up of school principals, district adminis- 
trators and board members, recommend- 
ed that student smoking be discouraged 
by requiring students to receive parental 
permission to enter the smoking area in 
the district's five high schools. 


The rule "will Involve quite a bit of 


supervision," said Altergott, but it is 
"worth enforcing. Students shouldn't be 
allowed to do something at school that 


they're not allowed to do at home." 


Board member Anna Countryman, 


member of the committee, said "I think 
we all felt that this would cut down on 
the young smoker." 


The board approved the policy revision 


Tusday to give the district enough time 
to send the permission form to parents 
along with other required forms com- 
pleted by parents at the beginning of the 
school year. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS hope to code stu- 


dent Identification cards to show which 
students are allowed to enter the smok- 
ing areas. Students caught In the smok- 
ing area without permission will be pe- 
nalized whether they are actually smok- 
ing or not. 


Penalties for violation of the smoking 


policy remain the same as last year with 
a three-day suspension and parent con- 
ference for the first offense, five days 
and a conference for the second, and the 
student's appearance before the board of 
education with a recommendation for ex- 
pulsion for the third offense. The penal- 
ties will apply equally to students caught 
In the smoking area without permission 
and students caught smoking in an unau- 
thorized area. 


Altergott said the administration plans 


to spend about $2,400 in three schools for 
blacktopping to improve the appearance 
of the smoking area and about $8,100 in 
salary for personnel policing the area. 


DIST. 211 established smoking areas 


outside the buildings in 1971 after home- 
owners near Fremd High School com- 
plained that students were smoking on 
their property. Until now any student has 
been allowed to use the smoking areas. 


Policy revisions on tardiness and ab- 


sence were discussed by the board and 
committee and will be acted upon by the 
board in coming months. Basically, the 
revisions call for more involvement by 
parents In student absence and tardiness 
problems. Parents would be notified after 
the sixth absence and the third tardy. 


IN OTHER ACTION Tuesday night, 


the board told its architects to hire an 
independent testing laboratory to test 


fireproofing material on the ceiling cl 
Hoffman Estates High School which is 
now under construction. 


The material, which is adhered to the 


steel deck roof of the top floor and cov- 
ered by a false ceiling, has come loose in 
small places and dropped on the ceiling 
and floor. Architects want the lab to test 
the material and adhesive to find out 
why it isn't sticking. 


The architects said the school is more 


than 90 per cent completed and will be 
open for fall classes which begin Septem- 
ber 4. The fire alarm system will be fin- 
ished next week and the public address 
system will be operating by Sept. 1, ar- 
chitects said.

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Palatine Rd. work 
by Winston Park 
to begin soon 


Construction may begin later this 


month on the $1 million widening of Pal- 
atine Road near the Winston Park subdi- 
vision in Palatine. 


A low bid of $497,514 for the project 


was submitted this week by Engclhardt 
Inc., Mundclcln. The contract Is expected 
to be awarded in three to four weeks, 
with construction beginning shortly after 
that. 


Construction Is expected to take 100 


working days, pushing completion to at 
least Into January, and possibly later, 
depending on weather conditions. Traffic 
will bo permitted to use the road during 
construction. 


Tho Engclhardt bid represents half the 


cost of the road Improvements. The fed- 
eral government will provide the remain- 
ing half. 


Tho project involves the widening of 


Palatine Road from two to four lanes be- 
tween Winston and Williams drives. Cur- 
rently the road narrows at the Winston 


Drive Intersection, and traffic is often 
backed up. 


THE NEW 1,800-foot four-lane stretch 


will be separated by a barrier median. 
Traffic signals and pedestrian lights will 
be installed at the Winston Drive cross- 
ing, which is currently controlled by 
four-way stop signs.

Left-turn lanes will be provided at both 


the Williams and Winston Drive inter- 
sections of Palatine Road, and the pre- 
sent frontage roads will bo retained, with 
somo modification. 


When completed, tlio Palatine Road- 


Winston Drive Intersection will resemble 
the Palatine Road-Kcnnicott Avenue In- 
tersection to the oast. 


The Engclhardt bid was the lowest of

Village gas supply halved; 
trucks' tanks to run dry soon 


The regular monthly gasoline supply 


for Palatine police squad cars and public 
works trucks has been sliced in half, 
with the likely result that the village will 
run out of gas In about three weeks. 


Public Works Director James Bennett 


yesterday said the village may be forced 
to buy additional gasoline from area ser- 
vice stations because of the cutback In 
the village's regular 10,000-gallon month- 
ly allotment from Cltgo. 


Tho extra expense this month would 


cost the village about $280, the difference 
between buying 2,000 gallons — the vil- 
lage's normal weekly gasollno demand — 
at pump prices, 40 cents a gallon, and 
the contracted price with Cltgo, ai cents 
a gallon. 


Bennett predicted village gas tanks 


would run dry in about three weeks be- 
cause Cltgo, hampered by the nationwide 
gas shortage, will be able to provide only 
5,000 gallons to Palatine this month. 


The village has another 1,000 gallons 


left over, and together the 6,000 gallons 
should last until about Aug. 22, Bennett 
said. 


He said the village would resort to pur- 


chasing gas from service stations before 
allowing any cutback in village services. 


Village employes already have been in- 


structed by Bennett to turn off the en- 
gines whenever they leave their vehicles 
to preserve gas. 


The village maintains more than 80 ve- 


hicles, in the police, public works, fire 
and building departments.

Sketches and plans for a new Palatine 


Library building will be examined next 
week by library board members at their 
Wednesday meeting. 


Architect Charles Cedarholm will pre- 


sent several proposed layouts then that 
fit the space requirements set by a board 
committee. The building will be two sto- 
ries high with room for future expansion. 


"We're going to leave quite a large 


area in the building and not develop it," 
library board member Gerald McElroy 
said yesterday. McElroy heads the com- 
mittee to determine space needs In the 
new facility. 


NO SPECIFIC cost of the new building 


has been set yet, but McElroy indicated 
that it would be "considerably less" than 
the amount rejected in a 1968 referen- 
dum. 


Library board members are taking a 


different approach to this referendum, 
which will probably go to the voters 
sometime in October. The 1968 vote in- 
cluded land purchase and building costs, 
for a total of $2.28 million. Grants and 
the possible sale of the library's present 
site brought the referendum down to $1.8 
million, gut voters rejected the plans by 
nearly a ten to one majority. A 1969 ref- 
erendum to purchase land was also de- 
feated. 


This time, the library board purchased 


a 1%-acre site for a new library through 
funds it bad budgeted during previous 


years. When voters decide this referen- 
dum, they will have to vote only on 
whether the building should be construct- 
ed, without the added cost of land acqui- 
sition. 


IN AN EFFORT to get feedback from 


the community on the new library, Ward 
members have mailed approximately 
1,200 surveys at random to Palatine resi- 
dents. Results of that survey will be 
ready sometime this month..

The library has,been in a remodeled 


brick house at 149 N. Brockway St. since 
1958. An addition was built in the 1960s, 
but the library is still severely cramped 
for shelf space.

Lack of space has caused the Palatine 


Library to fall behind in offering the rec- 
ommended number of books and other 
materials, based on Illinois Library As- 
sociation standards.

Despite written agreements 
School district can't get 
money developers pledged

Officials of School Dlst. 23 have been 


unable to collect thousands of dollars of 
donations promised by major developers 
building In tho southern portion of Wheel- 
ing. 


While the school district holds written 


agreements with t«o of the developers 
for a total of $11.550, Supt. Edward 
Grodsky said the district has not re- 
ceived nny of the promised money. "So 
far ue'vo never collected o penny," he 
said. 


Tho donations to local schools arc not 


required by law In Wheeling. Local 
school districts, however, have long 
pushed for such donations to provide tho 
schools with operating revenue until 
property taxes can be collected on new 
developments. It usually takes at least a 
year for new developments to appear on 
the tax rolls. 


ONE OF THE Dlst. 23 agreements, 


dated May 7,1971, is with George Manda 
and John Corso, developers of the VIP 
Apartments on lllntz Road. Tho agree- 
ment states that the developers will do- 
nate a specified amount for each apart- 
ment "in lieu of property." 


For the VIP complex, the figure was 


$23 for each one-bedroom apartment and 
$50 for each two-bedroom apartment in 
total of four buildings, the full donation 
for tho project was supposed to be $7,300. 


According to the aggrccmcnt, tho de- 


velopers Vicro supposed to make their do- 
nation "at the time tho builders make 
application for occupancy permits." Oc- 
cupancy permits for two of the buildings 
were granted In 1972, while permits for 
two more buildings were issued in June. 


When asked about tho donations, devel- 


oper George Manda said that his partner 
was handling the matter and was out of 
town. He said he had no Idea of the stat- 
us of the promised donation. 


A SECOND agreement, dated Oct. 12, 


1971, Is with John Glorloso and Associ- 
ates, developers of the Pleasant Run

21, said some of the de- 
velopers in his district have reneged on 
their donation agreements. Dist. 21 
serves the northern portion of Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove and parts of other nearby 
communities.

the remaining land. Thornton expressed 
hope the 86 acres would eventually be 
declared surplus also. 


Should the district acquire the entire 


138-acre site, the Army held land would 
be integrated into a full IB-hole golf 
course, Thornton said. The 13 acres to be 
deeded over next week would remain In 
passive use, he said.

Recreation and the Army are also ex- 
pected to attend the ceremony in addi- 
tion to Crane and Mrs. Armstrong, who 
heads the Federal Property Council.

Tho ceremony will bo at 10 a.m., across 


from Northwest Community Hospital, on 
Central Road, west of Fernandez. Tho 
public Is invited. 


Tho L-shapcd tract of land was de-

excess Involves polling all departments 
and agencies at the federal level. If none 
claim tho land, it is declared surplus, at 
which point tho parks can gain title. Tho 
entire process can take several months. 


Thornton said Rep. Crano also is In-

High schools find fuel supply slipping

The fuel oil tank at Elk Grove High 


School Is bone dry and High School Dlst. 
214 officials aren't sure yet where they'll 
get the oil to nil It this fall. 


The situation at Wheeling and Arling- 


ton high schools which also use fuel oil Is 
not quite so crucial, according to Tom 
Cosgrove, director of physical plant for 
the district, because they have some oil 
left over from last year. 


However the act the district received 


no bids this summer the first time It 
tried to buy fuel oil and only now has a 
tentative verbal commitment from a sup- 
plier pinpoints the way the national fuel 
shortage may be affecting schools this 
fall. 


In the Northwest suburbs, only Dlst. 


214 Is Immediately concerned about the 
shortage of fuel oil because three of their 
eight schools use It. Most other schools In 
the area arc heated with natural gas and 
officials in districts that do have smaller 
schools heated with oil say they have had 
no problem with supplies. 


HIGH SCHOOL Dlst. 211, however, has 


been told they will have only 90 per cent 
of the amount ot gasoline for school 
buses that they had lost September. 
Supt. Richard Kobe told the Dlst. 211 
board this week the district's gasoline 
supplier has advised them to cut back on 
their use by 8 to 10 per cent. 


Spokesmen for private bus companies 


which sell services to school districts 
which, unlike Dlst. 211, do not own buses, 
said so far they have hod no difficulty 
getting gasoline. 


"We're knocking on wood," said a rep- 


resentative of Davtdsmcyer Bus Co. In 
Elk Grove Village. 


Officials at Rltzenthaler Bus Co. In Ar- 


lington Heights said that company's sup- 
plier almost ran out of gas earlier this 
year, but the company sent a letter to 
the federal Office of Oil and Gas asking 
for a priority allotment and has received 
It. The office administers a voluntary 
fuel allotment system for the federal 
government. 


Cosgrove said Dlst. 214 does not know 


how soon It will have a firm commitment 
for fuel oil for Elk Grove, Arlington and 
Wheeling high schools. 


THE MAIN PROBLEM right now, Cos- 


grove said, Is tho one supplier who has 
said he expects to have fuel oil has said 
his oil will have a higher sulphur content 
that the district usually buys. As a re- 
sult, ho said, environmental protection 
agencies may say the oil contributes too 
much to air pollution when burned. 


"I think we arc going to be able to 


open school," Cosgrove said. He also 
said the district may be able to make 
mechanical changes In its heating plants 


to cut down on pollution caused by the 
high sulphur fuel oil 


While waiting for a final commitment 


on the oil supply for next year, Cosgrove 
and other district officials have under- 
taken a study of all the district's energy 
needs at the direction of the school 
board. 
' 
- 


Right now, the study Is focusing on 


Hersey High School, where electrical 
bills have long been higher than those for 
other schools. So far, Cosgrove said, he 
has checked lighting at the school to see 
whether it could be dimmed. He is now 
planning to run tests to see how much 
electrlty various ports of the building 
such as the kitchen and alr-condlUonlng 
systems lake. 


"I WANT TO know what the power re- 


quirements of the different systems are 
In case we have to make a choice of 
what to shut off to conserve power," he 
said. 


So far neither Dlst. 214 nor any other 


districts have received any warnings 
from Commonwealth Edison on elec- 
tricity or from Northern Illinois Gas Co. 
on natural gas. However, Cosgrove said 
this year he will study the various al- 
ternatives, from shutting down buildings 
at night to curtailing machine shop 
classes, that might save on gas and elec- 
tricity If the need arises. 


On the state level, state school Supt. 


Michael Bakalis earlier this week an- 
nounced a program to help school dis- 
tricts cope with a fuel crisis this winter. 
The program Includes making a survey 
of school energy needs statewide, meet- 
ing with fuel dealers to determine what 
supplies are available and compiling 
guidelines for conservation of fuel. 


In addition, Bakalis has asked federal 


officials to begin a mandatory fuel allo- 
cation program to replace the voluntary 
allocations now made by the Office of Oil 
and Gas. 


Personal surveillance restraints urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two separate 


moves ore being proposed here to protect 
Americans against Invasions of their 
privacy by "Big Brother" surveillance 
on tho part of the government on others. 


Sen. Sam. J. Ervln Jr., D-N.C., chair- 


man of tho Senate Watergate committee, 
Introduced legislation Tuesday to outlaw 
spying on civilians by the military. 


And a government advisory panel 


urged restraints on use of Social Security 
numbers and collection of Information on 
Individuals In computer date banks oper- 
ated by government or private organiza- 
tions. 


EKVIN'S bill grew out of a three-year 


study by a Senate constitutional rights 
subcommittee which he heads. Tho Pen- 
tagon adopted regulations against mili- 
tary surveillance of ordinary civilians In 
1971. But Ervln said disclosure .of a 
White House domestic Intelligence pro- 
gram during tho Watergate Investigation 


Mitchell of fostering Invasions of privacy 
by Increasing the government's use of 
wiretapping and by pressing for prac- 
tices such as preventive detention and 
"no-knock" police entries. 


It said Mitchell "greatly expanded fed- 
eral surveillance of cltlgens thought to 
be threats to Internal security, Justifying 
his action on the theory that the exccu- 
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tlve has inherent and discretionary pow- 
er to protect itself." 


Panel chairman Willis H. Ware said 


the appendix, written by the'Nongovern- 
mental Lawyers' Committee for Civil 
Rights Under Law, did not necessarily 
reflect the opinion of the panel but was 
included as "a paper that deserves to be 
read."

Ills subcommittee's report said: "At

It was not unusual to find In the 
Army files details of one's membership, 
associations, remarks, published state- 
ments, attendance at meetings, personal 
finances, sexual activities, arrests, and 
personality quirks preserved in ever- 
lasting perpetuity." 


THE ARMY snooped on civilians with 


tho stated aim of keeping track of those 
who might cause riots or demonstrations 
which It might be called upon to control. 
Ervln's bill would limit such surveillance 
to cases of criminal conduct on military 
Installations and civilians seeking em- 
ployment with tho armed forces. 


Meanwhile, an advisory committee of 


lawyers, educators, .computer Industry 
executives and others, reported Tuesday 
to the Deportment of Health, Education 
and Welfare (HEW) that the "Big Broth- 
er" In George Orwell's book, "IBM," 
may not remain entirely fiction. 


It warned that increasing use of Social 


Security numbers and collection of credit 
Information In data banks threatens on 
"Information tyranny that could lock ev- 
ery citizen into his past." 


IT ItECOMMENDED legislation grant- 


ing an Individual the right to refuse to 
give his Social Security number to some- 
one not entitled to It by federal law. It 
urged creation of a Federal Code of Fair 
Information Practice to outlaw any se- 
cret personal data-keeping systems. 


"The public fear of a 'Big Brother' sys- 


tem." it said, "in effect a pervasive net- 
work of Intelligence dossiers, focuses on 
tho computer. But It includes other mar- 
vels of Twentieth Century engineering, 
such as tho telephone tap, the wireless 
microphone, the automatic surveillance 
camera, and tho rest of the modern In- 
vestigator's technical equipage."

Hey, students, want to smoke? Get parent permission first 


Students In High School Dlst. 211 will 


need Ihclr parents' permission to enter 
student smoking areas on the school 
grounds next year. 


The Dlst. 211 Board of Education Tues- 


day revised the smoking policy to Include 
the parental permission clause In re- 
sponse to a report from the district's dis- 
cipline committee. The board also told 
the administration to spend funds for im- 
provement of the smoking areas at all 
five schools and to hire part-time em- 
ployes to police the areas. 


Bruce Altergott, associate superintend- 


ent and chairman of the committee, said 
revisions In student discipline policies on 
absence, tardiness and smoking, aro nec- 
essary because "the student Is becoming 


less and less responsible for his own ac- 
tions." 


Student smoking areas In the schools 


have become a problem because "stu- 
dents have not accepted their responsi- 
bility for keeping the area clean," Alter- 
gott said. 


THE DISCIPLINE committee, made 


up of school principals, district adminis- 
trators and board members, recommend- 
ed that student smoking be discouraged 
by requiring students to receive parental 
permission to enter the smoking area In 
the district's five high schools. 


The rule "will involve quite a bit of 


supervision," said Altergott, but it is 
"worth enforcing. Students shouldn't be 
allowed to do something at school that 


they're not allowed to do at home." 


Board member Anna Countryman, 


member of the committee, said "I think 
we all felt that this would cut down on 
the young smoker." 


The board approved the policy revision 


Tusday to give the district enough time 
to send the permission form to parents 
along with other required forms com- 
pleted by parents at the beginning of the 
school year. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS hope to code stu- 


dent identification cards to show which 
students are' allowed to enter the smok- 
ing areas. Students caught in the smok- 
ing area without permission will be pe- 
nalized whether they are actually smok- 
ing or not. 


Penalties for violation of the smoking 


policy remain the same as last year with 
a three-day suspension and parent con- 
ference for the first offense, five days 
and a conference for the second, and the 
student's appearance before the board of 
education with a recommendation for ex- 
pulsion for the third offense. The penal- 
ties will apply equally to students caught 
in the smoking area without permission 
and studerits caught smoking in an unau- 
thorized area. 


Altergott said the administration plans 


to spend about $2,400 in three schools for 
blacktopping to improve the appearance 
of the smoking area and about $8,100 in 
salary for personnel policing the area. 


DIST. 211 established smoking areas 


outside the buildings In 1971 after home- 
owners near Fremd High School com- 
plained that students were smoking on 
their property. Until now any student has 
been allowed to use the smoking areas. 


Policy revisions on tardiness and ab- 


sence were discussed by the board and 
committee and will be acted upon by the 
board in coming months. Basically, the 
revisions call for more Involvement by 
parents in student absence and tardiness 
problems. Parents would be notified after 
the sixth absence and the third tardy. 


IN OTHER ACTION Tuesday night, 


the board told its architects to hire an 
Independent testing laboratory to test 


fireproofing material on the ceiling of 
Hoffman Estates High School which is 
now under construction. 


The material, which Is adhered to the 


steel deck roof of the top floor and cov- 
ered by a false ceiling, has come loose in 
small places and dropped on the celling 
and floor. Architects want the lab to test 
the material and adhesive to find out 
why it isn't sticking. 


The architects said the school is more 


than 90 per cent completed and will be 
open for fall classes which begin Septem- 
ber 4. The fire alarm system will be fin- 
ished next week and the public address 
system will be operating by Sept. 1, ar- 
chitects said.

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Expansion ahead for park program

Plans for a major park development 


program to cost in excess of $1.5 million 
will bo announced In coming weeks by 
the Schaumburg Park District. 


The project, which will require voter 


approval, will include the development of 
neighborhood parks, new tennis courts, 
an Indoor swimming pool, a removable 
enclosure for Atchcr Pool, land acquisi- 
tion and a maintenance facility. 


Park District Director Paul Dcrda said 


the project represents the second phase 
of the park district's cnpltol improve- 
ments program. Voters approved a $1.2 
million referendum package In early 1070. 
He estimated the planned Improvements 


will cost In excess of $1.5 million. He 
said a referendum will probably be held 
in early fall. 


WHILE COMPLETE details have not 


been finalized, Derda said the project Is 
based on a master plan developed by the 
park district several years ago. 


"We have also used a recent attitude 


and Interest survey and person register- 
ing for our recreations programs to help 
determine the needs of the area," Derda 
said. 


Nearly 30 per cent of the 5,000 persons 


polled throughout the district returned 
the survey. The results revealed an In- 
door swimming pool, neighborhood parks, 
tennis courts,' picnic areas, an outdoor 


swimming pool and bike trails were the 
most popular Improvement requested by 
the residents. 


Current park plans call for an in- 


flatable structure to be used at Atcher 
Pool for year-round swimming there. Not 
only could instructional and recreation 
programs be offered by the district, but 
the school system might also use the 
pool, said Derda. 


THE POOL AND bath house are al- 


ready heated and the enclosure, which 
would cost about $50,000, would be about 
a tenth of the cost of .a permanent indoor 
pool, Derda said. 


The enclosure would be removed dur- 


ing the summer, he added.

area," commentee Jaycee Pres. Jim Ro- 
gers. He urged organizations and Individ- 
uals to scour their homes, yards and ga- 
rages for items to sell.

JIM BURTON, project chairman, sees 


the sale as "a vehicle for people to pre- 
sent their unwanted articles to a large 
buying crowd."

"This may not be a very glamorous 


Item, but without the facility we would 
be hard pressed to do an adequate job in 
maintaining our park areas. 


THE DISTRICT IS also planning a 


land acquisition program. Derda said the 
district is looking for land to supplement 
builder donations and for the proposed 
Spring Valley Nature Restoration Area 
in the eastern section of the district. 


"We believe the program represents 


what the community wants In the way of 
recreational facilities and we hope that 
the community will support this pro- 
gram," Derda said. 


A large number of informational meet- 


ings will be planned in the next several 
months to better Inform the public on 
the project, Derda said. 


While the complete breakdown on the 


cost of the project and an estimate of the 
increases in taxes Is not complete, Derda 
said a detailed report on finances would 
be announced In the next few weeks. 


They'd prefer not to lake it 
Ex-public works employes on welfare

Dave Eversolo thinks ho can make It 


among the unemployed for up to three 
months, If he economizes and isn't hit 
with any emergency expenses. 


Eversole is one of 20 full-time employ- 


es fired from the public works depart- 
ment In Hoffman Estates as retribution 
for a one-day strike July 19. 


He is among the luckier ones. 
FOR BOB GAMBREL and Barry 


Shealy, the crisis Is already here. Gam- 
brel Is making It through this week only 
with the help of Schaumburg Township's 
public assistance program, or as Gam- 
brel puts It more bluntly, welfare. 


Shealy wants the help of welfare too, 


but Isn't sure he can get It, or when. 


Neither man has ever accepted welfare 


before. They would prefer not to take it 
now. 


More than anything, they would like to 


return to their jobs. 


"That's all I want," said Gambrel. 
Gambrel, 22, has five solid reasons for 


wanting to work — a wife and four chil- 
dren. 


THESE DAYS, the menu at the Gam- 


brel bouse is down to soup, he said. 
Gambrel bid savings of about $150 when 
the village board fired him and 19 other 
full-time men. His "savings were ex- 
tinguished" fast, and today marks the 
due date for his $250 per month house 
rent. Welfare will help with rent and util- 
ities, he said. 


But school Is coming up soon, and 


three of the Gambrel children will go. He 
(our youngsters are aged 10, eight and 


seven years and IB-months. The older 
ones, Mrs. Cambrel's by a previous mar- 
riage, will need physical and dental ex- 
aminations before they go to school. 
Book fees will be due. 


"It all has to be done," said Gambrel. 


But other normal back-to-school ex- 
penditures may not be made. In Cam- 
brel's family, children usually start a 
school year with new shoes and a few 
new clothes. They probably won't this 
year. 


Cambrel said he won't settle for anoth- 


er job In this area, although he does not 
intend to stay on welfare. If he doesn't 
get his village job back, he plans to leave 
the state. 


WORKING FOR the government in Il- 


linois is "just like living in a military 
state," said Gambrel. Public employes 
do not have the same rights as other 
workers, and face severe penalties for 
striking. 


But Gambrel claims he didn't strike 


the day the employes called a "blue flu" 
type work stoppage. He bad been injured 
In an accident the previous day — a 
concrete block fell on his foot. When the 
other employes were calling in sick, 
Gambrel was looking for a doctor. He 
didn't find one, and ended up going to a 
hospital emergency room the next day to • 
have bis foot X-rayed. By Saturday 
night, two days after the "strike," Gam- 
brcl had been told the village fired ev- 
eryone. 


And Gambrel does not quarell with the 


village taking action against (be employ- 
es. He just disputes the severity of the 
action. 


"People should know the effect on the 


families from her (Mayor Virginia Hay- 
ter's) hasty decision. There's other ways 
we could have been reprimanded," said 
Gambrel, suggesting the village could 
have docked the men's pay, or chosen 
another recourse. 


GAMBREL SAID he really doesn't 


know If he would have gone on strike, If 
he already had not been off for his in- 
jury. "I believe I would have thought of 
my family," he said. 


The future looks bleak for Gambrel 


now. He's, never been fired from a job 
before. He's never been-on welfare be- 
fore. A plan he and his wife shared to 
buy a home Is abandoned now. But he 
thinks some other employes may be in 
even more stringent financial straits. 


Shealy Is one of those. He and his wife 


moved into a new home seven months 
ago. They are committed to house pay- 
ments — $218 a month. And they still 
have more than a year to go on a $1,000 
loan for the down payment. 


Shealy and his wife will celebrate the 


first birthday of their only child this 
month and are expecting their second 
child. 


"It's kind of unbelievable," be said. "I 


stilt kind of believe It's a dream." 


SHEALY WAS starting his fifth year 


working for the village, and had ad- 
vanced to the level of vehicle mainte- 
nance coordinator, In charge of ordering 
gas and parts, keeping records of repairs 
on village vehicles and overseeing in- 
ventories. He talks of emergency calls to 
which be responded in early morning 
hours, and remembers when Mayor Hay- 


ter was a trustee, in charge of the 
board's public works committee. She isn't 
the same person now, he said. 


"It's irrational. I don't understand her 


view," he said. "Giving we made a mis- 
take, a reprimand was due us. But the 
ultimate?" 


Shealy never imagined he would be 


fired from his village job. "I expected to 
retire from the village. I never thought 
of getting another job," he said. Now 
that he hasn't got a job, "I'm completely 
dead," he said. 


When the board voted to fire the men, 


Shealy had exactly $50 In savings. All his 
money "went into the house," he said. 
Now he may lose the bouse. 


SHEALY APPLIED for welfare from 


Schaumburg Township too, but found he 
could not receive it because his home is 
just outside township lines. 


He's waiting now to see if Hanover 


Township welfare will be available to 
him. And Shealy said he too will hold out 
for his old job as long as he can. He will 
not look for work elsewhere, "not as long 
as there's hope of coming back here," he 
said. 


And Shealy still doesn't understand 


why he was fired. 


"It's so maddening' — a person can 


just say 'you're out' She won't think of 
all the times you came out She will just 
think of the one mistake you made, and 
forget all the good things you've done," 
said Shealy. And like Gambrel and Ever- 
sole and the other men who have been 
fired, Shealy is looking for help from any 
source. 


"I just hope somebody will intervened

Village wins 2nd weed battle 


by NANCY COWGER 


Hoffman Estates has won the second 


round in the weed-cutting battle of 1973. 
But there is still a third round to go be- 
fore a winner is declared, be it weeds or 
village. 


The problem weeds grow in rights-of- 


way along state roads. The state high- 
way department is responsible for mow- 
ing them, and handles that duty through 
contract. The contract for state routes 
through Hoffman Estates provides for 
mowings three times a year. 


The second mowing has just been com- 


pleted — but only after repeated phone 
calls to the state from village officials. 
The same all-out offensive was required 
to get the first mowing done. While wait- 
ing for the mowings, the village received 
numerous complaints from citizens and 
Its own official personnel. 


The weeds were growing so high they 


obstructed vision at intersections, and 
presented a hazard to drivers, especially 
to drivers of small-low-slung cars — or 
so the complaints ran. 


SPECIFIC PROBLEM areas were 


along Higgins and Roselle roads. At one 
village board meeting, Trustee Bruce 
Lind told of his own experience in nearly 
colliding with a small yellow sports car, 
which he nicknamed "the caterpillar." 


Lind said he nearly scooped up the ca- 


terpillar on his own car's front bumper 
and carried it off to Woodfield with him. 
He had been unable to see the auto until 
it was directly in front of him, he said. 
And Lind blamed the tall grasses along 
Higgins Road. 


Police Chief John O'Connell describes 


the weed situation as "a constant prob- 
lem," but does not restrict the problem 
to state roadsi Occasional lots throughout 
the village are sore spots because of the 
reluctance of the owners to take a pass 
over the yard with a lawn mower, he 
said. 


But O'Connell also singled out Higgins 


Road for special comment. "There's no 
question In my mind that the weeds 
could obstruct the view and cause an ac- 
cident along Higgins, before they were 
cut," said the chief. 


Higgins Road was mowed in mid-July. 


Roselle Road received its second clip job 
Friday, and its first was back in April. 


BUT EVEN BEFORE the two road 


rlghts-of-way were mowed, vision was 
not obstructed, according to Robert 
Washburn, field engineer with the state 
highway department working out of the 
Arlington Heights Office. 


Washburn said he never lets the weeds 


get high enough to cut off vision for any 
less than 700 feet. He drives around his 
territory checking weed heights from the 
driver's seat of his car, and occasionally 
borrows a small foreign car just to be 
sure everyone can see. 


He recalled conversations with the 


Hoffman Estates critics. "They said it 
was dangerous, so I went out," he added. 


"I could see as far down the road as 


necessary. I've never seen the weeds 
high enough to cause any blind spots. I 
check from the car, and if they're (the 
weeds) up to the window I figure the 
grass would be interfering," Washburn 
said. "They've never been above my 
window," he added. 


When he went out with the foreign car 


last time, said Washburn, he could see 
the prescribed 700 feet, and "you can't 
see any further without weeds." 


OCCASIONALLY, contractors get be- 


hind in their mowing because of weather 
problems, said Washburn. When they do, 
the state sends out its own people to mow 
the rlghts-of-way by hand, "because of 
the hazard," he said. But except in those 
rare circumstances, he said, the mowing 
Is done according to schedules specified 
in the contracts, and the schedules are 
"pretty well covered." 


Washburn said the contract for the 


Hoffman Estates area is held by Central 
Landscaping, Inc., of Chicago, and is 
part of 700 acres Central is under con- 
tract to mow. Washburn did not know the 
contract price. 


Neither did officials from Central 


Landscaping, contacted yesterday. An 
accountant with the firm said they han- 
dled many state mowing contracts, but 
he was not sure Hoffman Estates' state 
routes were among them. 


THE ACCOUNTANT did say, however, 


the contract does not specify any week- 
cutting schedule, but only states how 


many times each area must be mowed 
during a summer. 


With Higgins and Roselle due for three 


monings a year, they are to be cut one 
more time between now and the first 
frost. 


The village won't cut the weeds be- 


cause it costs money, and because it 
does not have the proper equipment, said 
Streets Supt. Kenneth Dean. The steep 
banks along Higgins make specially-de- 
signed machinery a requisite. 


And homeowners are advised not to 


cut it, as one resident near the Roselle- 
Bradley intersection reported. He cut the 
weeds himself three summers ago, and 
billed the state. Eventually, he was paid, 
but he was told not to do it again.

was tied up In sailing and sailboats. 


His parents spent their honeymoon on 


a sailboat, and his father, Christian Bott- 
gcr, was an accomplished sallmoker on 
City Island. N. Y., the center of the 
yachting industry. 


Christian Bottgcr's wife was the one 


with the real heritage, however. At the 
age of seven, she had already been 
around the world twice with her father, a 
ship's captain. Her father was more than 
just a sailor, though. "When things got 
quiet, and there was no wind, they would 
lay out tho cloth on the ship and begin 
cutting for sails," said Bottgcr of his fa- 
thcr-ln-law. 


TODAY. ROBERT OOTTGER is carry- 


Ing on the age-old tradition of sail- 
making, learned from his father and his 
uncle, In his own sail loft off Pratt Ave- 
nue In the Centex Industrial District of 
Elk Grove Village. 


Under the name of Viking Sales, Inc., 


ho has from eight to 10 people working 
for him. Some arc accomplished crafts- 
men who have been with him for many 
years. Several are college youngsters 
learning the trade, just as Bottgcr did, at 
the hands of the skilled craftsman. 


Though ho was born into the center of 


tho yachting industry. Bottger learned 
his sail-making trade in Chicago. 


"My uncle had a sail loft here," he 


said, the hint of the Eastern seaboard 
still In his voice. "Then I went back and 
worked with my father. But I cnmc up 
the cosy way. I owned half the business 
when I started," he said. 


At the time Bottgcr first started In the 


Industry, Egyptian cotton woven in Eng- 
land was the main material used for 
sails. 'It was rather costly," he said 
"Now the sails are almost exclusively 
cut out of dacron. Nylon Is used for the 
spinnakers, the large full triangular- 
shaped sail that look almost like a para- 
chute at the top. 


"DUPONT MAKES THE polyester fi- 


bcrs. Howe and Bainbridge of Boston 
fabricate it," Bottger explained. 


According to Bottger, the price for sail- 


cloth Is now about the same as It used to 
be for cotton. "Egyptian cotton would 
probably cost about three times as much 
now," he said. 


The dacron will hold up "anywhere 


from three to five to maybe 25 years," 
he said. It lasts a lot longer than the 
cotton. "Cotton la subject to mildew and 
it deteriorates in weathering." he said. 


Most sails today are white opaque be- 


cause It used to be the only color avail- 
able in sailing dacron. It's only recently 
that sail cloth fabric manufacturers have 
been successful in dying the tough dac- 
ron cloth. 


One variation that has been successful 


In the sailcloth is putting plastic "win- 
dows" in the sail so the sailor can see 
better what he Is doing. "Racing boats 
ususally have them," Bottger said. The 
plastic Is secured with a ring aroung the 
outer edge sewn into the cloth. 


SAILS THEMSELVES are cut by hand 


from set patterns. "Basically, the design 
is laid out and the sails are made from 
narrow panels," said Bottger. 


The cutting of the sails is done "more 


or less by eye," he said. "It used to be 
considered an art, but the computer is 
helping quite a bit now." The computer 
is used to figure optimum sizes and also 
to give the sailmakers the shape of the 
sail. 


All the seaming on the sails is done by 


sewing machine. This may sound like 
progress stepping in, but according to 
Bottger, the seams have been sewn by 
machine since he first began working on 
them In 1937. "Even then, they were al- 
ready seamed by sewing machines," he 
said. 


But there are still a few sails that arc 


hand sewn. These are mainly for ships

The palm is a 
leather handle that fits into the palm of 
the hand and has a steel plate in it to 
push the needle against. "You can work 
up a sweat just sewing," joked one of the

Officials of School DLst. 23 have been 


unable to collect thousands of dollars of 
donations promised by major developers 
building in the southern portion of Wheel- 
ing.

Edward 
Grodsky said the district has not re- 
ceived any of the promised money. "So 
far we've never collected a penny," he 
said. 


The donations to local schools arc not 


Local 
school districts, however, have long 
pushed for such donations to provide the 
schools with operating revenue until 
property taxes can be collected on new 
developments. It usually takes at least a 
year for new developments to appear on 
the tax rolls. 


ONE OF THE Dlst. 23 agreements, 


dated May 7,1971, is with George Manda 
nnd John Cono, developers of the VIP 
Apartments on Hlntz Road. The agree- 
ment states that the developers will do- 
nate a specified amount for each apart- 
ment "In lieu of property." 


For the VIP complex, the figure was 


$23 for each one-bedroom apartment and 
$30 for each two-bedroom apartment in 
total of four buildings, the full donation 
for the project was supposed to be $7,300. 


According to the oggrccmcnt, the de-

how I can change our request for a 5.5 
per cent Increase," he said. 


BATES ALSO said the merit increase 


offered by the board "doesn't fund the 
merit program the way it should be 
funded," Evaluations by school district 
administrators indicate 30 teachers are 
ranked as superior, 35 as above average 
and 10 as competent. 


Another point of contention between 


the two negotiation teams is the board's 
refusal to pay half the cost of depend- 
ents' insurance benefits. Bates said the 
$36,000 figure cited by school district offi- 
cials as the total cost of such benefits Is 
probably too high. 


The PHEA withdrew a request that the 


district hire time reading specialist!. 
Bates asked the administration to consid- 
er their suggestion when hiring staff 
members next year. 


St. Cecilia Church basin work postponed 


Although Mount Prospect has per- 


mission to build a stormwater basin.on 
St. Cecilia Church property, construction 
will not start until next year. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley said the 


proposed basin south of Lawrence Lane, 
is one of two projects in the first phase 
of the village's flood program that can 
be engineered by village personnel The 
other project is a storm sewer along a 
section of Lonnquist Boulevard and We- 
Go-Trail. 


However, Eppley said current projects 


preclude the engineering department's 
getting to work on the storm sewer or 
basin until mid-November. Construction 
would begin nest spring. 


Permission for the stormwater basin 


on the church property, which is in Ar- 
lington Heights, was given to the village 
by the Real Estate Office of the Archi- 
diocese of Chicago, Eppley said. 


AFTER LAST Bummer's heavy rains, a 


temporary dirt mound was made on the 
property to throttle the amounts of water 
flowing onto Lawrence Lane and into the 
basements of nearby homes. The tem- 
porary measure did offer much relief, 
but last winter's Consoer, Townsend and 
Assoc. flood control study still found the 
area to be the most flood prone in the 
village. 


Consoer, Townsend recommended a 2.1 


million-gallon retention basin for the 
church property. The recommendation 
was echoed in the village's Drainage and 
Clean Streams Commission report, which 
was adopted by the village board as the 
community flood control program. 


The $50,000 estimated cost of the proj- 


ect will probably be reduced, according 
to Eppley, because that figure included 
money for land costs and engineering. 


The storm sewer Eppley mentioned 


would connect the Lancaster Street sew- 
er with Weller Creek. Tbe 36-inch sewer 


would run for a block along Lonnquist 
Boulevard and then north on We-Go Trail 
to the creek. 


EPPLEY IS soliciting engineering bids 


from four firms for the other six projects 
in phase one of the flood control pro- 
gram. He said he hopes to make a rec- 
ommendation to the village board at tha 
Aug. 21 village board meeting. 


An estimated $660,000 is needed for 


phase one projects. Most of the required 
money will come from the village's Mo- 
tor Fuel Tax Fund share. Another $4.2 
million will be needed for the rest of the 
program over the next five or six yean. 


The village board has set up a meeting 


Sept 11 for a decision on bow to fond 
that part of the program. General obliga- 
tion bonds to be paid off through an in- 
crease In property taxes and a new 5 per 
cent utility tax for a limited number of 
years are the two fund-raising 
most discussed by the board.

Harnessing nature with a cloth sail

In tho world of wild wind and water, 


Robert Bottger is a master — he can 
harness nature with cloth. 


In a giant building called a loft, Bott- 


fier makes sails to power sailboats. His 
loft, behind a small office near Pratt 
Avenue in tho Industrial Park of Elk 
Grovo Village, is filled with huge, long 
tables, patterns and designs hanging 
from the walls, and many fans with miles 
of extension cord attached to them. 


The whole operation Is cillcd Viking 


Sales, Inc. and It all belongs to Bottger. 


Even before he was born, Bottgcr's life 


was tied up In sailing and sailboats. 


His parents spent their honeymoon on 


a sailboat, and his father, Christian Bott- 
ger, was an accomplished sailmakcr on 
City Island, N. Y., the center of the 
yachting Industry. 


Christian Boltgcr's wife was the ono 


with (he real heritage, however. At tho 
ago of seven, she had already been 
around the world twice with her father, a 
ship's captain. Her father was more than 
just a sailor, though. "When things got 
quiet, and there was no wind, they would 
lay out tho cloth on the ship and begin 
culling for sails," said Bottger of his fa- 
ther-in-law. 


TODAY. ROBERT BOTTGER is carry- 


Ing on the age-old tradition of sail- 
making, learned from his father and his 
uncle, In his own sail loft off Pratt Ave- 
nue In the Centex Industrial District of 
Elk Grovo Village. 


Under tho name of Viking Sales, Inc., 


ho has from eight to 10 people working 
for him. Somo aro accomplished crafts- 
men who have been with him for many 
years. Several aro college youngsters 
learning the trade, just as Bottger did, at 
the hands of the skilled craftsman. 


Though ho was born into the center of 


the yachting industry, Bottger learned 
his salt-making trade in Chicago. 


"My uncle had a sail loft here," ho 


sold, the hint of the Eastern seaboard 
still In his voice. "Then I went back and 
worked with my father. But I came up 
tho cosy way. I owned half the business 
when I started," he said. 


At the time Bottger first started in the 


industry, Egyptian cotton woven in Eng- 
land was the main material used for 
sails. 'It was rather costly," ho said 
"Now tho sails arc almost exclusively 
cut out of dacron. Nylon Is used for tho 
spinnakers, the large full triangular- 
shaped sail that look almost like a para- 
chute at tho top. 


"DUPONT MAKES THE polyester fi- 


bers. Howe and Balnbrldge of Boston 
fabricate it," Bottger explained. 


According to Bottger, the price for sail- 


cloth Is now about the same as It used to 
bo for cotton. "Egyptian cotton would 
probably cost about three times as much 
now," he said. 


The dacron will hold up "anywhere 


from three to five to maybe 25 years," 
he sold. It lasts a lot longer than the 
cotton. "Cotton is subject to mildew and 
It deteriorates in weathering." he said. 


Most sails today aro whlto opaque be- 


cause It used to be the only color avail- 
able in sailing dacron. It's only recently 
that sail cloth fabric manufacturers have 
been successful In dying the tough dac- 
ron cloth. 


One variation that has been successful 


in tho sailcloth Is putting plastic "win- 
dows" In the sail so the sailor can see 
better what he Is doing. "Racing boats 
ususally have them," Bottger said. The 
plastic Is secured with a ring oroung the 
outer edge sewn into the cloth. 


SAILS THEMSELVES arc cut by hand 


from set patterns. "Basically, the design 
Is laid out and'the sails are made from 
narrow panels," said Bottger. 


The cutting of the sails is done "more 


or less by eye," he said. "It used to be 
considered an art, but the computer is 
helping quite a bit now." The computer 
Is used to figure optimum sizes and also 
to give the sailmakcrs the shape of the 
sail. 


All the seaming on the sails Is done by 


sewing machine. This may sound like 
progress stepping in, but according to 
Bottger, the seams have been sewn by 
machine since he first began working on 
them In 1937. "Even then, they were al- 
ready seamed by sewing machines," he 
sold. 


But there are still a few sails that ore 


hand sewn. These arc mainly for ships 
that sail on long voyages around the 
world, where a ship has to put up with 
much heavier wear and tear. 


THERE ARE SOME parts of a sail 


that must be sewn by hand, however, 
such as reinforcements where button- 
holes for rings and hooks are placed. To 
sew these parts, the sail makers use 
what is called a sailmaker's palm — in 
effect, a glorified thimble. The palm is a 
leather handle that fits Into the palm of 
the hand and has a steel plate In It to 
push the needle against. "You can work 
up a sweat just sewing," joked one of the 
men working on some reinforcements 
around a buttonhole. 


Though Viking Sales is in Elk Grove 


Village, they ship most of their sails out 
of the Immediate area. "Some go to 
Ohio, some to Kansas, some to Texas," 
said Bottger. "Lately, we've doing more 
business with local dealers though." 


According to Bottger, early spring and 


summer Is the best season for the shop. 
"In the winter time, we make ski and 
sail bags and aircraft covers," Bottger 
said. "When I first learned the business, 
we used to spend three or four months 
just sitting around waiting for spring 
again." 


Bottger has made sails for a several 


local sailboat race winners at Lake 
Opeka In Des Plaines. "We've got a 
couple of local winners that may be 
champions," he said. 


When he was younger, Bottger sailed 


In a world championship on the Great 
South Bay on the south shore of Lang 
Island. Today, he's cut his sailing down 
to sailing with customers, however. "It's 
a little tough now to climb out on to 
some of those boats," he laughed.

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Viatorian issue 


Fall court test recalls 1970 controversy over housing proposal 


There had never been an issue in Arlington Heights like the 


Viatorian Issue, at least not in recent memory. 


For nearly two years, controversy and dissension ripped 


their way through the political, civic and community fabrics 
of life in Arlington Heights. 


The official beginning was April, 1970, when a citizens 


group, called the Concerned Metropolitan Citizens Committee 
(CCMC) asked the Catholic Order of the Clerics of St. Viator 
to use a section of its land in Arlington Heights to build 
housing for people of low and moderate incomes, $5,000 to 
$12,000 annually. 
> 


Two months later, the Clerics agreed to make available IS 


acres at the eastern end of their property. 


DURING THE NEXT 10 months, rumor, speculation, em 


trenched opposition and equally fervent support swirled 
around the as-yet undisclosed housing plans. 


Then on March 3, 1971, more than 700 residents crowded 


into what would be the first of three public hearings before 
the Arlington Heights plan commission to get their first look 
at a development called Lincoln Green. 


The plan commission hearings ended June 16, 1971, with a 


9-2 vote against rezoning the Viatorian acreage to permit the 
building of the 190-townhouse development. 


For two months the Issue hung in limbo while the village 


board arranged a special meeting at which all seven mem-, 
bers would be'certain to be present. 


ON SEPT. 28, 1971, Village Pres. Jack Walsh opened the 


board's meeting at John Hersey High School with a plea to all 
parties to make the evening's hearing "an exercise in under- 
standing." 


Two hours and 45 minutes later Lincoln Green was dead — 


voted down 6-1. 


The incompatabllity of a multi-family project (townhouses) 


in the midst of surrounding single-family neighborhoods was 
the overriding reason given by the six trustees voting against 
the project. 


Approving the project would be a case of spot zoning, they 


said. 


Most of the 400 people who packed the high school audito- 


rium went homo happy. 


IN THE MONTHS THAT followed, the Metropolitan Hous- 


ing Development Corporation (MHDC) searched for alterna- 
tive sites for their project. Finding none, the corporation filed 
suit against the Village in June, 1972. 


The lawsuit charges racial and economic discrimination in 


Arlington Heights' refusal to approve the project and chal- 
lenges the constitutionality of the village's zoning powers. 


Twice since the suit was filed, Village Atty. Jack Siegel 


sought to have the case dismissed. Twice his motion was 
denied. 


A status report from the attorneys in the case has been set 


for Sept. 10 before U.S. District Court Judge Thomas R. 
McMlllen. Trial is expected later this fall.

'Most fiercely contested property'

The evergreen-shaded land east of St. 


Viator High School Is probably the most 
fiercely contested ground in Arlington 
Heights. 


Two yean ago, a proposal to build 190 


units of low and moderate income hous- 
ing on 15 acres of the Viatorian land 
brought hundreds of partisans into noisy 
confrontation. 


Today, the controversy has come down 


to a semi-private skirmish about to be 
played out by a handful of attorneys In 
the courtoom of U. S. District Court 
Judge Thomas R. McMlllen. 


The public hearings ended Sept. 28, 


1971, when the village board voted 6-1 to 
reject the Lincoln Green housing devel- 
opment But public opinion, like the issue 
itself, did not end with the hearings on 
that September night at John Hersey 
High School. 


"Our members still feel aa strong as 


they ever did. Our position hasn't weak- 
ened any in the long lapse of time," 
•aid Clark Barkes, 905 E. Euclid Ave., 
the tough-minded president of the Great- 
er Eastwood Community Association. 


THE EASTWOOD group, allied with 


Arlington Estates and Arlington Ter- 
race homeowners associations were the 
most vocal, best organized and geogra- 
phically closest to the site of all the resi- 
dential groups that fought against Lin- 
coln Green. 


Members In two of the associations- 


Greater Eastwood and Arlington Estates 
— hired well-known Arlington Heights at- 
torney Bill Moore to represent them dur- 
ing the hearings. The third, Arlington 
Terrace, looked to the politically flam- 
boyant Al Lindsey to guard their stake In 
the controversy. 


"Public opinion wffi flan violently If 


the court holds against the village. 
People wffl not like it," Moore sayi. 


Re predicts that no matter which way 


the case Is decided by Judge McMlllen, 
the case of the Metropolitan Housing De- 
velopment Corporation versus the Village 
of Arlington Heights is destined for the 


United States Supreme Court in Washing- 
ton."It's the kind of case I think they will 
accept on appeal from either side," he 
says. 


MOORE NO longer represents the 


homeowners associations. His offer to 
them, to intercede in the lawsuit on their 
behalf, was never accepted. He guesses 
because the cost which likely would ap- 
proach $10,000 Including appeals, he 
says. 


Barkes says that while the association 


did not decide to initiate any legal action 
of its own, that option Is still a "definite 
possibility." 


If the neighborhood associations do de- 


cide to enter the legal arena, Moore will 
again carry their standard, he added. 


Moore says the homeowners he spoke 


for were "people with legitimate inter- 
ests" in the project because of their 
nearness to the Viator property. 


THE AL GATES family, 735 Drury Ln., 


members of the Arlington Estates Home- 
owners Association and 15-year residents 
of Arlington Heights is one of those fami- 
lies Moore represented. 
, 


"I have said that I've nothing against 


low-Income housing, but this is the wrong 
area, the wrong location," Mrs. Gates 
said in a'recent interview. Her words 
echoed the remarks dozens of residents 
made two years ago and that many still 
believe today. 


"When we moved here 10 years ago we 


asked the builder if the area around our 
house was zoned residential and be said 
It was. Most people,-1 think, thought It 
would be residential. This is just the 
wrong place." 


"Residential" 
means 
single-family 


housing to Mrs. Gates and most of her 
neiguuuiSf not a residential community 
of 190 two«tory townbouses that is Lin- 
coln Green. 


"They would tower over these homes," 


she says. 


A park would be the ideal use of the 


Viatorian land, as far as Mrs. Gates is 
concerned. Failing this, the land should 


be developed with single-family homes. 


ANOTHER RESIDENT, whose rear 


yard backs up to the Viatorian property, 
says she has spent a lot of time thinking 
about the proposal since attending the 
Hersey High School meetings two years 
ago. 


"People do need a place to live. It's 


not enough &<tust say we are fortunate 
to have more money and live in Arling- 
ton Heights," says Mrs. Herman Behls, a 
neighbor of Mrs. Gates at 730 N. Drury 
Ln. 


But she too concludes that the Viator 


property is the wrong place for low mod- 
erate Income housing. 


"I'm in favor of single-family dwell- 


ings and preserving the single-family fla- 
vor of neighborhoods, not just on this 
street, but all around the area," she 
says. 


Mrs. Behls says shw wonders bow low* 


Income families in Arlington Heights will 
pay the high price for what little public 
transportation that now exists and how 
their children will pay to play boys base- 
ball, for a swimming pool pass and all 
the other recreation programs for which 
taxpayers 
must pay an additional 


charge. 


LIKE MANY of the families in the 


Eastwood area, the Behls are not new- 
comers. They have lived in their Drury 
Lane home for 10 years, a long time as 
residencies are measured in Arlington 
Heights. 


And Mrs. Gates says they fully expect 


to continue living there. "It's our home. 
We're not going to sell," she explains. 


The James J. Carey family moved Into 


the Arlington Estates subdivision from 
Chicago a year ago, one year after the 
Viator controversy. They did not join the 
homeowners association "because we 
didn't know what it was," cays Margaret 
Carey. But they did know about MHDC 
housing plans before they bought their 
home. 


"We're not that unset about it There is 


a need for tow-Income housing, but this

School district 
can't get money 
from developers

Officials of School Dlst. 23 have been 


unable to collect thousands of dollars of 
donations promised by major developers 
building In the southern portion of Wheel- 
ing. 


While the school district holds written 


agreements with two of the developers 
for a total of $11,550, Supt. Edward 
Grodsky said the district has not re- 
ceived any of the promised money. "So 
far we've never collected a penny," he 
said. 


The donations to local schools are not 


required by law In Wheeling. Local 


. school districts, however, have long 


pushed for such donations to provide the 
schools with operating revenue until 
property taxes can bo collected on new 
developments. It usually takes at least a 
year for new developments to appear on 
the tax rolls. 


ONE OF THE Dlst. 23 agreements, 


dated May 7,1071, Is with George Manda 
and John Corso, developers of the VIP 
Apartments on Hlntz Road. The agree- 
ment states that the developers will do- 
nate a specified amount for each apart- 
ment "In Ucu of property." 


For the VIP complex, the figure was 


925 for each one-bedroom apartment and 
J30 for each two-bedroom apartment in 
total of four buildings, the full donation 
for the project was supposed to be $7,300. 


According to the nggrccmcnt, the de- 


velopers were supposed to moke their do- 
nation "at the time the builders make 
application for occupancy permits." Oc- 
cupancy permits for two of the buildings 
were granted In 1972, while permits for 
two more buildings were Issued In June. 


When asked about the donations, devel- 


oper George Manda said that his partner 
was handling the matter and was out of 
town. He said he had no Idea of the stat- 
us of the promised donation. 


A SECOND agreement, dated Oct. 12, 


1071, Is with John Glortoso and Associ- 
ates, developers of the Pleasant Run 
Condominiums, 1151 S. Elmhurst Road. 
According to this agreement, Florioso 
was to pay $25 for each one-bedroom, $30 
for each two-bedroom and $35 for each 
three-bedroom unit. 


The total donation for all 10 buildings 


w as to bo $4,250. Once again, the dona- 
tion was to be made at the time devel- 
opers applied for occupancy permits. 


Occupancy permits for two Pleasant 


Run buildings have been issued. One is 


Convenient Food Mart 
robbed by gunman 


The Convenient Food Mart, 1203 S. 


Elmhurst Rd., Prospect Heights was 
robbed of $105 yesterday by a gunman 
who entered the store shortly after noon. 


Cook County Sheriff's Police said the 


robbery Is apparently unconnected to 
eight other armed robberies at con- 
, venlcnce grocery stores in the area. 
j "Those were all with a knife whereas 
I this one had a pistol," said Patrolman 
Fred Braun. 


A salesgirl and shopper described the 


, robber as white male, about 30 years old, 
six feet tall with short brown hair. They 
told police he fled on foot after taking all 
the money In the cosh register. 


The robbery is the ninth convenience 


grocery store that has been robbed by an 
armed bandit In the last week-and-a-half. 
The robber in the other cases used a 
knife and took between $3 and $140. 
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doted December, 1972, and the other, 
February, 1973. Glorioso was unavailable 
for comment on the donations. 


The third Wheeling development in 


Dlst. 23 boundaries, Sandpebble Walk 
Condominiums, at 500 W. Palatine Road, 
never made any donation agreement 
with the school district. Developer Ber- 
nard A. Brown said his firm bought the 
project from the original builders, and 
was never contacted by the school dis- 
trict. 


WHILE DIFFICULTIES In collecting 


builder donations are not uncommon, the 
problems seem to vary from district to 
district. John Bargcr, assistant superin- 
tendent of Dlst. 21, said some of the de- 
velopers In his district have reneged on 
their donation agreements. Dlst. 21 
serves the northern portion of Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove and parts of other nearby 
communities. 


When asked about the current Dlst. 23 


problems, Bargcr said "I'd say our expe- 
rience is better than that. Most of the 
developments that are being considered 
now, they have a commitment. How 
many will not pay up is another thing. 
I'd say offhand we're experiencing a 
good collection." 


The donation agreements negotiated 


with Dlst. 21 differ rom the Dlst. 23 
agreements in that donations are to be 
made at the time building permits are 
issued. Barger said the district works 
with the village building department and 
has had basic cooperation from the vil- 
lage. 


BARGER NOTED that the school dis- 


trict has very little to rely on in making 
the donation agreements. "It's a volun- 
tary contribution, and we don't have any- 
thing but their commitment," he sold. 
"Some developers keep their com- 
mitments and others don't unless some- 
one pushes them." 


Grodsky recently contacted Wheeling 


Village Mgr. George Passolt about the 
problem of collecting the donation from 
the VIP Apartments. Passolt said he is 
looking Into the problem, but has been 
unable to contact the developer. 


The Wheeling manager said that while 


the village tires to cooperate with the 
school districts, It is mainly up to the 
district officials to contact developers 
about donations. He said developers In 
both school districts arc handled the 
same way, and no preference is shown 
In approving developments. 


Zoning board members also noted that 


they do not ask the developers to make 
contributions to the school districts. "I 
don't think we're ever In a position to do 
that," said Frank Wojck, chairman 
of the zoning board. "The board merely 
questions if they had any verbal or writ- 
ten communlcatons from the schools."

is not a good location. People need ac- 
cess to trains and to stores," Mrs. Carey 
says. 


•SOMEWHAT FRAUDULENT and a 


little bit of a smokescreen" is the way 
former village trustee Dwight Walton, 
the only member of the village board to 
vote In favor of Lincoln Green, charac- 
terized the argument that says there is a 
need for low-Income housing, but then In- 
sists Viator is the wrong place to build it. 


"In the two years since the Viator 


hearings there has been continuing op- 
position, from many segments of Arling- 
ton Heights, to Implementing the housing 
goals adopted 16 months ago by the vil- 
lage board," Walton says. 


Specifically, those goals included the 


creation of 50 units of low and 150 to 250 
units of moderate income housing within 
a two year tune frame. 


LINGERING OPPOSITION to even the 


"very basic" proposal of the housing 
commission, whereby builders would be 
asked to include some low and moderate 
income units in their developments, is 
further evidence that many people are 
paying lip service to the need for low- 
cost housing but do not really intend to 
face the issue, he says. 


"I'm afraid it will take many, many 


years to erode the feeling that low and 
moderate income people are different 
than other people in Arlington Heights, 
and we're not going to give them a break 
on housing," Walton says. 


Another resident, who lives near the 


Viator land but asked not to be identi- 
fied, disagrees. 


"I'm tired of being called 'biased* be- 


cause I think this Is not the right place 
for apartments. I'm not biased," she 
said, explaining that her objections 
stemmed not from the prospect of low 
Income families in the neighborhood, but 
from townhouses in her backyard. 


ATTORNEY MOORE agrees. 
"Zoning Is the only Issue as far as I'm 


concerned. There are excellent sites that 
would have served for this kind of hous- 
ing development, but the only reason the 
Viator property was chosen was because 
they could get the land for free," he 
charged. 


Moore says he does not think the mood 


fo the people he represented two years 
ago has changed on the Viator Issue, nor 
will he say that It needed change. 


"It is perhaps quite proper that It

Teacher pay talks reach an impasse 


The Prospec. Heights Dlst. 23 board 


has declared an Impasse In 1973-74 teach- 
er contract negotiations with the Pros- 
pect Heights Education Association. 


School board attorney Henry Vallely 


declared the impasse at Tuesday night's 
bargaining session after both sides failed 
to agree on salary increases and merit 
raises. 


The PHEA is asking for a 5 5 per cent 


salary Increase and $42,500 in merit in- 
creases. The school board has offered 
teachers a 3.1 per cent salary increase 
and a merit "pot" totaling $27,000. 


An Impasse is declared In negotiations 


when both sides, after bargaining in good 
faith, fall to reach an agreement. 


THE SCHOOL board will meet with 


teachers on Aug. 16 for another attempt 
at settlement. If no agreement is 
reached, an outside mediator will be 
called In. 


Vallely told teacher representatives the 


board "is still sticking to what we con- 
sider the cost of living increase in this 
area — 31 per cent." 


Ken Bates, PHEA negotiator, told 


board members the 3.1 per cent increase 
Is inadequate. 


"As I read the newspapers, I don't see 


how ! can change our request for a 5 5 
per cent Increase," he said. 


BATES ALSO said the merit Increase 


offered by the board "doesn't fund the 
merit program the way it should be 
funded," Evaluations by school district 
administrators indicate 30 teachers are 


ranked as superior, 35 as above average 
and 10 as competent. 


Another point of contention between 


the txvo negotiation teams is the board's 
refusal to pay half the cost of depend- 
ents' Insurance benefits. Bates said the 
$36,000 figure cited by school district offi- 
cials as the total cost of such benefits is 
probably too high. 


The PHEA withdrew a request that the 


district hire three reading specialists. 
Bates asked the administration to consid- 
er their suggestion when hiring staff 
members next year.
